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N prefacing a Work, fuch as is now prefented to the public, re- 
gard need only be had to the bare neceflity of introducing it, with 
requifite explanations, in that plain ftile fuitable to the fubject. 

The Compiler has, therefore, only to requeft, that fuch errors 
as might, perhaps, unavoidably occur in a Work of this nature, (the 
firft of the kind hitherto effeGed in India) may be indulgently paf- 
fed over by his brother officers. And, when the heavy expences 
of printing in this country, as well as other combined caufes, are 
confidered, he trufts, an idea of advantaging himfelf, in a pecuniary 
point of view, will not prevail; but that due credit will be given to 
the laudable motives which have influenced him in this attempt. 

Thata Copr or Stanpine Mitirary REGULATIONS, ora 
Compilation of the Orders and Rules in force, has ever been matcrial- 
ly wanted in the fervice, and much wifhed for, will be univerfally 
allowed. It will alfo, no doubt, be generally admitted, that the 
moft beneficial cffeéts may be expected to arife from a publication of 
this nature; as uniformity and regularity, in the performance of the 
various and numerous duties incumbent on the different departments 
of this military eftablifhment, will, doubtlefs, be gained by it. It 
appears to be almoft impoffible for an ofliccr to retain a recollection, 
or even to collect the materials, requifite to a competent knowledge 
of the multiplicity of orders and rules, he muft neceffarily be ac- 
quainted with, in order to acquit himfelf in the different fituations 
he may be occafionally placed. This obfervation is, no doubt, 
more applicable to the officers of the higher ranks in the fervice, and 
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the ftaff, who have to enter more into the minutie, and have greater 
refponfibility upon them; yet, every officer, it is prefumed, may find 
benefit from fuch affiftance. és 
Many efforts have been made fo bring militaty compilations and 
digefts into notice here, by men eminent for their profetiional abili- 
ties; and, it is natural to fuppofe, that nothing prevented the com 
pletion of their defigns, except the uncommon affiduity and devotion 
ef time, that became requifite to accomplifh the undertaking, and 
which cannot be {pared by any of the officers at the heads of public 
departments under Government, without too great an encroach. 
ment on the neceflary current duties of their offices... This the Com- 
piler has reafon to believe, and to fpeak of with fome degree of con- 
fidence, from what he has experienced and obferved, during the length 
of time that the prefent Cops has been in revifion;—in the courfe of 
which many alterations have taken place, from the iffuing of fubfe- 
quent orders ;—-from whence it is obvious, that a Cops or Recu- 
LATIoNs which comprizes fo many departments, and relates to fo 
many fituations, will ever require much attention and affiduity, 
which muft be conftantly employed, without intermiffion, in order 
to infure it’s accuracy. The neceffity of a Compiler’s office for this 
purpofe, (which has, until of late years, always exifted in this fers 
vice) muft be obvious ; as it would, no doubt, be productive of great 
benefit, in preferving the uniformity of difcipline, and confequent 
credit and- well-being of the army :—when the importance of the 
fubject is reflected’on, and the advantages that muft attend fuch a 
foundation, are maturely confidered, the affertion will not, perhaps, 
appear too bold. Many of the moft refpectable authorities can be 
produced in fupport of it; and, amongft others, the following paf- 
fages in the preface of that admired Work, «* The Military Arrange- 
“ ment,” by Lieutenant-colone! Williamfon, lately publifhed, may 
not be altogether inapplicable : 
“* But what there is infinitely greater want of, is, a fyftem of Re. 
“ gulations, eftablifhed by authority, like that amongft the Proffians, 
“ for 
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« for the exercile, difcipline, and whole detail of the fervice; and, 
‘it were even more eligible, that an indifferent fyftem fhould be 
“ eftablifhed than none at all; as we fhould then, at leaft, have the 
“ benefit of uniformity.’—Again, he fays,——‘ Here I may be per-' 
“ mitted) to obferve, that the Government is more indebted, than 
«¢ people in general are aware of, to thofe who have voluntarily un- 
* dertakem to arene fyftems, and to collect the laws and inftitutions 
“ of the army.” 

The obje& of this Compilation has been to render the orders and’ 
regulations of Government, now in force, as clear and as compre- 
henfive, asthe nature of fuch an arrangement would admit of; by 
placing them in a colleGted point of view, fo as to have thé whole 
required information, on any particular part or head, immediately 
obtained, or as nearly fo as poffible. 

The Work is in two Parts:—The firft is the CcmpPunpium, of 
Cope; and the other, the Appennrx.— The latter contains the 
orders of Government, as they have been promulgated, and fhews 
the authority on which ths Copr is founded. References are made 
throughout the whole Cop, to effect what the orders themfelves 
could not, without innumerable repetitions, admit of. 

On confideration it will be found, that the Campilation, confiftently 
with the nature of the various orders in it, could not have been dif+ 
ferently formed, to produce the intended effect; for as they have ever 
been iffued occafionally, as they became neceffary, and have had’ 
moftly fome object of immediate local reform in view, they would 
not {uit the purpofe of forming a regular code of rules from, unlefs 
they underwent internal alterations; thet is, that the efence barely 
(hould be extraéted and arranged uniformly under their refpective 
heads; in which cafe, a fimple adage would iuffice. It muft be al- 
lowed that fuch a work would be an acquilition to the fervice, and. 
what every officer muft with to be poffefled of: but it would require 


the hand of Government itfelf to conftitute it, Demands on their 
time 
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time, of a fuperior nature, in all probability, will prevent the attain- 
ment of fo defirable an object ; yet, it is to be hoped, that the Worx 
now prefented, will, ina great meafure, fupply the deficiency ; and, 
although notin itfelf altogether void of fome few imperfections, it 
will anfwer the grand obje&t of bringing the flanding rules and or- 
ders of the fervice into a fyftematic form and general notice. To 
effect even this point, much labour has been beflowed; in the recital 
of which, the Compiler hopes he will be freed from the imputation 
of felf-praife. 

So far back as the beginning of the year 1786, preparations were. 
commenced for this arrangement, by indexing above fifty volumes of 
orderly-books, in the office of the artillery brigade-major, which had 
been carefully collected there, under the immediate infpection of the 
late refpeCtable commandant, Colonel, Pearfe, and the other com- 
manding-officers of that corps; the office having always been fixed to 
the head-quarters of the brigade in Fort William, where all orders 
of every defcription are publifhed, and fome of it’s records and orders 
going as far back as the year 1748, rendered it, in the firft inftance 
of preparation, a very fit place from whence to obtain an extenfive. 
degree of information on the fubject; befides, an unwillingnef§in the 
Compiler to intrude on, or interrupt-the public officers of Govern 
ment, in their immediate and current duties, induced him to adopt 
this mode of making the collection for the firft copy. But, the fame 
purpofe was afterwards effected by a revifion which he was autho- 
rized to make in .thofe offices, by the Right Honourable the Coms 
mander-in-chief, previous to his laying the fair copy before Govern~ 
ment. It would be too tedious, nor does it here appear neceflary, to 
recite the various probations and amendments that the Work under- 
went, until that fair copy was laid before the Government, on the 
2oth of July, 1789; nor was it until he had examined and con- 
fulted every authority and compilation that he could get accefs to, 
(in which wasincluded, the military digeft, by the prefent military 
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fecretary to the Government,—the collection of Mr. Petrie, which 
was made in his office as compiler,—together with a few forms of 
particular parts of a code, which was fome time ago laid before the 
Government, by the prefent military-auditor-general,) that the Com- 
piler was ultimately determined in adopting that form, in which the 
Work now makes it’s appearance. Suffice it to fay, that no paufe 
whatever took place in the courfe of the four years that the Com- 
piler was engaged in preparing it; during which time, the conftant 
labour and attention that became requifite to bring it into an ap- 
proaching ftate of perfection, would hardly be credited. The hope of 
meeting with an honourable reward in the approbation of his brother 
officers, induced him to perfevere in the undertaking; although in 
many ftages of it, the obftacles appeared fo infurmountable that he 
almoft defpaired of being ever able to accomplith the defired end. 
The encouragement and fupport he has invariably met with from 
Government, and the affiftance he has received from the officers at 
the heads of public departments, together with the favourable 
fentiments of thofe officers to whom he had an opportunity of fhew- 
ng the splan, has not a little contributed to give fupport to him, 
“ainde e diffidence which muft naturally arife on undertaking a 

Wotk of fuch magnitude as this appeared to him to be, 
In the formation of the prefent Work, confiftency with the nature 
lof the exifting orders of the fervice gave the outline, or divifion 
“of the feGtions, that a knowledge of them might be as eafily at- 
‘tainable as poffible; and, although their number do not exceed forty- 
one, yet the headings in the Copz, which are alphabetically ar. 
ranged, are made as copious as appeared to be neceffary, in any light 
that they might be taken in, fo as to afford the required information, 
on any head or fubjeét, in a direét and concife manner, The perufal 
of the headings of the fections in the ApreNDIx, might, perhaps, 
give the appearance of impeifection; but, when their formation is 
particularly confidered, it will be eafily difcernable that the arrange~ 
¢ ment 
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ment was founded on neceflity; for, as the orders feldom or ever 
have been iffued on any one point alone, without fome allufion to 
other departments, particularly thofe contained under the heads of 
EftaLlifhments, Salaries and Allowances, Medical Department, Mili- 
tary Board, éc. &c.—and, in fact, all the fections in the Work,—it 
would be impoffible to arrange an order under the different heads that 
it bore a reference to, without many repetitions of it; which, if 
adopted for the whole of the Work, would unneceffarily {well it 
into volumes, and create a great additional expenfe. Thence arofe 
the propriety of adopting the prefent plan, in confidering all the 
orders and regulations only as an APPENDIX, or'a ground work for 
the Copz, which having been formed upon them, the fubftance 
matter is extracted, and brought, by a fhort and concife mode, into a 
colle&ted point of view. This might be deemed fufficient for the 
purpofe of the compilation, could it receive the fantion of Govern- 
ment, without being accompanied by the orginal orders, but it is not 
admiffible. However, the only inconvenience that arifis from the 
adopted mode, is the bulk of the Work, and the expenfe of fo 
much more printing. But even in it’s prefent form it is not withoul 
it’s peculiar advantages; as the Appenprx contains the faitligopies 
of the original orders of Government, together with their dates 
and particular authorities, that are already familiarized, by pradlice, 
to the officers of the army, and are arranged in fucha form, that! 
the whole information, on any point or fubject, is to be found under 
the fame article, although the feveral parts might have been iffued 
at diftant periods. 

The Table of fucceilion of Governors-general, and Commanders- 
in-chief, at the head of the Copz, which goes back as far as Lord 
Clive’s time, ferves tofhew by whom the various orders and regu- 
jations have been iffued; as every order in the Appenpix hasa 
reference to it, bythe infertion of the authorities and dates. ‘T'og 
avoid prolixity, the bare initials in this cafe have been preferred : |

&c. &c.—-It mutt alfo be remenibered, that the figures with the z4, 
rd, &c. &c. are office, or intcrnal numbers, and not thofe deno- 

ting the‘articles. | 
It may, perhaps, be advanced, that many parts of the Work are 
unneceflary ina Cope; fuch, for inftance, as only allude to an indi- 
vidual fituation :—The defire of the Compiler to render the Work as 
generally ufeful as he had it in his power to do, was his motive for 
the extenfion. It will not be thought that the regulations of the 
garrifon of Fort William are unneceflary ; every officer of the army 
at one time or other has occafion to become acquainted with them: 
if it be referred to the opinion of thofe who have been in the fitua- 
tion, he doubts not it will be readily acknowledged, that no part of 
the Cops becomes more neceflary :—by a late revifal they have becn 
made perfect, and are arranged under their own fections, forty-feven 
in number, and the whole form one fection of the Cope. Neither . 
can it be thought that the fections of Orphan Society, or routes, 
both of which appear fomewhat foreign to a regular code of rules, 
are unneceflary:——few perhaps are mote ufeful, or, from the publica- 
tionof which, greater benefit will arife. The fection of Orphan 
Society contains all the rules, from it’s firft formation to the prefent 
time, that are now in forde, including the bye-laws of the general 
fianagement: in this the army, as fub{cribers and fupporters of it, 
are particularly interefted; and will, no doubt, feel a pleafure in the 
perufal thereof. Routes are taken from thofe which have been fent 
fo the quartermafter-general’s office, in the general relief of 1788-9, 
by the different commanding-officers conducting the marches of the 
troops; and, it is to be hoped, that fection will be found ufeful and 
inftructive, fome pains having been taken to bring all into one fyfte- 
matic form, and to poift out the remarks on the rivers, nullahs, en- 
camping ground, water, roads, and fupplies of grain and provifions : 
the 
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the routes to Bombay and Madras, by the late General Goddarc 
and Colonel Pearfe, are included. The {ections of Military Board 
and Medical Department, are unavoidably large; as the forme 
embraces the whole of the ordnance department, with fuch regula. 
tions of the old Ordnance Board, as are now in exiftence, togethe 
with the refolutions of the new Board laid down as ftanding rules 
but, as this fection is barely confined to it’s own rules, the orders o 
the Government which appertain to that department, fuch as on thi 
{ubjects of furveys, returns, boats, camp equipage, mutters, anc 
the like, will be found in other parts of the Work, and properly 
referred to from this fection. The Medical Department contain: 
every matter relative thereto, arranged in the manner that appearec 
to be the moft judicial. 

"The reafonings on orders and their exprefled foundations, together 
with the preambles, or preliminary paflages, which may not be con: 
fidered as coming confiftently into a code, could not, nevertheless, 
be left out with propriety ; as the orders would appear, in many in- 
ftances, unintelligible by fuch a mutilation. The internal reform of 
the orders (if fuch a term is applicable) was not authorized; .but, in 
inftances where they required any modification, it has been’ permit 
ted, under the title of Compijer’s Remarks, which will always be 
found in Italicks, enclofed between parenthefis: they were alfo pre- 
vioufly fubmitted to authority. 

There is one circumftance in which the Compiler would bev want- 
ing to himfelf was he not to notice, that in the courfe of the: feve- 
ral revifions which the Aprenpix has undergone in the: public 
offices, all the ftanding orders were found to be contained therein, 
and few were found to be obfolete; that is, the infertion of which 
did not, in fome inftance, become neceflary, to give a guidance in 
particular cafes. The letters from the officers revifing, to the. Go» 
vernment, give the cleareft teftimony of the Compiler’s fuccefs in 


the felection of the orders, 
The, 
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The future Editions of this Work, in their periodical progref- 
fion, will keep up a complete fet of the regulations which have 
at various times been iffued in the fervice, fhould a digeft not be 
adopted; ,although the obfolete ones will not be of further ufe 
than as a matter of reference, and to fatisfy curiofity. The Orders 
contained in this firft Edition will form an extenfive ground work 
for {uch a repofitory. 

The Compiler begs leave to obferve to the officers-of the army, 
that although there has not been any pains, affiduity, or attention,. 
‘{pared on his part, in the different ftages of the progrefs, in order to 
give the fulleft and moft complete knowledge of the military regulations: 
and rules of this army that was: poffible ; aad, although Government 
have in every inftance afforded him all the fupport and affiftance that 
‘were requifite, by ordering particular and careful revifals in the 
feveral offices, and ultimately of the whole in that of the adjutant- 
‘general's, it is not impoffible but that there ftill may exift fome rules- 
and authorized cuftoms in the fervice which have not been met with, 
in the numerous refearches: which the Compiler has-made, and which 
may have efcaped even the attention. of the {everal officers revifing. 
‘This, together with the impoffibility, perhaps, of avoiding fome: 
few errors, will naturally have it’s due effect on the minds of the of- 
ficers, as a fufficient motive for their not pofitively confidering them- 

s the exclufive regulations of the fervice in every refpect whatever, 
fend this the Government not only feems to expect, but it has alfo 
been an inftraction to the Compiler, from the Board, to apprize the - 
fub{cribers, and the officers of the army in general, that any fuch 
omiffions, or errors,. are not to be pleaded againft the application of 
exifting rules and regulations which may have been overlooked, as 
Government will, of courfe, referve to itfelf the power of putting 
tlfe true meaning and conftruction on the orders, in cafes of their 
having been mifunderftood, as has hitherto been the cafe, and ever - 

d. mutts .« 
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muft. But indeed this precaution would feem, and does appear, te 
be unneceffary, as all the orders inthe Appewp1x have already beer 
in practice in the fervice. All that is done here is the correction o! 
the orders from the originals; which, taken alone, is rendering a very 
effential fervice, as the common orderly-books, the medium through 
which they are conveyed to the army, are often incorrect. This, 
together with the arrangement, and ultimately the extract from the 
compilation, which canflitutes the Cops, is all the merit the Work 
appears to be entitled to. 

Before the Compiler takes leave of this fubject, he deems it 
a duty incumbent on him to account to his fubfcribers for th 
delay that has occurred in finifhing the Work; which arofe frouh 
the length of time required by the military -auditor- general to 
give the Appunpix fuch a revifion as he deemed neceffary, to in 
fure it’s accuracy fo far; and, as his time was fo fully employedtig 
the current duties of his own office, it took him a period of not lefs 
than fourteen months to perform his part in the revifion, as the laft 
fection was not received from his office until the latter end of De- 
cember, 1790. The whole of the fections were left with hina on 
the 25th October, 1789, after having undergone revifions in all the 
public offices twice; and, by the orders of Government, all fuch parts 
of his general and particular remarks as tended to correct the Work, 
conformably to the inftructions of Government, by noting thofe 

ojders im force as wellag thofe which became obfolete, have been 
attended to. b. 

The Compiler once more begs leave to fubmit himfelf t@ the 
candour of his brother officers, and doubts not but that he will 
find fuitable allowances made for any errors that may appear’in the 
Work. ‘That it is free from errors altogether, he cannot well ex- 
pect, when he reflects on the great difficulties and obftacles’ he had 
to cope with; and particularly as the Prefs was frequently waiting 
for manufcript before it was received from the military-auditor~ 

general's 
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general's office; by which he was precluded from giving the Work 
that attentive confideration that it required, after having lain by for 
fo long a period. If, however, the indefatigable affiduity and 
unwearied attention he has beftowed on it, during a period of 
four years, renders it, in any degree, ferviceable and acceptable to 
ie army, he will, in his own eftimation, have received a reward for 


his ‘labours, 
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HE Compiler, from a Defire to obviate as much as pofible any 

apparent Diffculty that may arife in keeping the Cope correét, 

in Confequence of Alterations which may hereafter take place, begs Leave 

to fuggeft a Plan whereby he thinks it will be eafily effedied, until the re~ 
vifed Addition makes it’s Appearance. 


When an Order is iffued, which is confidered as a Standing Regula 
tion, it foould be entered in a Book kept for. that Purpofe, in the Manner 
of a Supplement, and the Number of the Page on which it is written 
foould be annexed to the Article in the printed Regulations to which it 
bears a Reference ;—of courfe, when any Article in the printed Book is 
annulled by a new Order, it muft be croffed off, and the Reference to the 
Page of the Supplement containing that Order, inferted.—The Compiler 
is induced to intrude this Remark, from the Number of Applications which’ 
be has received from different Parts of the Army, to have blank Leaves 
bound up between each Seétion ; concetving that the Mode here propofed 
will effectually anfwer all the Purpofes intended,, and thus” render the 
Book conveniently portable. 7

Arguments extracted from the Governor- 
general’s minute. 


Our territotial pofleffions in India have 
been acquired by exertions of zeal and abili- 
ties, that have done honour to the Britith 
name; but, whatever laws or regulations 
may be eflablifhed for their civil government, 
it is evident that the permanent fecurity of 
thofe dominions mufl. ultimately depend on 
a refpeCtable military eftablifhment, 

‘The’ duty we owe to our country and con- 
flituents, neceflarily calls for the attention 
of this Government to: the improvement of 
their military fyfiem and, as the refponfi- 
bility of this duty may be prefumed to reft 
more immediately with the Commander-in- 
chief, fome rensarks and propofitions, that 
have this object in view, have been fubmit- 
ted by him to the Board. 

The importance of a frequent infpection 
of the troops, is felf-cvident; but the remote 
diltance of the military ftations, from the 
feat. of Government, renders it impoffible 
for the Commander-in-chief to attend fufi- 
ciently to this duty himfelf; and as there are 
no general officers upon this eftublifhment, 
the colonels are the only officers who can be 
employed as teviewing generals. 

This confideration, in addition to many 
other weighty arguments, fuggefts an objec- 
tion to a colonel’s heing conftantly fixed to the 
command of a particular divifion or brigade, 
‘The impropriety of his reporting upon the 
fate of his own corps, for the defeats of which 
he ig himfelf, the refponfible perfon, muft, on 
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general principles, be apparent. On the 
other hand, he ought not to be placed in the 
embarraffing fituation of pointing out the 
neglects, or cenfuring the conduct, of an offi~ 
cer of equal rank, and, perhaps, his fenior 
in the fervice; a necedlity to which he would

‘That before ftores are loaded on any of 
thefe boate, the commanding-officer of the 
ftation fhall order a furvey to be taken of their 
fate, inorder to fecure the ftores from a pro- 
bability of damage; and ifthe report of fuch 
furvey fhall exhibit any defect, either as to 
their {late or equipment, he fhall immediately 
reportit to the Commander-in-chief. 

The commanding-officers fhall tranfmit 
monthly returns of the boats to the Comman- 
der-in-chief and auditor-general, fpecifying 
particularly the ftate and condition of the 
boats, their nature, burthen, number of oars, 
mangees, goliahs, and dandies, the number of 
prefent and abfent, on what fervice employ.

It is however to be underftoed, that the 
certificate is only to comprehend the hots 
provided by the Company; as all officers and 
other perfons, proceeding upon the boat. 
allowance, are themfelves to defray this 
charge, according to the rates of toll regu. 
lated and eltablithed by Government, 


IV. 


BAZARS AND PERWANNAHS. 


RT. rf, (AZ. C. 20th April, 1787.) 

The ftate of the military bazars de. 
mands the attention of the Board under the 
prefent fyftem, which rather exifts by con- 
nivance than by any expreffed fanction of 
Government; many evils prevail; fun@tionsin 
their nature wholly incompatible, are blend- 


ed and exercifediby the fame perfon, tempta~ 
tion is held out for an abufe of power, and 
power to abufe is lodged in thofe hands, 
where the check and controul of it only 
ought torefide, 
That fuch a fyftem requires amendment 
is obvious, but this fhould extend no farther 
than 
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‘than to authorize thofe emoluments which 
are known to be made without autho- 
rity, to diffufe the advantages refulting from 
them more generally, and to corre’ the 
detail in the collection of the dut’es. 

An arrangement formed upon thefe prin- 
ciples, will relieve the officers at the different 
ftation, where bazars are now eftablifhed, 
from the painful refleQion of levying un- 
authorifed duties. Tt will give a fanCion to 
thofe emoluments, which are juflly due to 
length cf fervice inan unfavourable climate ; 
and enable the officers receiving them, to 
retire to their native countiy, and pafs the 
latter part of their lives with fatisfaction, in 
the enjoyment of a competency faily carn- 
ed, and fandtioned by legal authority. This 
is an objeét which every Government 
ought to provide for, and in which every 
member of this Government will readily 
concur. ; 

‘The orders and regulations propofed for 
the approbation of the Board, immediately 
follow thefe arguments. Experience may 
hereafter point out fome ufeful alterations 
and additions, and they may be made when 
they fhall appear to be proper and neceflary. 

2. (ibid.) Refolved, that the command- 
ing-ofliceis of the different flations and de. 
tachments of the army fhall hold the con- 
trouling authority over, and be confidered as 
refponfible for, the regular fupply of their 
1efpective bazars. 

3. (ibid.) Refolved, that a commiflary 
of bazars be appointed to act under the 
direction of the commanding-officer at each 
of the following flations: viz. Prefidency, 
Berhampore, Dinapore, Chunar, Cawnpore, 
and Futty-phur, + 

F 


4. (tbid.) That this appointment {hall 
never be held bya military officer, but by 
the feveral paymaflers and deputies at the 
above ftations. 

5. (ibid) That in order to determine 
the duties to be levied in the fevetal bazars, 
the commiffary fhall draw out and prefent 
to the commanding officer monthly, a tariff 
of rates and taxes, which the latter fhall be, 
at all times, authouifed to correct and aller, 
as he may deem proper; and according te 
this tariff, the taxes fhall be collected by the 
commiflary. 

6. (tbid.) That it thall be the duty of the 

commiffary to inform himfelf of the prices 
of all articles of confumption in the bazar, 
and from fuch information, with the addition 
of the taxes fo authorifed to be collected, to 
draw outa nerrick, or price current, month. 
ly, or as oftcnas may be thought neceflary ; 
which having received the fanétion of the 
commanding-officer, fhall be expofed in the 
main-guard, and in fome public place in the 
bazar, to regulate the fales in garrifons, can- 
tenments, or camps. 
“49, (ibid.) That the tariff and nerrick 
fhall be copied both in the Englith and Na- 
gree characters; and that copies of both, 
with any alterations which the commanding- 
officer may have directed, {hall be tranfmit- 
ted by the commiflary every month, to the 
adjutant-peneral, for the infpection and in. 
formation of the Commander-in-chief. 

8. (ibid.) That the public: fervants of the 
bazar fhall be under the direction and con- 
troul of the commiflary ; and the command. 
ing-officer will delegate to him as much of 
his authority as he fhall think requifite, to 
enable him to enforce his ordets concerning

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the internal ceconomy and police of, the

bazar. 

(G .0, 29th March, 1799.) As itappears 
that great Jol has aifen from the frequent 
changes of the cutwals of bazais ; acrecd, 
that the Right Honowatle the Commander- 
in-chicf be requefted to iflue in ordeis, that 
the commiflaties cf bazars, in future, do 
fate in writing to the commanding-otfceis 
of flations their :eafons fur removing the 
cutwals ; a copy of which is to be ferward- 
ed with his monthly accounts to the military 
paymafler-general, 

9. (ALG acth Atri, 1587.) That no 
licenfes for the fale of {puituous liquors {hall 
be granted, but under the fanciion and figna- 
ture ofthe commanding -ofiicer, as direled by 
the zeneral orders of the 6th of March, 1787. 

10, (G, O. 6th March, 1787 ) ‘The main- 
tenance of the national honour, and the f{e- 
city of the poflefiions of the Company, 
depending fo effentially on the good condi- 
tion of the European troops, Loid Corn 
wallis is perfuaded, that all the moft 1e- 
{peCtable officers of this army will hear- 
tily concur with kim, in rendering effec~ 
tual any meafure that may tend to the 
prefervation of the lives and health of the 
foldiers. 

The intemperate ule of {pirituous liquors 
is attended with many fatal confequences; 
and Lord Cornwallis has learned, with the 
moft fincere egret, that from the moft ua- 
worthy motives, the confumption of them 
is connived at, or encouraged, at fome of the 
{tations of this army. Officers of all ranks 
are called upon, to take every means in their 
power to reflrain this pernicious {pecies of 
debauchery; but, officers commanding bri. 
gades or detachments, having by cuftom the

management of their refpeive bazars, will 
be held particularly refponfihle to correct i¢ 
among the troops under their immediate 
command, 

Lord Cornwallis hopes, that with detachs 
ments of naive trans the file cf fpirits 
will be entireiy avoided 5 and that this wa. 
fic may be fubjegt to an ealy infpection and 
controul, he peremptorily cide, that {pi- 
rituous liquors fhall nut be fiiered to he fold 
at more than two fhops at the Pation of ech 
brigade, Muffilmans and LH ndoos are to he

Excellency’s dominions, for any goads or 
articles of merchandize whatever, except for 
the quantity of grain, cattle, goats, fheep, 
ghee, beetle-nut, and tobacco, that may be 
actually wanted for the confumption of the 
troops ftationed in thofe provinces, And on 
the other hand, his Excellency has engaged 


to give effectual orders, that all perfons who. 


fhall produce certificates, figned by the com- 
manding-officer and commiflary of bazars 
of cach ftation or detachment, of their be- 
ing employed to provide fupplies for the 
troops, fhall be permitted to pals the dif 
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ferent chokees with the above articles with. 
out paying any duty, and without delay ‘or 
interruption. 

37. (ibid.) All other articles of mer- 
chandize are to be fubject to the duties that 
are ufual in the different parts of the coun- 
try; and, to put anend to the practices that 
have been complained of, it is alfo agreed, 
that if any of the above articles of grain, 
cattle, goats, fheep, ghee, beetle-nut, and 
tobacco, fhall be exported from the military 
bazars, the Vizier’s officers fhall be at liber.

Refolved, that the allowance for moon- 
Ghies, hircarahs, and guides, be drawn un- 
der the following rules and regulations : 

That the commandinz-officer of every 
detachment compofed of one or more bat- 
talions, fhall be allowed, while aQually 
marching, the {um of 150 fonaut rupees per 
month fora moonfhy, for the purpefe of 
correfponding with the zemindars, and for 
the pay of hircarrahs and guides to attend

of this form, any perfon fhall deem himfelfag - 
grieved by the final audit of the bills, the 
blame will reft folely with himéelf, for having 
been guilty of fuch neglect, 

8, (A. G. r5th Fuue, 1784.) Ordered 
that all contingent bills of the artillery 
corps be in future tranfmitted through the 
commaniing-officer of that corps, and all 
contingent bills of the engineer corps, 
through the chicfengineer, 

9. (G. 0. 1ff May, 1789.) The Com~ 
mander-in-chief having reafon to apprehend, 
from feveral contingent bills lately brought 
before him, that the caution contained in the 
minutes of council of the 28th March 1788, 
relative to fuch charges, has not been invarie 
ably attended to by all officers; who fince 
that time, have been occafionally entrufted 
with the expenditure of public money; he 
defires the officers of the army to refer to 
the fentiments of the Governor-general in 
council, as delivered in that refolution; (vide 
art. 4.) and he further defires to imprefs 
moft forcibly on their minds, that a fecurity 
againft over-charges is expected by Govern- 
ment, not only from their integrity in notap. 
propriating any part thereof as an emolument 
to themfelves, but from their prudence in 
guarding againft any unneceffary profufion, 

Thus formally apprifed of the fentiments 
of the Commander-in-chief, and of Govern 
ment, the officers of the army are to look 
for a minute infpection into all contingent 
bills that fhall be prefented; and when it 
fhall plainly appear that any fuperfluous or 
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extravazant charges are admitted into them, 
no declaration, however folemn, that the 
money hasbeen actually expended, will pro- 
te& the perlun by whom the hill is made out, 
from a reduction or total rejeClion of it by 
the Board, according to the circumflances of 
the cafe; nor will this reduétion or rejeQion 
be confined to the offices wherein it thall be 
made; but the hill, with the fignatures of «Hl 
the perfons that appear upon it, will be pub- 
lifhed in geneial orders. 

To fulfil whatis expected by Government, 
and what is due to themfelves, the officers of 
the army will fee the neceflity of not only 
rendering a fuithful account of real difburfe- 
ments, but of taking care that thofe difbui{e- 
ments do not exceed what is abfolutely and 
indifpenfibly neceflary, Contingent expences 
for the march of fingle battalions or detach. 
ments, can rarely occur, except for the crof. 
fing of rivers, in which cafe (he extra expence 
may generally be confined to the hire of boats, 
and to a few platforms for boats; whatever 
elfe is reyuifite to facilitate the crofling of 
the troops over 1ivers and nullahs may ufu- 
ally be performed by the people attached to 
corps. 

10.(M, C. 20th Fuly, 1789.) Refolved, that 
it be made a flanding regulation, and publith.. 
ed, that all charges upon honor for extraordi- 
naries, {hall bear the written teltimony of the

The commanding-officer of artillery, and

With refpeé to bullocks, whether car. 
riage or diaft, when on fervice or a€tually 
marching, anincreafed number of drivers is 
to be kept for ther, in the proportion of one 
driver for every two bullocks; and this in« 
creafed number of drivers is to be allowed 
for over and above the ftipulnted contract 
price, at ficca rupecs 3 12 each per month, 

The firdars and drivers are to be muttered, 

and 
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and a return is to be made of them with the 
bullocks, according to the form which will 
be furnifhed by the military-auditor.general. 
The return is to be figned by the contrac- 
tor or his agent, and counterfigned by the 
commanding - officer of the train, under 
whofe charge the firdars, drivers and bul. 
locks, may be. 

And when the cattle are muftered, the 
draft bullocks are to be provided with bridles 
and picket ropes, and the carriage bullocks 
with pads and picket ropes. 

The contractor engages to keep the efta- 
blifhment complete, and to furnifh at his 
own proper cofl and charge, whatever cat- 
le may be required to fupply cafualties oc- 
cafioned by deaths, or fuch as may be 
returned unferviceable, from the ordi- 
nary courfe of fervice; provided that any 
cattle taken or deftroyed by an enemy, or 
rendered unferviceable by forced marches, 
overloading them, or by excefs of labour, 
fhall be paid for to the contractor, at the 
rate of ficca rupees 30 for each bullock, 
upon a certificate from the commanding. 
officer, that fuch cafualty proceeded from 
one or other of the above caufes. 

A forced march is to be confidered, any 
diftance exceeding 8 cofs during the 24 
hours : overloading to be confidered, any 
weight exceeding 180th, exclufive of pad; 
and excefs of labour, when cattle fhall be 
atually employed in draft or carriage more 
than g hours out of the 24. 

AJl cafualties are to be noticed in the re. 
turn, that the contraCtors accounts may be 
pafled only for the number of cattle, and 
the period of the month they have been ef 
feive, : 

Every bullock tendered by the contractor, 


25. 
and approved of for the fervice, is to be 
marked in the prefence of the officer ap. 
proving, with the mark of the United Com- 
pany, and alfo witha letter or further mark, 
to denote the year of admiffion, and the 
age of the bullock, 

No cattle are to be at any time hired or 
employed by the contractor, for the puipofe 
of fulfilling his engagements, which are 
either dire@lly or indite&ly the property of 
any officer in the fervice, under the penal- 
ty preferibed in the exifling contract, 

Should the Board or Commander-in-chief 
find it neceflary, during the period of the 
contract, to reduce the number of draft or 
carriage cattle, it is in their option to do fo; 
the Company giving to the contractor, in 
writing, one month’s notice of their inten. 
tion, and of the number to be reduced. 

Should any increafe of the eflablithment 
be required, the contractor engages to fur- 
nifh itat the rates engaged for the draft and 
carriace cattle on the fixed eflablifhment, 
to appoint agents at the feveral ftations, and 
to be refponfible for the due execution of 
every part of his engagements, 

The bills and vouchers for one month 
complete are to be fent to the military-pay- 
mafter-general, who is immediately to tranf, 
mit them to the mililary-auditor-general, in 
whofe office they are to be infpeéted, check. 
ed, and returned in ten days after they are 
received, that they may be reedelivered to 
the contractor, 

The contractor’s bills are then to be paid 
at the option of the contraétor, either at 
Calcutta, by the pay-mafter to the artillery 
and garrifon, or by bills of exchange, drawn 
by the paymafter of artillery and garrifon, 
on the military-paymafter-general, which 
bills 
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bills of exchange are to be difcharged by 
any of the colletors, or by the refidents at 
T.ucknow or Benares, in order to accommo-~ 
date the contraGlor with the more ready 
means of fulfilling his engagements. 

Efcorts are to be furnifhed as under the 
prefent contract. 

The cattle are to be cxercifed as pre- 
fcibed in the prefent contract, 

The breaking-in carriages (cighteen in 
number) are to be delivered over upon fur- 
vey, in good order and condition, to the 
new contractor, upon his engaging to re- 
deliver them at the expiration of his con- 
tract in the like flate 5 aud an allowance of 
so fonaut rupees per annum cach, is to be 
made to him for repairs, and to re-place 
thefe worn out-The fheds for the cattle 
are alfo to be delivered to the new contractor 
in the fame manner, and an allowance of 
2000 fonaut rupees perannum is to be made 
to him, upon his engaging to re-deliver 
them at the expiration of his contract, in 
good repair and condition. 

The contractor is at liberty co feed cattle 
with whatever {pecies of grain or pulfe fit for 
bullocks he fhall find cheapeft, and eafiefl to 
be procured, provided fuch grain or pulfe is 
always the beft of the kind; and he is to be 
allowed to graze fuch cattle as may require it, 
where grazing is to be had without prejudice 
to the fervice, and by permiffion of the com- 
manding-officer of the ftation. (Vide article 
3a.) 

The terms made with the contractor are 
not to be confidered as extending to the cir- 
cumftances of aétual war, or famine ; in 
either of which events, relief is to be afford. 
ed to him; and in order to define the circum- 
ftances under which he may claim fuch re. 
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lief, it fhall be only demanded by him when 
the price of grain fhall rife fo much above 
the rate of a4 feers for the rupee at any fla 
tion or flations, as to produce a difference 
of five hundred rupees in one month to the 
contraslor, upon the whole expence of feed. 
ing, the cattle at thofe Mations 5 the evidence 
of fuch difference to be eflublifhed by the 
certificates of the commifliries of bagars at. 
tefled by the commanding-oflicer, of the 
market price of the cheapetl kiml of grain, 
proper for feedin the hullocks. 

(ALG. 15th Octobor, 1788.) "The object 
of the reflriction in the 6th article of the re- 
gulation for the bullock contract, with re- 
fpe€lto the age of cattle to be retained in 
the fervice, being introduced with a view to 
fecure to the new contralor the right of re- 
jeCling any cattle, which could poilibly from 
age alone become unferviceable, before the 
expiration of the contract ; 

Refolved, that if the new contractor, from 
confiderations of convenience to himfclt, 
fhould be inclined to purchale fuch cattle, 
though excecding the prefcribed ape, there 
will be no public ground for refuting their 
admiffion into the fervice, provided they are, 
in all other refpects, healthy and capable bul- 
locks ; the application mult ref nevertheless 
with the new contractor or his agents, that 
no plea may be hereafter afforded him, of 
claiming any remiffion from the complete 
performance of his contract, or of umtking 
any exception to the valuation and fulecw 
tion of cattle, as agreed to take place on the 
expiration of it. 

3. (ALC. arf November, 1788.) The 
Governor-general in council having refered 
to the r1th, rath, and Zoth articles of the re. 
gulations for the contragt, under which Mr, 

Biddulph. 
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Biddulph is to provide and feed draft and 
carriage cattle for the army; the 12th article 
ftating that one extiafeer of gram per day 
for each bullock, when on fervice, is to he 
fupplied by the contractor, and this is to be 
an extra-charge, at the rate which is certi- 
fied by the commanding-officer to be the 
current bazar price for the month, It is 
thought neceffary to explain, that although 
the contractor is at liberty, by the 3oth arti 
cle, to feed the cattle upon the ordinary al- 
lowance of two feer of gram or pulfe per 
day, with the cheapeft grain or pulfe he can 
pet fit for bullocks, provided fuch grain or 
-pulfe is always the beft of the kind, with. 
out any diminution of the rates agreed on ; 
yet, fo far as regards the extia~allowance 
of one feer per day on fervice, if that can 
be provided at a cheaper rate than the price 
of gram, the contrafor is not to be al- 
lowed to charge in his bills, for that cheaper 
grain, the price of gram, but only the ac- 
tual current price of the grain; and that 
price muft not exceed the bazar price of 
gram, 

4+ CONTRACT FOR VICTUALLING 

THE EUROPEAN TROOPS. 

The contract for vi@tualling the European 
troops ftipulates that Mr. Biddulph the con- 
tractor fhall fupply and furnifh the European 
troops, now employed or which may here- 
after be employed under this Prefidency, 
during the exiftence of his contract, with 
the following provifions and neccflarics, viz. 
To every European foldier employed in the 
field, for each day’s provifion and neceflaries, 
one pound o1 “good beef or mutton, and one 
pound of bread, or in lieu of fuch bread, one 
eer of rice; he is likewite to fupply to every 
Ruropean foldicr, two drams of good Bata- 


L 
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via arrack of the quantity of 40 drams to the 
gallon, (or in lieu of fuch Batavia arrack two 
drams of Bengal rum of the fame ftrength as 
good Batavia arrack), alfo one chittack of 
falt, and two feers of fire-wood when on full 
batta, and two earthen pots every morning, 
when ona march, to every mefs of five men, 
and one arrack pot to every company; but 
no fuch allowance of pots whatever is to be 
made when the troops are in quarters, except- 
ing to recruits on their firft landing ; and all 
this is to be furnifhed in confideration of the 
contiactor’s receiving the fum of 10 Sonaut 
rupees for every foldicr fo fupplied at each 
ftation, when the pay of the European troo,s 
is iffued for the enfuing month, 

The contractor further engages to fupply 
to every European foldier in cantonments or 
garrifon, and not upon duty in the field alter - 
nately on one day the like quantity of pro- 
vifions, fale and fire-wood before expreffed, 
without the quantity of liquor before mention. 
ed, and on the enfuing day, the liquor, with- 
out the provifions, falt and fireswood, and fo 
on alternately, the liquor and provifions, fale 
and fire-wood, on every other day during the 
time the troops fhall continue in cantonments 
or garrifon, including the troops in the gar 
rifon at Fort William, which fhall be fupplied 
during the months of April, May, June, July, 
Augult, and September; on fuch alternate 
days, as they fhall be entitled to receive meat, 
provifions, 8c. with mutton meat; and 
during the remaining fix months of the year 
gvod mutton and beef provifions fhall be al- 
lowed to them alternately, that is to fay one 
day, mutton, ‘and the enfuing third day beef, 
and fo on alternately for each and every day 
of fuch laft mentioned fix months, on which 


they fhall be entitled to receive meat prd- 
vifionsy 
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Viiong, provided thir for each mat fo fiy- 
plied th: contractor fhall rece-ve the fiun ot 
g Sonaut rupees per month, as well for fich 
troops as fhall be flationed in Fort William, 
as thof? at other flutions in the receipt of the 
allowanee, called half batta, the liquors and 
provisions fo fupplied are to be of the beft 
qua'ity diat can be procured, and fuch as dhall 
beapproved of by the officers and furgeons of 
the fluid troops. 

"ihe contractor further engages, that if at 
any time during the exiftence of his contract, 
the feveral foecies of provinuns or any of 
thera cannot be procured, he will pay or 
cate to be paid to each of the foldiers, in lieu 
and inftad thereof, the following fiveralfums 
of money 5 that is to fay, in cafe no beef or 
mutton js to be had, the third pait of the con- 
tra&t or monthly allowance, and after that 
proportion in failure of bread and rice, and 
in like proportion in cafe of the failure 
of Batavia arsack or Bengalrum3 and for 
the purpofe of fulfilling the articles of a- 
grecment before mentioncd on his part, he 
promifes to keep a fufficient deputy, cither 
anative ora licenced European with every 
detachment of the tioops, to comply with the 
demands of the commanding-officer of fuch 
detachments. No exclufive privilege fhall 
be confidered as annexed to this agreement 
of vending and diftiibuting arrack or {piri- 
tuous liquors, 

Mr. Seutonius Grant Heatly and the houfe 
of Meffts. Lambert and Rofs are accepted 
as Mr. Biddulph’s fecurities, for the due per- 
formance of his contracts for providing and 
feeding draft cattle and carriage cattle, and 
viGtualling the European troops under this 
Prefidency. 


(M4, C. 24th April, 1789.) The payment 
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Cf dry tata tat des th. delivery af prast.

made out and fitted according to the elas 
Llifhed practice, 

Refolyed, that the 
requefled to divecl, thit the contractor be 
furnified with fach batiasolts, op ather che les 
from the European corps, as thal relieve 
hin from the rifk of over-payments in the ad 
juflment of provifions and muney for aen, 
whohave been in the hofpital and cone ce. 
houfe, but without introducing any wtua. 
tion in the mode of drawing, out the bills for 
the batta, us preferibed in the niinutes of 
council of the sth of December latl, 

‘Phe demand made on the contractor by the 
ferjeant’s major of each European batt in 
of 2 Sonaut rupees per gallon for the resptn's 
chafe of flopped drams, being neith sr war. 
ranted by the fanétion of Government not by 
juflice, refolved that the contra¢lor be ine 
formed that it is entirely in his option to re. 
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purchafe the ftopped drams or not, and at 
fuch a rate only as he fhall think revonle 
and proper. 

Whatever may have been the mode in, 
practice of ferving out meat to the European 
foldiers, they can in juftice have no claim ups 
on the contractor for any greater quantity of: 
meat or other proviftons than is {pecitically 
detailed in the contract, 

Refolved, therctore, that the Commande 
in-chief be requefted to make the declaration, 

in 
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in pullie oidars, and to re-publith fuch parts 
of the vittualling contract as are connected 
with the point in queftion. 

Refolved, that the agents for the contractor 
be acquainted, that as nothing more is 1e- 
yuired of the contra‘tor than a due perform- 
ance of his engagemcnts, according to the 
terms ftipulated and agreed upon between 
the Company and him, there is no ground 
for his claiming any allowances beyond thofe 
that are fpecified in the contract. 

(G. O. 29th April, 1789.) It being de- 
clared in the foreyoing extract from the pro- 
ceedings of the Governor-general in council, 
that the contraétor is under no obligation to 
grant dry batta inflead of provifions; all nor- 
commiffion officers and foldicis in camps, 
cantonments, and garrifons, in whatever em- 
ployments they may be, through not attach- 
ed to corps, are to receive provifions fiom the 
contractor, in the fame manner and in the 
fame proportion as the troops with whom 
they are ferving, unlefs the contractor fhall 
choofe to allow them dry batta inflead. A 
lift of men of the above defcription at every 
ftation, where there may be any, is to be 
furnifhed to the contractor or his agent, by 
one of the eftablifhed public officers, whom 
the commanding-officer may direct, and by 
whom alfo the batta-roll is to be figned. 

It is directed that all European corps do 
furnifh the contractor or his agents by com- 
panies, at the beginning of every month with 
alift of the names of the men to whom the 
ordinary provifions were not ferved out, dur- 
ing the whole of the preceding month, 
fpecifying the days of the month on which 
they were not delivered to each man, whether 
on account of beingin the hofpital, congee- 
haufe, or of other caufes. 
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"Phe quantiy Cf iaeat and ether provifions 
which the coutiaclor is bound to fupply to 
the European foldiers, is fpecifially flated in 
the following extract flom the contradl, for 
viStualling the European troops, and is pre. 
ciltly the fame as has been conditioned for 
them in every contiacl entered into by the 
Company, beyond which proportions the 
foldier can have no claim upon the contia&tor; 
and in order to remove any mifconceptions 
which may have taken place, it is thousht 
proper to explain, for the information of the 
army, that in all contracts whatever, whether 
fur frefh or falt meat, it is invariably under-, 
ftood that a pound of becf or mutton is net 
meat alone, but meat and bone togeth. cut 
from the carcafs of the animal. 

5. (ALC. 24th March, 1790.) The 
Governor-gencral in council having taken 
into confideration the propofals which have 
been made in confequence of an advertife- 
ment dated gth of December, 1789, for 
providing the clothing of the Honourable 
Company’s army, under this Prefidency, for 
the year 1789-90, by contract; the terms 
offered by Mr. J. Matthew and Mr. J. Mac- 
lachlan being the lowelt, have been ac- 
cepted. 

The following are the conditions of the 
contrac: with Mr, Mathew, who has en- 
gaged for the clothing of the European artil- 
lery, European infantry, gun and quarter- 
matters’ lafears, and European invalids : 

That the contraQlor fhall undertake 
to complete the clothing he engages to 
furnifh, fo as to be prepared to di{patch it 
from, or deliver it at, the Prefidency, on the 
1ft of Auguft, 1790, or as foon after as: 
may be required, 

That he fhall be regulated by the in~ 
dents 
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dents of the quartermafters, counterfigned 
by the commanding-officers of corps, as to 
the quantity he is to provide for each corps, 
which indent is to be tranfmitted to the con- 
tractor, fo as to reach him on, or before, 
the rft of May, 1790. 

The clothing of Europeans, and of 
drummers and fifeis, is to confift of one 
coat, and one hat, with cockade, band, and 
black looping, agieeable to muflers. 

There being a ftock of hats in the pof- 
feffion of the Company, which were com- 
miffioned from England by the late agents, 
confifting of 

Seijeants hats 644 
Privates hats 2599, all of which 
are in good condition; the contractor agrees 
to receive them into his charge, and to al- 
low for them on the fettlement of his 
accounts, at the undermentioned rates, bea 
ing the prime coft, viz, 
Serjeants hats, Ct. Rs. 4 15 0 
Privates ditto, - ~- 2 11 geach, 
And on account of the great proportion of 
ferjeant’s hats, the contractor is this year to 
ferve out ferjeant’s hats, both to the feijeants 
and corporals, and the piivate’s hats to the 
gunners, drummers, matrofles, and infantry 
privates ; he is to fupply any deficiency there 
may be, in the number required to com- 
plete the clothing; or, fhould there bea 
furplus, he will be allowed for them again at 
the above rates, and be permitted to return 


them. 
That the clothing fhall correfpond with 


the mufters that are lodged in the town- 
majors office, having the office féal affixed 
to ‘them’ ‘the contrator to attend particu- 
larly to the three diftinet fizes, in which the 
mufter coats’ are prepared 5 he is to furnith 
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each corps with an equal proportion of coats 
of the different fizes; and fuch of the 
European corps as may be at the Prefidency, 
are to be allowed to fend any men they may 
have of an extraordinary fize, and whom 
the longeft mufter coat could not be made 
to fit, to the contiaétor’s taylor, to be 
meafured for their clothing, 

The qualities of the cloths, of which the 
coats of the feveial ranks are to be made, 
are to be as follows:

Mr. Mathew is permitted to ufe countiy- 
made buttons for the coats of the ferjeants 
and cotporals of aiull-ry, on his engaging 
that they fhall be as good, at leaft, as the 
muflers made in the arfenal, and which laid 
for infpeGlion at the town.major’s office, 
with the mufter clothing, 

‘Whatever quantity of cloth is requir. 
ed for preparing the clothing, fhall be 
delivered to the contractor, upon indent, 
from the Honowable Company’s warehoufe, 
at the following prices, and be accounted 
for by him, on the final adjuftment of his 
accounts, which are to be infpected by the 
committee of officers, annually affembled at 
Fort Wilham, for the adjuftment and dif 
tribution of the off-teckoning fund, when 
the balance of the contractci’s account will 
be paid him. The contractor is not at Ir. 
berty to purchafe any cloth otherwife than 
from the Company’s ftores, which can he 
fupplied from thence. 

The complete clothing of the feveral 
ranks fhall be piepared and delivered in 
Calcutta, afier having undergone a previous 
infpection at the contra€lo.’s warchoule or 
godowns at the Prefidency, by a committee 
of officers, whofe certificate of the good- 
nefs and due correfpondence of the cloth. 
ing with the mutters, muft accompany the 
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delivery of it. If the clothing fhould be 
rejectcd by this committee, the contractor 
may require the infpeftion of three mem- 
bets of the Military Board,’ whofe 1 yjeQuon 
of it fhall be final, and fubject hin to the 
penalties of a breach of contraé, 

That the contractor for providing the 
clothing fhall, after this infpeétion has 
taken place, deliver whatever propoition of 
it is intended for the European troops in the 
gauifon of Fort William, to the refpedive 
quartermaflers, fiee of any additional ex~ 
penfe. 

Advances fhall be made in cafh to the 
contracto1, in the fol'owing proportions, to 
enable him to piepare the clothing:

orders for their removal, through the adju- 
tant-gencial, 

And as great inconvenience has frequently 
been experienced at the Prefidency, by the 
riotous and difoideily behaviour of the fol. 
dieis who have not chofen to renew their 
contracts, and have been waiting at Fort 
William for opportunities to :eturn to Eu- 
rope; it is alfo to be a ftanding order in 
future, that all non-commiffioned-officers 
and foldiers who, from a defire to return to 
their own country, may decline to renew 
their contracts, muft remain with their re- 
{pective regiments until the feafon ap- 
proaches for the failing of the Company’s 
fhips for Europe; and, that the public 
faith may be ftriétly kept with men of that 
defcription, the adjutant-general will, in pice 
per time, communicate the Commander-in.

ro. (G. O. if November, 1788.) The 
following form of long roll, regarding 
non-commiffioned-officers and foldiers wha

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the monthly returns of the different corps to 
the town-major’s office. 

When the town-major fhall have added 
the neceffary certificates to the faid rolls, as 
dire&ted by the general orders of the 28th 
March laft, he is to fend them to the adju-

YHE Court of Dire€tors of the United 
Company of Merchants of England, trading 
to the Eaft Indies, fend greeting; Whcreas 
by an aét made and paffed this prefent fefion 
of Parliament, held at Weftminfter, enti- 
tled an act for punifhing mutiny and defer- 
tion of officers and foldiers, in the fervice 
of the United Company of Merchants of 
England, trading to the Eaft Indies, and 
for the punifhment of offences committed 
in the Eaft Indies, and at the ifland of St, 
Helena; It is amongft other things enacted, 
that His Majefty may grant a commiffion or 
warrant, under his royal fign manual, unto 
the Court of Directors of the faid United 
Company, who by virtue of fuch commif- 
fion or warrrant, have power under the 
feal of the faid United Company, to autho- 
rize and empower their Prefident and Coun- 
cil, for the time being, at their principal fet- 
tlements refpeGively, or the major part of 
them, and their Governor and Council, for 
the time being, or the major part of them 
atte ifand, of St. Helena, from time to

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time, to appeint courts martial, and to 
authorize and empower the commander of 
any detachment, of any of the officers and 
foldiers employed in the faid Company’s fer- 
vice, to appoint courts martial for the trial 
of any of the officers or foldiers under their 
refpective commands, in which court martial 
all the officers in the act mentioned fhould 
be tried and proceeded againft in fuch man- 
ner as by the faidactis directed, And where. 
asit is enaétedin and by the aforefuid act of 
Parliament, that it fhall and may be lawful to 
and for His Majefty to form, make and efla~ 
blifh articles of war, for the better govern~- 
ment of the faid United Company’s forces, and:

Now know ye, that the Court of Directors 
of the United Company of Merchants of 
England, trading to the Eaft Indies, in pur. 
fuance of his Majefty’s aforefaid warrant or 
commiffion, under his royal fign manual, 
bearing date St. James’s, 6th of March, 
1784, do authorize and empower the Prefi. 
dent and council, or the major part of 
them, for the time being, of the faid United 
Company’s fettlements at Fort William, in 
the Eaft Indies, to authoize and empower 
the Commander-in.chief, for the time being, 
of any detachment of officers and foldiers 
in the Company’s fervice, detached from 
the aforefaid principal fettlement of Fout 
William, to appoint, from time to time, 
general or regimental courts martial, for 
the trial of any of the officers or foldiers

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war; and the faid Court of Directors, in 
purfuance of the faid commiffion or warrant, 
do further authorize and empower the faid 
prefident and council, or major part of 
them, for the time being, at Fort William, 
to authorize fuch Commander-in-chief, for 
the time being, to caufe fentence to be 
carried, according to the judgement pro- 
nounced by the courts martial fo conftituted 
and appointed as aforefaid, againft the per. 
fon or perfous offending, either of pains of 
death, or fuch other pains or penalties as 
fhall be thought fit to be inflicted by the 
faid courts martial; or to mitigate, par~ 
don, or fifpend the fame, as in difcretion he 
fhall fee caufe ; and the faid Court of Direc. 
tors do hereby give authority for appointing 
perfons to officiate, fiom time to time, as 
judge-advocate at general courts martial, 
and on all other occafions. In witnefs 
whereof, the faid Court of Directors have 
caufed the common feal of the United 
Company of Merchants of England, trad- 
ing to the Eaft Indies, to be hereunto af- 
fixed, at the Eaft India Houfe in London,

2. (44,0. 6th Auguft, 1777.) Great in. 
conveniencies arifing to the fervice during 
the occafional abfence of the colonels of 
brigades, from their not having power to 
delegate to the next fenior officer, whom 
they may leave in the command of the 
brigade, the authority granted them, to af. 
femble and approve of fepoy general courts 
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martial; the Governoi-general in council 
therefore agree, thit this power be given 
to the officer who fhall be actually in com~ 
mand of each brigade; and that the fame 
authority be alfo delegated to the com- 
mandant at Chunar.

It will be obvious, upon the leaft reflec. 
tion, that the firft practice is not ftriflly 
confiftent with the oath of fecrecy, which 
is taken by the members, as it gives a pres 

mature 
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mature communication of the fentence toa 
fubordinate officer; and the fecond is highly 
exceptionable; as the officers in waiting, if 
fworn at the forming of the cout, ought in 
point of propriety, and to qualify themf{clves 
fully for taking their feats, if called on to 
give their affiftance as adling members, in- 
ftead of fitting as filent fpectators; and if 
not {worn at the commencement of the pro 
ceedings, the fervice can derive but little 
benefit from their prefence, as they cannot 
legally be made ufe of at any intermediate 
period, to prevent the progrefs of the court 
being interrupted, by an aecidental illnefs of 
any of the members. 

His Lordthip therefore directs, that it be 
obferved as ftanding orders, that the pro- 
ceedings of all general courts martial, held 
at any of the ftations or detachments of this 
army, where the Commander-in-chief may 
not be prefent, fhall be delivered, fealed by 
the judge-advocate-general, or by the per fon 
officiating in that capacity, to the com- 
manding-officer of the ftation or detach- 
ment, to be tranfinitted by him to the Com- 
mander-in-chief. 

And that the practice of warning officers 
to remain in waiting fhall be difcontinued ;, 
but, inftead of that precaution, to obviate 
the delay and inconvenience which would 
arife to the fervice fiom the proceedings of 
general courts martial being interrupted, by 
the number being reduced below thirteen, 
from illnefs, or any other accident happen- 
ing to any of the members ; ; 

It is alfo to be confidered as a ftanding 
regulation, that all general courts martial 
fhall, in future, confift of a prefident and 
fourteen, and never of lefs than a prefident 
and thirteen members, except in fituations

where the extra officers cannot be obtained, 
without evident detriment to other fervices. 

6. (MG. 8th February, 1781.) In- 
flances having fometimes occurred on the 
tials of perfons before courts martial, in 
which, the profecutor having delivered his 
evidence, has been ordered by the court 
to withdraw, and not permitted to enter 
the court again, except when called upon by 
the cout, to anfwer to any additional quef- 
tion required to be put to him ; and this 
praftice having appeared to the Board re- 
pugnant to the ufage and principles of all 
courts of judicature eftablifhed by the Eng. 
lifh Jaw, they therefore thought proper to 
take the opinion of the judge-advocate~ 
general upon this queftion, which having 
received, they have commanded to be pub- 
lifhed in general orders,

prefs ftatute, or by the cuftoms of couits

That a profecutor, being in the nature of 
a party to the caufe, fhould remain in court 
during the trial in which he is profecutor, 
T take to be founded on the moft obvious 
principles of juflice ; therefore, not being 
a fubjeét of pofitive law, Ido not know 
of, 
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of, nor do I expeét to find, any ftatute by 
which it is exprefsly enacted, 

It is as mucha matter of courfe, that 
the profecutor dhould reply, as that the 
prifoner fhould anfwer the charge; and 
therefore it is as neceflary that he fhould hear 
the evidence produced by the prifoner, as 
that the prifoner fhould hear the evidence 
produced againft himfelf: they have both a 
right to examine their own witnefles, and 
to crofs-examine the witnefles of the op- 
pofite party: they have both a right to fee 
that the evidente on both fides is fairly 
given, and that juftice be rendered impar- 
tially; and this laft is a right, which every 
member of the community hath in com- 
mon with the patties, and thciefore all 
courts of juftice ought to be open. 

Surely it would be extraordinary, that a 
party to the fuit fhould withdraw, when all 
perfons, though not interefted in the caufe, 
who behave themfelves with a proper de- 
torum, have aright to remain, 

If the profecutor who frames the accufatian, 
who has a knowledge of the facts, and who 
is to prove them, is not at liberty to puta 
queftionto his own witnefles, itisnotprobable 
that the court will be fully informed of the 
aceufation 3 if the profecutor is not to crofs-, 
examine the witnefles of the prifoner, their 
evidence will moft probably be a partial 
reprefentation in favor of the prifoner ; befides 
many unforefeen circumflances may occur in 
the courfe of the trial, which both the prifon- 
ex and profecutor may have a right to obvi- 
ate.’ Where the profecutor is likewife a 
witnefs, it is not uncommon for the prifoner 
to call witnefles, to impeach the credibility ; 
but ifhe is not permitted to hear thefe wit. 
neflés, and anfwer any imputation which they 
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may throw upon him, it will not only be 
{tiling juftice in that particular caufe, but 
it will be a flagrant perfonal injury to the 
profecutor, and muff, by detering profecutors 
from bringing charges to operate, fo as to 
{top the channels of public juftice, if truth is 
meant to be fairly inveftigated in the trial, 

I can fee no good purpofe which it can an- 
fwer to exclude the profecutor, during any 
part of the trial, till the judges confider of 
the judgement, but I can forefee many mif- 
chiefs too indclicate to be mentioned, which 
excluding him may introduce, 

With regard to cuftoms, as courts martial 
cannot, any more than any other courts efta. 
blifhed in England, deviate from the fixed 
principles of juftice, Lapprehend it has been 
the univerfal ufage to admit the profecutor to 
be prefent during the whole charge, defence, 
reply, andexamination of all the witnefles, 
Though it has been ufual to make both 
parties, the witnefles and ftanders by, with~ 
draw while the members of the court are de» 
liberating or difcuffing any propofition among 
themfelves. 

> I beg leave, in confirmation of my opinion, 
to fay, that it appeais from the trial of Ad- 
miral Keppel, that Sir Hugh Pallifer did 
not feem to ffand in avery favourable light 
before the court; yet the court were fo far 
from entertaining any idea that they had a 
right to make him withdraw, that we fee 
him managing the evidence, and conducting 
the profecution through the whole courfe of 
the trial. 

I am therefore (with exception to the 
times, when the members are deliberating 
amongft themfelves) deeidedly of opinion, 
that the profecutor may claim the right of 
remaining in court, during the trial in 

which 
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which he is profecutor, and that the court 
hath no power to order him to withdraw, 
when he is not called before them to give 
his evidence. 

From the refpe&t which I profefs for the 
abilities of the chief juftice, and the defire 
which I have of adding the fanétion of his 
name to any opinion of mine, in matters of 
law, Ihave been induced to fubmit my fen- 
timents on the fubject in queftion to his pe- 
rufal, and it is with peculiar fatisfagtion that 
I now avail myfelf of his authority, to declare 
they have received his full approbation.

be only to his credibility, or if he can thew 
why full credit ought not to be given to him, 
as he hasa general bad charaéter, in enmity 
with the prifoner, &c.

The profecutor, before the pifoner makes 
his defence, muft produce all the evidence he 
has to fupport the accufatlor, that -the pri- 
foner may not difclofe the defence, ‘till he 
knows the whole he has to anfwer to, 

The profecutor having finifhed his evi« 
dence, the prifoner flates to the court his 
defence, callsand examines his witnefles, 
proves and reads his written teflimony. The 
profecutor may crofs-examine, and the pii- 
foner re-examine, as in the cafe of the pro» 
fecuton’s evidence. 

Ifthe prifoner confines his defence to the 
fimple contradiction of the evidence brought 
by the profecutor, here all the evidence is 
finally clofed, unlefs the profecutor calls wit+ 
nefles to impeach the charater or teftimony 
of thofe of the prifoner.

buttock, as amaik of rejection, to prevent 
their being received again into the feivice, 
and alfo to fhew that they have been regular- 
ly difinifled from it. 

Every horfe provided by the commanding- 
officer of a roffallah for fupplying a cafualty, 
or replacing thofe ordered to be caft, fhall 
be infpected and approved of by the com- 
manding-officer of the flation ; and none fhall 
be admitted into the fervice, but under the 
following reflrictions; fora due attention to 
which fuch commanding-oflicers fhall be re- 
fponfible. : 

Their age fhall not be under three years, 
or above nine; their fize not to be under 148 
hands, and their bone and flrength to bea 
particular object of attention. 

The principle of ceconomy, on which the 
above allowance is granted to commanding- 
officers, for keeping the corps complete with 
horfes, again common accidents, will not 
admit of their being refponfible for the heavy 
loffes which fometimes happen among hodics 
of horfes in Indoftan, by epidemic diftempers, 
which no human care can prevent; when 
fuch inftanees unluckily accur and are clearly 
proved, the expence is to be defrayed by 
Government.

pede the peiformauce of any cuflomary regie 
mental fervice or duty. 

The commanding-officer fhall not be pers 
mitted to punith or confine any perfon, not 
appertaining to his command ; neither fhall 
any commanding-officer, nor any officer, 
commifiioned or non-commiffioned, or any 
private under his command, be permitted to 
lend or borrow any money, or take any 
concern in any farm, talook, or fecurity- 
fhip, or to fell or contract tof.ll any article 
whatever, cither in the diftridt ia whichhe re- 
fides, or in any other, or to have any dear 
lings ofany kind whatever with any dewan, 
zemindar, farmer, ryot, or other dependant 
or officer of the revenue—~Thefe orders 
fhall be equally binding upon the native 
officers, and on all the fepoys and followers 
of the corps. 

Whenever the colle&tor fhall find it ne- 
ceflary to detach any fepoys for efvorts of 
treafure, or other public duties, he fhall make 
a requifition in writing to the commanding- 
officer, fpecifying the nature of the fervice, 
and the officer fhall determine the ftrength 
of the detachment, and give his feparate or~ 
ders to the officer commanding fuch detach~ 
ment, for the performance of any fervice, in 

fuch 
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fuch cafe as may require it; and no detach- 
ment fhall be made without a requifition in 
writing from the collector. 

That no collector fhall be authorized to 
employ fepoys in the collection of revenues. 

That no batta be ever levied or taken by 
fepoys employed on bufinefs in the mofufs 
fil. 

The articles which regard the native 
officers and fepoys arc to be clearly explain- 
ed to them, and ftriéily enforced. 

(G, O. 30th ‘Ful, 1789.) Earl Cornwallis 
having been informed, that doubts are enter- 
tained by feveral officers, whether the reli- 
dent at Lucknow, can with propriety de. 
mand any duties or complemints from the 
battalion on duty at that place, unlefs by re- 
quifitions of the fame nature and in the fame 
form, which are authorized to be made for 
the affiftance of troops by the civil {ervants 
in the different offices, within the Com- 
pany’s provinces ; his Lordfhip defires that 
it may in future be underftood by the army, 
that it is the duty of the officer commanding 
the battalion that may be ftationed at F.uck~ 
now, to comply immediately and without 
hefitation as far as may bein his power, 
with all requifitions that may be made to 
him, either for duties from the troops under 
his command or for compliments by f{alutes 
or otherwife to any native or European, to 
whom the refident may think it proper that 
fuch marks of diftinétion fhould be paid; 
but the commanding-officer is {trily pro- 
hibited from paying a public compliment to 
any native whatever, unlefs at the fpecial re- 
queft of the refident, and he is on no account 
to order a falute of artillery to any officer 
ander the rank of colonel, nor to an officer 
of that or a higher rank without having pre~ 
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vioufly communicated, his intention to the 
refident, 

It is likewife to be confidered as the duty 
of the commanding.officer at Lucknow, 
upon his firft arrival to take the duty of that 
ftation, to deliver to the refident a return of 
the number of men fit for duty in the corps 
under his command ; and if at any time 
during the period of his duty at Lucknow, 
the original number of duty-men fhould be 
diminifhed above fifty, by ficknefs, or other 
contingencies, he is to report it to the ree 
fident. 

His Lordfhip further dire&ts, that ifat any 
time a requifition of the refident fhall appear 
to the commanding officer to be irregular or 
improper, he fhall without declining or de- 
laying to comply with it, ftate to the refident 
the reafons for his opinion in temperate lan- 
guage ; and fhould thofe reafons not have'the 
defired effe& with the refident, he is to re- 
port the whole circumflance of the cafe to 
the commanding-officer in the field, who 
will either accommodate fuch difference of 
opinion between the refident and the com~ 
manding-officer, or refer it for the decifion 
of the Commander-in«chief. 

g- (GO. 8th fay, 1489.) The Com- 
mander-in-chief thinks it proper to direct, 
that when a detachment of native infantry 
is fent out, of the ftrength of fifty men or 
upwards, with a probability of ufing their 
arms, the charge be committed to an Euros 
pean officer, 

to, (G. QO. 9th Fuly, 1789) A fubaltern 
officer, with a jemadar, and 30 fepoys, front 
Barrackpore, are to proceed with the de- 

tachment, to be relieved at Berhampore by 
a party of equal ftrenpth; and it is to be 
confidered as a ftanding rule, that detach.

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ments, proceeding on fixch duties from the 
prefidency, are to be relieved at the feveral 
intermediate ftations, 

11, (G. O, 18th September, 1789.) The 
Governor - general in Council has been 
pleafed to direct the re-publication of the 
following minutes of council, refpeCting 
the mode to be obferved by officers com- 
manding detachments, in making applica- 
tion for cath, to any of the ccllectors or 
refidents, andis tobe confidered asa ftand- 
ing regulation, 

(4. C. 24th February, 193.) Ordered, 
that any officer commanding a detachment, 
who may have occafion for cafh, to pay his 
detachment, fhall apply to his own pay- 
mafter, for his draft on the military-pay- 
mafter-general, for the amourt required ; 
which draft he muft tender to the revenue 
chief or colleétcr,-or to the refdent at Oude 
or Benarcs, according a5 his Situation thall 
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KT, 41, General rules to be ftiEly 
obferved in the performance of evolu- 
tions and exercifes, 

‘The exercife {s invariably to be perform 
edby word of command, 

‘The troops ia ail fituations to drefs to the 
sight, unlefs particularly ordered to drefs to 
the left. 

‘The interval between the ranks, when.at 
open order, is to be three paces, and when 
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direét, with his application for advances to 
that amount; they having been refried 
from making advances to any detachment, 
except for fuch draft-. Every officer going 
upon detachmen*, will theicfore take care 
to be furnifhed with them in due time, and 
the paymalters of higades are directed to 
give their diafts, on the prymafler-general, 
for thefe fupplice, whencver the fervice may 
require it, with caution that they co not 
exceed the an.ount which may be aCually 
neceflury,

6, OF FORMING RECRUITS, AND TRAINING THEM TO THE USE OF ARMS, 


The recruit is to be taught the feveral 
duties of the foldier by gradation, and re- 
gular ftages, as follows: 
| Firft.—His body is to be formed, the 
air of the clown to be banifhed, anda man- 
ly, foldier-like deportment to be acquired. 

Secondly,—-He is to learn to march with 
eafe and gracefulnefs, and to be taught the 
ftep. 

Thirdly—The handling of his arms, 
and the manual exercife. ‘ 

Foyrthly.—Firing, and the platoon ex- 
ercife. 


Fifthly.--Firing with ball, 


* Mn 


The recruit is to be drilled regularly 
through thefe feveral clafles of exercife.— 
Nor ishe, on any account, to be paffed to 
the fecond, until he has been made perfect 
in the fut; nor to any fubfequent degree, 
until he is become thoroughly mafter of 
that which precedes it, . 

In the firft ftage, he is to learn the true 
pofition of a foldier; to keep his body erect, 
without conftraint; his heels clofe, and ina 
line; his toes a little turned out; his belly 
rather drawn in, than otherwife; his breaft 
projected ; his fhoulders fquare to the front, 


and kept well back; his hands hanging 
down 
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down his fides, with the palms clofe to his 
thighs ; his head turned to the 1ight, fo as to 
bring the left eye in a direct line with the cen~ 
tre of the body, with his looks directed to 
fome fixed object on the right, 

In order to render this attitude familiar to 
him, he muft firft be practifed to ftand in it 
for ten minutes, or a quarter of an hour, 
at atime, with his back againft a wall, his 
heels, the calves of his legs, his fhoulders, 
the back of his head, and the palms of his 
hands, all touching the wall at the fame 
time, 

After having fufficiently pradtifed this 
pofition, to find it eafy tohim, he is to be 
removed from the wall, and habituated in 
like manner, to the fupport of his whole 
perfon, in an upright, graceful, and inde- 
pendent pofture, 


Dreffing well to the right, or left, when 
in the ranks, being eflentially requifite, it is 
now the time for him to be taught to turn 
his head, as occafion, or the word of com- 
mand may require, either to right or left, 
and to keep it fteadily fixed in that pofition, 
as long as may be neceflary. 

This is alfo the proper ftage for him to 
learn to face to the right, left, and right 
about, viz. 

TO THE RIGHT, FACE, 
(Two motions.) 

rft.—-Place the hollow of the right foot 
brifkly behind the left heel. 

2d,—Face to the right upon both heels, 


TO THE LEFT, FACE.

Thefe movements having been once 
rendered eafy and familiar to him, and the 
man become perfect matter of his whole 
perfon, he may proceed to the fecond ftage, 
that of marching; beginning firft with the 
flow, or parade ftep, feventy within the 
minute, and fingly by himfelf; then with 
three or four others in one rank ; and after- 
wards in Jarger ranks, 

When fufficiently grounded in the flow 
ftep, he is to proceed to Jearn the quick, of 
ahundred and twenty within the minute, 
firft fingly, and ‘then in ranks with others, 
as before, 

The length of the pace to be taken, 
whether in quick or flow time, is two feet 
four inches from hecl to heel; lines fhould 
thercfore be drawn at that diflance from each 
other, and the recruit practifed on them, till 
he becomes thoroughly habituated to the 
pace, and takes it as it were mechanically. 

This is the flaze likewife in which 
recruits are to be exercifed in running —= 
Firft, gently, and for {mall diftances only, 
but keeping their ranks.——Afterwards fafler, 
and for at leaft one or two hundred yards at 
atime, 

They are now alfo to be taught to wheel, 
in the fame gradual way ; firft in {mall ranks, 
or divifions, and afterwards in larger. 

When a recruit has been thoroughly drilla 
ed, and perfected in thefe exercifes, fo as to 

hava 
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have acquired the entire command of his per- 
fon, and to be able to move inall direétions 
with cafe and giacefulnifs, he is to have 
arms put into his hands, and to learn the 
manual exercife, beginning firft with the 
pofition of fhouldered arms; and when per- 
fect mafter of that, he is to be carried fuc- 
ceflively on, in as plain, fimple, and eafy 
amanner as poffible, and without hurry, to 
the performance of the different motions in 
the exercife.—Firft, feparately by himfelf; 
then by twos, threes, or fours; and after- 
wards in proportion as he improves in fkill 
and dexterity, in large divifions, or fquads. 

He is next to proceed to the platoon ex- 
ercife, praCtfing for fome time the motions 
only, in very {mall numbers, and in each of 
the three ranks, viz. front, centre and rear, fo 
that he may be diflindlly feen, and inflruct. 
ed in the juft performance of every one.— 
After being well grounded in the motions, 
and proper attitudes, which cannot be too 
clofely attended to, he proceeds to the ufe of 
powder, praétifing the fame as before, and 
firing with powder, until the manner of 
performing this eflential part of the exercife, 
in all the three ranks, with coolnefs and 
precifion, becomes perfectly familar and 
effy to him. 

After he has been thoroughly habituated, 
by conftant drilling for fome time, to the 
burning of powder, he may be brought for- 
ward to the fifth and Jaft flage of inflrudtion, 
by firing with ball ata target ; which is to 
be placed, firft at a {mall diftance from him, 
and afterwards ata greater, and indifferent 
fituagions, until by perfeverance, and an un= 
jntermitting courfe of exercife, he learns 
to hit the mark at almoft every fhot; but in 
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that he acquires the habit of biting off the 
top of his cartridge, fo as to feel che powder in 
his mouth; of priming well; of putting the 
cartridge properlyintothe muzzle of his pjece; 
and, laftly, of ramming it well down.—In- 
attention, or neglect, in any of thefe mate~ 
rial articles, may render his fire totally ufelefs 
and ineffectual. 

When recruits have thus gone through 
the feveral claffes feparately, and in the pro- 
greflive manner above directed, they are to 
be thrown into fquads, formed in the ufual 
order of the battalion, in waich they are to 
go through the whole exercife, as often as 
may be found neceffary, to render them as 
expert and perfect in every part of it, as the 
old foldicrs; after which, and not before, 
they may be permitted to join, and do duty 
with the regiment. ee

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GARRISON STANDING REGULATIONS. 


RTICLE r.—ararms. (24th Full, 

1787.) Ifitbe at any time necef- 

fary to afiemble the garrifon on a fudden, 

without previous notice, the diums of the 

rain guard will be o:dered to beat to arms, 

and the drums of corps in the garrifon will 
take it up. 

The troops, on hearing the fignal aforefaid, 
both officers and foldicrs, will repair with their 
arms to their refpective parades, and fall 
in with all poffible expedition, but without 
confufion or noife, and wait for orders. 

The guards will fhut the barrier gates of 
the covert way, and draw up the bridges of 
the out works, which they are pofted to pro- 
tect, and then.remain under arms at the pa- 
xades of the ftations. 

Tn cafe of an enemy, the commanding- 
officer in gariifon will difpofe of the troops 
in fuch a manner, as may moft effectually 
anfwer the purpofe of defence, and repelling 
the attack. 

In cafe of fire, the commanding-officer in 
garrifon will order fuch parties without arms, 
and fuch guards to be pofted, as he may deem 
neceflary to extinguifh the fire, and preferve 
‘good ordar; and will cither difmifs the reft 


of the troops, or caufe them to ground their 
arms, and remain in readinefs, 

‘Lhe fire-engine and water buckets are 
lodged in the main guard for this purpofe, 
and are tobe expedited to the place by the 
lafcars appointed for the duty. 

2.--ARTILLERY, 

(25th Fuly, 1787.) The commanding. 
officer of artillery fhall take charge of the arr 
tillery and ordnance mounted on the ramparts 
and out works of Fort William, and of 
Budge Budgia. 

3e-~ADJUTANTS. 

(25th Fuly, 1787.) The adjutants of 
corps to receive orders every day at the 
town major’s office, at orderly hours. 

Whenever any corps in garrifon do not 
exercife on the days fixed, the fort adjutant 
to be made acquainted with the fame the 
night before, by the adjutant of the corps, 
whofe turn it may be to exercife.  * 

When the corps which gives the guards 
fhall obtain leave to march out to exercile 
complete, notice of it fhall be fent by the 
adjutant to the town major, that the relief 
may be poftponed till they return; and when 
they re-enter the garrifon, the adjutant fhall

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give notice of it, that the town-major may 
a(tend to deliver over the guards. 





4.- BURIALS. 

(Fuly 24th, 1787.) The time of inter- 
ment of deceafed commillioned-oflicers will 
be fixed by the orders : that of non commif- 
fioned-officers and foldiers, is to be one hour 
after fun-rifing, or one hour before fun- 
ferting, 

(20th Fune, 1788.) Funeral parties are 
not to be {ent for non-commiffioned-officers 
and foldiers, who die at the general hofpital ; 
but the captain of the company will permit 
the pay-ferjeant, and a few friends of 
the deceafed, to attend the corpfe to the

B—-BATTERY GUARD. 

(26th May, 1790.) Tt is ordered that 
in future the officer of artillery, on garrifon 
duty at the faluting battery, is to be confi- 
dered as under the immediate charge of the 
field officer of the day: he is to attend 
and be relieved, by a fubaltern officer from 
the artillery corps, every Monday morning, 
at guard mounting on the grand parade, 

It is to be his duty to vifit the magazines 
daily as ufual, and report their ftate, not to 
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27 
the captain commanding the main guard, but 
to the field officer of the day. 

Fe is to have the immediate charge as at 
prefent of the battery guard, and to make 
his report thereof in future to the field officer 
of the day, 

Whenever he may be required to fire a 
falute, which may not have been announced 
in garrifon o.ders, he is to fend intimation 
to the field officer of the day (in lieu of fen. 
ding it to the captain commanding the main 
guard) before fuch falute is fired; but in 
cafes where inftructions from the field officer 
of the day cannot be obtained before a falute 
is requised, he is to be himfelf the judge of 
its expediency, and to direét it to be given, 
fhould he think proper, without waiting for 
further authority.

The bairack-mafter fhall repair and 
white wafh the barracks, and their offices 
annually, and the roofs, lerraces, and wins 
dows, occafionally; he Chall cllo furnith 
lights and lanthorns, for the barrack’, cafe- 
mates, and gateways, and for fuch places as 
may be ordered, and water for drinking, 
cooking, and for all the neceffay purpofes 
of the garrifon; he fhall alfo bave charge ot 
the drains and privics, and te enfwerabde 
that they are kept well cleaned, and that the 
filth be thrown into the tiver, 

The pafinges leading to the apartments 
of the efficeis are to be kept clear of all 
incumbrances, the officers are allowed to 
put their carriages, palkces, and moveable 
fougongs, in the verandahs of their go- 
downs, 

The foldiers are not to be allowed to 
keep dogs, goats, hogs, pigs, monkeys, or 
poultry, in any part of the barracks or the 
verandahs thereof; a place is allotted to 
cach corps, in which they may keep their 
poultry. Dogs, goats, hogs, pigs, or cattle, 
are not to be allowed to be kept up in any 
part of the godowns, or verandahs of the 
officers’ barracks: the commanding officer 
of each corps will carty thefe orders into 
execution, in the barracks of the corps de- 
livered over to him, and will oder a parti- 
cular vifitation of the whole, weekly at leaft, 
by the quarter-mafter, or more frequenily 
if he finds it neceflarg: the town major or 
fort-adjutant will carry thefe orders into ex- 
ecution, in the barracks occupied by the 
fupernumeraries and garrifon itaff, which 
comprehends all overfcers, and perfons em~- 
ployed on the garrifon duties, who are in- 
cluded in hjs general mufter soll, and alfo in 

the 
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the public guard rooms occupied by the 
fepoys. 

The barrack-matter will farnifh a party 
ef a garrifon camp colourman and four na~ 
tives, armed with pikes, to patrole daily 
though the garrifon, and kill all dogs that 
may be found ftraggling in it, 

(13th Augu/t, 1788.) The following 
barrack regulations are to be printed on 
boards, and placed up in the moft confpicuous 
places in the different barracks in garrifon, 
allotted to the non-commiffioned-officers and 
privates. 

The barrack-mafter will have a fufficient 
number of large pans diftributed through the 
barrack to contain the rubbifh. 

Soldiers are not to bring liquoi into garri- 
fon without leave for that purpofe. 

Gaming is forbidden atall times, and in all 
places, 

Non commiffioned-officers to commit to 
the barrack-guard inftantly, all whom they 
may fee difobeying this order, 

Soldiers are not to riot or breed a diflurb- 
ance in the barrack, they are to retire to reft 
at gun-fire at night, at which time all the 
lights, except the public lamps of the bar- 
racks, and fuch as the commanding- officer 
of the corps may in particular cafes authorife, 
are to be extinguifhed. 

Soldiers who injure the cots or window. 
fhutters, or any part of the barrack furniture 
or utenfils, are to pay for the repairs or 
damage, and the captains are to make the 
yeceflary ftoppages. 

. Dogs, hogs, monkies, goats, kids, fheep, 

_and lambs, are not to be kept by non-com. 
miffioned-officers or foldiers in the barracks 
or garrifon. 


Poultry ig to be kept in the yard allotted 
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for it, and not at any time in the verandahs 
or barracks. 

Meat or fith, fulted or frefh, is not to be 
hung up in any part of the barracks. 

Vidtuals remaining after the meal, is not 
to be put away under the cots, or kept in 
the barracks; the kitchens have been made 
large enough for it, and therein all the re. 
mains of food and all the utenfils are to be 
kept. 

The rubbifh occafioned in the bar. 
racks by eating fruit, or otherwife, is to be 
thrown into the pans placed for its reception, . 
and not on the ground. 

The foldiers, women, or children, are 
not to make water in the verandahs above 
ftairs or below, nor to eafe themfelves in 
the place allotted for making water, nor in 
any place in garrifon out of the public necef- 
faries. 

The cots, trunks, and baggage, are to be 
moved out of the barracks ‘every Saturday 
morning by the foldiers, and the whole bar- 
rack is to be {wept by the people of the bar. 
rack-mafler, and quartermafter’s people of 
the corps, after which the foldiers are to re- 
place the cots. 

The non-commiffioned-officers’ of the 
different wards are held anfwerable that the 
above regulations are ftrifly adhered taj; 
they will therefore confine all fuch perfons 
as fhall be found committing any breach of 
them. 

(25th March, 1789.) The quarters in the 
fort are hereafter to be allotted in the man, 
ner following.

Three houfes of the rampart barack laid 
into one, and fitted up accordingly, for a 
field officer not in command ofa corps, or 
for the major of each; one cf the fame 
houfes, or a north room, anda fouth room, 
with the godown beneath them in the north, 
Gr in the fouth bartacks, toa captain or a fur- 
geon. 

Two fubaltern officers, or two furgeon’s 
mates, are to occupy a captain’s quarters. 

The fort adjutant, fort furgeon, and aflif- 
tant commiffary, are to be confidered as fixed 
{taf ; and the quarters now occupied by the 
two former, arc to remain appropriated to 
them; the affiftant commiflary is to have a 
fimilar apaitment, in the bazar end of the 
fouth barracks. 

The chaplains may always remain on 
houfe rent. 

8.—BAZAR, 

(6th July, 1787.) The bazar people 
are to deal for ready money only, in future, 
there not being any neceflity at prefent for 
the contrary pragtice; if they give credit on 
any pretence, it fhall be at their own 1ifk, 
and they fhall be turned out of the bazar if 
they complain; but it will not be deemed 
giving credit for a dealer in articles of 
daily confumption to trut the caterer of a 
moefs toa certain amount weekly, for the 
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mele, provided this be done by authority of 
the officer commanding a company or de~ 
tachment, and notice be given by his pay~ 
mafter that the officer does allow it; and in 
all fuch cafes the officer who gives the autho- 
tity, fhall be anfwerable to the dealer for the 
amount, and fhall caufe the accounts to be 
fettled at next payment, up to the day for 
which pay is iflued, 

The bazar people are not to be allowed to 
fell fpirituous liquors on any pretence what- 
foever: any per fon of, or belonging to, the ba= 
war, who fhall attempt to do it, ihall forfeit 
50 rupees, be turned out of the bazar, and 
the goods of his fhup thall be fold to pay the 
forfeit, and the furplus (if any) fhall be re- 
turned to him; and fhould the fale of the 
goods of the fhop not produce the amount of 
the fine, the offender fhall receive ro Jafhes 
with a cat o’nine tails for every rupec defi- 
cient. 

The nerrick fhall be the fame as that of 
Calcutta, and publifhed at the fame times. 

The bazar people are to fhut fhop at gun« 
fire ; they are to regifter, by name, every per~ 
fon who lives under their protection, and 
lodges in the fhops or places which they 
hold in the bazar of the fort, 

They are to deal only in the wares or 
commodities of the trade which they refpec- 
tively follow. 

They are not to hawk their wates about 
the fort ; they are forbidden to go with their 
wares or commodities to any perfon whom- 
foever; {entries are to {top all hawkers who 
may attempt to go into the barracks or to fell 
their wares, or commodities, in any place 
but the bazar, 

Officers and foldiers are not to fend for any 
bazar fhop-keeper to their quarters, nor to 
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punifh them; if the bazar peoplz behave amis, 
the complainant will make it known to the 
commiffary, or fuch other officer as the com~ 
mandant fhall appoint, or to the commandant 
of the garrifon, who will redrefs or caufe to 
be redrefled any breach of the bazar rules. 

The bazar people of different trades are 
not to be employed as fervants of individuals, 
nor to take their names, on pain of being tur- 
ned out of the bazar, 

The filver or gold delivered to the man 
who works in thefz articles, fhall be weighed 
in prefence of the azent, who fhall enter the 
weight and time flipulated for the performance 
of the labour, at the expiration of which time 
it thall be delivered back, wrought and finifh- 
ed, and weighed as before, but not till the 
price of the Inbour is paid, 

The agentis not in any degree anfwerable 
for the articles, he will only ftand as a wit- 
nefs to the tranfaction. 

Every perfon who enters the bazar to deal 
therein, fhall fubferibe to the rules, and not 
be allowed to enter till he has done fo. 

(21ff Fuly, 1790.) ‘The bazar people are 
forbidden to keep dogs, hogs, or pigs, either 
tied up or loofe within the fort; the commif- 
fary’s agent or other officer appointed, will 
enforce this order amongft them. 

Q.—CAMP FOLLOWERS. 

(4th Fuly, 1787.) Natives in the pay 
of the Company not attached to corps, who 
commit offences, fhall be fent to the main 
guard, and fhall be punifhed by order of 
the commandant or ofacer commanding in 
garrifon; or be tried by gariifon courts martial, 
ashe hall diredt. 

Natives in the pay of the officers or indi- 
viduals in garrifon, guilty of offences againft 
the garrifon rules, being followers of the camp,

and fubject to the military law, fhall be cone 
fined in the main guard and puni-hed by fen- 
tence of garrifon courts martial. 

Europeans and natives in garrifon who 
are guilty of offences punifhable by the civil 
courts, fhall be fecured in the main guard, 
and fent before the fitting juttice or officer 
prefiding at the cutcherry, as the cafe may re- 
quire, and be delivered over to their authority. 

IOM—CATTLE, 

(23! Fuly, 1787.) Cattle, theep, goats, 
horfes, pigs, and tattoos, are not to be allow- 
ed torun foofe in the fort, or to be picket. 
ed on the ramparts 5 all fuch as may be found 
loofe or picketed as before mentioned, fhall 
be pounded, and the owner of them to obtain 
their releafe, to pay as follows: for every 
cow, bullock, horfe, hog, or pi, eight anna”, 
and for every fheep, goat, or kid, four annas, 
if claimed in twenty-four hours; and double 
that fun if pounded above twenty-four 
hours ; in confideration of which additional 
fine, the pound-keeper fhall caufe them to be 
fold by public auction, and out of the pro- 
duce he fhall deduct the full fine for forty- 
eight hours, and two annas for felling them 5 
the remainder, if any, he fha'l referve, to 
reftore to the owners, if claimed within 
eight days. 

Officers of the garrifon are allowed to 
graze their cows and goats with their kids 
on the efplanade, on giving notice to the 
chief engineer, or officer in charge of the 
efplanade. 

The fpace between the ftables and the 
river, bounded by two ditches, leading to 
the water fide, is allotted to the officers of 
the garrifon for goats and dogs. 

(13th March, 1789.) It is ordered, that 
in future, no horfes or cattle of any kind be ° 
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wafhed or watered in the pond to the fouth- 
ward of the fort, called the havildar’s tank, 
as itis particularly appropriated to the fupply 
ef water for the garrifon. 

(7th <dpril, 1799.) To contribute as 
much as poffible to the cleannefS of the 
garrifon, and to apply to purpofes of more 
utility, feveral buildings, that are at prefent 
occupied as ftables, the commanding officer 
deems it expedient to announce that no 
flabling willbe allowed in garrifon after the 
ft of the enfuing month; a part of the 
efplanads to the fouthward of the fort hasbeen 
pointed out by the chief engineer, for the fta- 
bles of fuch officers as may require them, 
and a more particular difpofition and allot- 
ment of the ground will be made known on 
application to the afting-barrack-matter, 

No fervants attending cattlr, are to be 
permitted to ere buts in front to the eaft- 
ward of the {tables ; and che moft conftant 
and firi.t injunctions are to be given to pre- 
vent accidents by fire, 

II.—-CARRIAGES, 

(7th duguft, 1799.) ‘Vhe commanding. 
officer in garrifon direct, that the regulations 
at prefent in force regarding the pailing of 
carriages, in or out of garrifon, be altered, 
and that gentlemen’s cariages be allowed 
to pafs out or in through cither the Calcutta, 
Roval, or St. George’s Gates, but that no 
carts or carriages of burthen, but fuch as are 
ufed for conveying rubbifh, &c. from the out 
works, be allowed to pafs in or out of the 
Royal Gate, without exprefs leave from the 
counmanding-officer in garrifon, the feld- 
officer of the day, or captain commanding 
the main guard. 

12,—-COURTS MARTIAL, 
(24th Fuly, 1787.) The commandant 
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or officer commanding in garrifon, is au~ 
thorized to aflemble garrifon courts martia’, 
to approve of the fentences, and carry them 
into execution. 

(29th Fuly, 1778.) In order to render the 
gariifon duty as eafy as poflible, it is ordered 
that when garrifun courts martial are order- 
ed to aflemble, the officers of the main 
guard thall conftitute part of the court, 
whereof the captainis to he prefident; the 
other members to be given by the other corps 
compofing the garrifon. 

(256 Fah, 1787.) All offences com- 
mitted againfl the garrifon orders, fhall be 
enquired into by general or garrifon courts 
niartial, 

‘The members of general courts martial, 
courts of enquiry, committees of furveys, 
belonging to the troops in garrifon, fhall do 
duty during their adjournment. 

Whenever fentences of courts martial on 
European and native non-commiilioned~ 
officers and feldiers are to be carried into 
execution, the corps to which the prifoners 
belong fhall be under arms, and all officers 
fhall attend. 

(25th Feburary, 1787.) Permiffion is 
granted to the officers on duty on the main 
guard to fiton regimental courts martial in 
the guard-room, after the guards are turned 
in, by order of the commanding-officer of the 
corps, unlefs a garrifon court martial fhould 
be ordered. 

13:—CONGEE HOUSE, 

(12th Fuly, 1787.) Soldiers guilty 
of drankennefé or irregularities may be con- 
fined in the conjee houfe, by order of the 
commandant of the garrifon, or of the 
officer commanding a corps, or battalion, 
or detachment lodged in the garrifon, but 
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not by fentence of a court martial. 

The confinement muft not exceed feven 
days, and the power of oidering it, is re~ 
{tried to the officers above enumerated, 
folely. 

Conjee houfe prifoners thall be fed on 
bread and water, or conjee, as occafion may 
requile, at the rate of 12 chittacks of bread 
for 24 hours, and water as much as they 
can dink, or three pints of conjee for the 
fame time. Non-commiffioned officers are 
not to be committed to the conjee houfe; 
thofe who deferve fuch punifhment cannot 
be worthy of their rank, and ought to be 
previoufly reduced, 

The ferjeant-mejor ofa corps to which 
aconjee houfe prifoner belongs, fhall fur- 
nifh the bread or conjee, and deliver it 
daily at guard mounting, and the ferjeant ma- 
jer fhall be allowed to draw the batta of thofe 
prifoners, diy, to defray the expence, and the 
fitrplus (if any) fhall be his emolument for 
the trouble. 

The outer door of the conjce houfe fhall 
be locked, and the key lodged with the cap- 
tain of the guard; it fhell not be opened at 
any time, but in the prefence of an officer, 
and for the admiffion of provifions and pri- 
foners, or for the difcharge of thofe whofe 
timesare expired, unlefs it fhould be made ne- 
ceflary by fudden ficknef*, in which cafe the 
captain will fend an officer to examine the 
ftate of the fick prifoner, and if neceflary 
call for the furgeon; o1 unlefs a prifoner 
fhould be fent for by proper authority. 

Jf any prifoner fhould pretend ficknefs for 
the fake of giving trouble, on the furgeon’s 
report that he is not fick, the captain will 
caufe him to be handcuffed, and repoit it {pe- 
cially in the main guard report, if the pri- 
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foner be left in irons, that the commanding 
officer of the garrifon may be duly apprized 
of it, and give fuch orders on the fubject as 
he may think proper. 

The women or children of congee houfe 
prifoners, and European foldiers not fent on 
duty, fhall not be fuffered to go near to the 
congee houfe prifon, or to have any inter- 
courfe with the prifoners therein confined, 
either by day or by night, on any pretence 
whatever. 

(25th Fuly, 1788.) On the day that the 
confinement of a prifoner in the congee houfs 
does end, the corps to which he belongs 
will fend a non-commiffioned officer at 
guard mounting to the prifon, to reccive 
and condué& him to his quarters. 

T4,—-DESERTERS. 

(18th Fune, 1788.) The commanding-of- 
ficers of corps will in future tran{mit to the 
town major’s office, lifts of men who are 
mifled from the corps, and abfent without 
leave from the garrifon, 

The furgeons on duty at the hofpital are, 
after their daily vifitations of the week, to 
fend lifts of men who may be miffed from the 
hofpital, to the officers commanding the corps 
to which they belong. 

And the town major will, as foon, as he re- 
ceives thefe lifls, give notice of the abfentees 
to the officer of the town guards,

he is to examine the numbers,to fee that they

the battalion hofpital; he is alfo to infpedt 
the guard-room, and furniture, to fee that 
they are clean and in good order, and when 
he has corr Icted his rounds, he is to report 
to the commending officer of the main guaid 
(est fild officer of the day),—From each 
eurtd, the number that may be abfent at one 
tinte 16 Limited to aiclicf of centinels, and 
2 fourth of the native offecis, from the time 
that the guards lodpe thei arms in the 
morning to the grounding them in the even- 
ing, 

The fepoy officeis are to go round the 
ccntinels meunted by the fepoy guards, 
twice in the conrfe of every week, and are to 
enyuire of every centinel what orders he has 
reccived; for this puipofe he will take with 
him the relieving naichs, and if he does 
not underiland the line uage of the country, 
he will take a feijeant of the battalion, or one 
of the fircars, to interpret for him. 

When the vifiting officer fill find that 
the centinels fhiall not have reccived the pro« 
per orders, he is to explain to the relieving 
naick the orders, as they ought to be given 
to centinels, who will then deliver it in 
his prefence acecrdingly; if he fhall find that 
any orders have been given in the time be- 
tween the vifits, he is to enquire by whofe 
authority it, was done; thefe he will notify, 
and after he has gone round the centi« 
nels, he is to report it to the captain 
of the main guard (now field officer of the 
day). 

If it fhould appear that the orders of the 
centincls at any poft or pofts have been 
changed without proper authority, they are 
tobe countermanded immediately, and the 
captain of the main grad is to report the 
orders 
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orders fo given, and the perfon’ 's name who 
gave them. 

The officer ate the fepoys of the 
monthly duties, will be pleafed to dire the 
vifiting officer to parade the guards, and in- 
form them, that they are ordered not to eafe

that all who are found ating contrary to this 
order, will be tried for .difobedience of or- 
ders.

Non-commiffioned- 
officers and foldiers being ftaff of the garrifon, 
or overfeers, or f{upernumeraries, who are in

Non-commiffioned-officers and foldiers 
who attempt to force fentiies, or to break out 
of the gatrifon by pafling over the works, or 
who are feized for any offence committed in 
the night, fhall be confined in the main- 
guard, and fhall be punifhed by fentence of 
garrifon courts martial or otherwife, as the 
commandant or commanding-officer fhall 
direct. 

If any overfeers fhall be found bringing 
fpirituous or other liquors into garrifon with- 
out a permit, figned by the chief engineer or 
commiflary of ftores, he fhall be dilmifled 
from his employment, and fufler fuch further 
punifhment as fhal] be inflicted by th. fen- 
tence of a garrifon court martial. 

The European overfcers employed under 
the chief engineer, or commiffary of ftores, 
are to be clothed in green, with red facings 
and white lace, thofe are to be delivered by 
the agent who furnifhes the clothing, inftead 
of regimentals: this uniform they are at all 
times to wear, to diftinguifh them from the 
foldiers of the garrifon, and they are not to 
be permitted to pafs through the gates in any 
other drefs , they are not to lend their ceats 
to any of the foldiers, and if any of them be 
found difobeying this order, they fhall be 
difmified from their employment, and fuffer 
fuch other punifhment as fhall be inflicted 
by the fentence of a garrifon cou:t martial. 

29.—GUN,

Each corps in garrifon will 
fend to the hofpital, and relieve monthly, one 
careful non-commiffioned-officer who under 
the furgeon attached to the ward of the corps, 
will hold the milicary charze of the men; he 
is to call the roll morning and evening, or 
when ever required 5 he is to fearch for, and 
report ablentees, and to peiform all duties 
of the like nature that the furgeon may deem 
neceffary. 

Guard mounting is the time fixed for the 
vifitation of the hofpital by the officers fent 
ficm cach carps daily, at which time the fur. 
geon of the ward, and the non-commiffioned. 
officer, will attend alfo, agreeable to the ge- 
neral orders on the fubject, 

(25% March, 1788.) Soldiers when fent 
to the hofpital are not to carry their arms or 
accoutrements with them. 

All men who may be found deferving of, 
confinement in the hofpital prifon, are to be 
fent to it by the mate of the ward to which 
theybelong, withacrime in writing figned 
by him 5 and all men fo confined are to be 
releafed again at the requifition of the mates 
in writing, addrefled to the officer command- 
ing the hofpital guard. 

All prifoners under confinement at the 
time of the relief, or committed to prifon, 
and again releafed, or deferted, are to be re~ 
ported with their crimes in the weekly res 
port. 

The head furgeon will give to the hofpi- 
tal mates, orders to carry this regulation into 
execution on their parts, 

(28 Fune, 1788.) Whenever any non-com. 
miffioned-officer or foldier fhall diein the hot 
pital, the furgeon in attendance at that place, 
will, as foon as the event fhall come to his 

know- 
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-nowledge, fend notice of the death to the 
adjutant of the corps to which he did belong, 
for the information of the commanding-of- 
ficer of the corps and the captain of his com- 
pany, which 1eport is to be figned by his 
name and ftation, 

No man to he received into the hofpital 
except in cafe of fudden accident, without a 
note figned by fame commiffioned-officer, 
and brought by a ferjeant, mentioning the 
corps and company he belongs to, and being 
admitted, he is not to Izave it without a re- 
gular difcharge from the furgeon, 

(3d November, 1786.) The commanding- 
officers of corps will be pleafed to give or- 
ders, that their men be not fent to the hof- 
pital (accidents only excepted) till they have 
been examined by the furgeons, and the 
‘éaufes deemed fuch as to require it 3 in fuch 
cales the furgeons will fend to the captain, 
or officer commanding the company that the 
man or men belong to, a certificate of the 
neceffity; and the men ae then to be fent 
according to the orders in force, which 
preferibe that they be fent by achit, bearing 
the fignature of the officer commanding 
the company. 

Every man admitted into the hofpital, 
mutt receive the hofjital clothing, his other 
clothing tobe delivered to the fteward who 
is to give a receipt for the fame to the fer- 
jeant who brings the patient; thofe are to be 
returned ¢o the man when he is difcharged, 
and in cafe of death the fleward is to be an- 
fwerable for them. 

The provifions of the hofpital to be daily 
fhewn to the vifiting officer, who is to attend 
that duty immediately after guard mounting 
to hear all complaints, and to report them to 
he officer commanding that corps, 
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At the time the officer appointed vifits the 
hofpital, the furgeon on duty is to attend 
him, that he may be able to reGtify what is 
amifs and difapprove fuch complaints as have 
been made unjudly. ; 

Men with flight diforders not infeious, 
and not requiring the attendance which the 
hofpital affords, are not to be fent, but the fur. 
geon of the corps will provide for their cafes. 

A room may be fet apart for fuch cufss in 
each barrack, where all who have oceafion 
for the furgeon are to attend daily, at fuch 
times as the commaniing-ofticer fhall fettle 
by regimental orders, and under fuch rules 
a.drezulauons as they may lay down, 

The fick in the hofpital being furnithed with 
prosifions, fuited tu the fate of the patients 
and provided with every thing neceflary for 
their fupport, are not to receive their clear. 
ance of pay till thei return from the hofpi- 
tal, unlefs the furgeon fall apply by note for 
cafh for any particular mau.

In abfence of the Governor-general, the 
focond in council to be received in the 
fame manner in all refpects, and fo the next 
in council, in cafe the Governor-general and 
{econd in council are abfent, 

The Commander-in-chief the honors due 
to his rank in the army. 

The Lieutenant-governor or officer com~ 
manding fhall have the main-guard turned 
out to him with fhouldered arms. 

If a general officer, to have the further 
compliments paid by the feveral beatings of 
the drum, as is praticed in the army, and are 


as follow: 
To 
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Tio generals of horfe and foot — the 
cuards turn out, reft their arms, beat a march, 
and the officers falute, 

To licutenant-generals— they tuin out, 
reft their arms, beat thrce ruffies, and offi- 
cers falute. 

To a major-general,—they turn out, beat 
two ruffles, but not falute. 

Tob:igadier-generals,—thcy turn out with 
refted aims, and beat one ruffile. 

To colonels,-——their own barrack orregi- 
mental guards to turn out and rcft their 
arms once a day, at other times they only 
turn out and ftand by their arms. 

To leutenant-colonels,--their own quar- 
ter or regimental barack guards tun out 
with fhouldeicd artas once a day, at other 
times they only turn out and fland by their 
arms. 

To majors,—thcir own regimental and 
barrack guards turn out with ordered arms 
ence a day, at all other times they Nand by 
their arms. 

When a lieutcnant-colone] or major com- 
mands a regiment, his own quarter guard 
pays him the fame compliment, as is or- 
dered for the colonel, 

All fentyics ieft their aims to generals, 
colonels, licutenant-coloncls, and majors; 
which cerenony is the fame, both in camp 
and garrifon. 

A general of horfe or foot, when in gar- 
rifon, has a ferjcant and two fenttics at his 
door. 

A lieutenant-general has the fame. 

A major-general is to have two fentrics 
at his door, and the fame compliment paid 
him by the guards in camp. 

A brigadier-general is to have one fen- 
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try at his door, and one ruffle from all 
the guards in garrifon, a 

All colonels or officers who comman 
battalions are to have one fentry, which | 
they are to take fram their own regiment; 
but thofe colonels who have no regiments 
in the town, are to have thei: entries fiom 
the main guard, or one of the port guaids, 
if their lodgings be more convenient for 
them. 

The main guard is to turn out and ftand 
by their arms oncea day to all colonels, but 
all other guards muft order their aims for 
them, as often as they pals. 

The main guad is to pay no compli. 
ment to the leutcnant-colonels or majors, 
but the other guaids are to ftand by their 
aims far them. 

Licutenant-coloncls are to be treated in 
their garzifon as colonels, and majors com- 
mandant as heutenant-colonels, unlefs 
their rank in the army entitles them to a 
greater compliment; but when either of 
them commands the garrifon, they are then 
to be treated in all refpeéts as the governor. 

When the gov rnor and licutenant-govern- 
orar ‘abfent, o1 by ficknef rendered incapable 
ofactine, the oldelt officer in the gartifon is 
to tuke the command upon him, with the ti- 
tle of commandant of the garrifon; and 
that refpeét {hall be paid him by the ¢ uards 
as the governor, even that of the drum, if 
his rank in the army entitled him to it be- 
fore, 

A town or fort-major in a garrifon, is to 
command according to the rank he now 
has, or had in the army; and if he never 
had any other but that of town or fort-ma- 


jor, he is to command as youngett captain. : 


As many irregularitics do happen form 
th: 
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the coramanding officers of guards not know- 
i, ¢ what compliment fhould be paid to a 
colonel, in future all the guards are to turn 
out with refted arms, and beat onc ruflle as 
ofien as he appears near them; the main 
guard to give him the compliment of the 
drum once a day, 

All non-coinmiffioned-officers and foldiers 
to put off their hats, or pay the mark of 
refpect as ufual in their corps, to every of- 
ficer who. pafles by them, . 

(12th May, 1787.) Soldiers with muf- 
quets in their hands, ,are never to pay com- 
pliments to officers (whdm they may meet 
or pafs) By raifing their hands to their hats 
oi turbans, but by carrying their arms, or 
funding fteady with them ordered. 

32.—-MAGAZINES AND S'TORE-ROOMS, 

(25th Fuly, 1787.) Two locks fhall be 


fixed to each magazine, one key toremain at 


the head quarteis in garrifon, and one with. 


the commiflary of flores, 

The doors of the magazines are never to 
be opencd on any account, but in the pre- 
fence of 4 commiflioned officer of artillery, 
who will receive the government keys at 
the head quarters of the garrifon, and accom~, 
pany the perfon bearing the commiflary’s 
keys to the magazine, and attend whilft he 
is employed on the duties, for which he is 
fent ; after which he will fee the doors locked 
again with both Jocks, and return the go- 
vernment keys to head quarters. 

Whenever it may be neceflary to open a 
magazine, the commiflary of ftores will, on 
the evening before, apply to the comman- 
dant, or officer commanding in garrifon, 
for leave to do it, aml acquaint him with 
what is intended to be done, and he will give 
notice to the oflicer commanding the ar. 


Tt , 
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tilery in garrifon; when he {hall have ob- 
tained .hat leave, to the end that the officer 
appointed for this duty may be oidered to 
attend at head quaiteis, the evening pre- 
ceding the opening of the magazine, to 
receive its key and his inftructions, and give 
notice of it to the town-major or fort-adju- 
tant, wauo will apprize the captain of the 
man-guard (now field officer of the day) of 
it, and warn him to have in readinefs acareful 
havildar and fix fepoys to proceed with the 
officer appointed by the commiflary, when 
he fhall apply for them. 

‘When powder is to be moved from one 
part of the garrifon to another, the officer of 
the party employed by the commiflary on 
this duty, will give notice to all perfons to 
extinguifh the fires of the ftreet near to the 
places by which the powder muft pafs ; and ifit 
be not complied with, the havildar will enforce 
obedience, and caufe the fires to be put out. 

Powder is not to be aired by opening its 
barrels, and fpreading it in any part of the 
garrifon; when thefe operations are necef~ 
fary, it fhall be done on the efplanade, or at 
the powder-mills, 

The arfenal and its ftore-rooms are exclu- 
fively in charge ofthe commiffary of ftores ; 
and thofe of the garrifon ftores, in like 
charge of the chief engineer ; but the com- 
mandant, or officer commanding in garrifon, 
has authority to vifit any part of them when 
he thinks proper. 

The expence magazine is in the charge 
of the commanding officer of artillery in gar- 
rifon, and fubject to the authority of the 
commandant, or officer commanding in gare 
rifon, for immediate defence, 

A room with two locks on the door is to 
be fet apart for the fpiri¢ cellar of the cone 
traétor, 
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tractor; one key his people will keep, another 
will be lodged with the officer commanding 
the main-guard ; the cellar not to be opened, 
but in prefence of a commiflioned-officer 5 
the contraétor will fend into garrifon, every 
Monday, as much fpirits as will be neceflary 
for the week, with a paflport fpecifying the 
quantity which is to be lodged in the cellar, 
‘The doors of the provifion ftore-rooms 
and granaries fhall have two locks each, 
one key to remain with the ftore-keeper, and 
the other with the infpector, or his affiftant 5 
and they fhall not be opened but in prefence 
of thofé officers, 

When the ftore-rooms are opened, from 
time to time, for the purpofs of ailing the 
" provifions, or otherwife, the infpector and 
ftore-keeper fhall each have a careful perfon 
in charge, with directions when they are to 
be locked up agains 

“After the grain is finally depofited in the 
gtanaties, the door-way fhall be bicked up, 
and‘remain fo, until occafion may require 
their being opened again, 

33-—-MISCELLANEOUS. 

(29th May, 1788.) Allcorps, whether of 
artillery or infantry, inthe garrifon of Fart 
William, are hereby ordered to do the duty 
of the garrifon, according to the ftanding 
ofders thereof. 

The commandant ftrily enjoins, that in 
fature no officer or officers, fhall fleep out of 
gatrifon; and whenever an officer has bufi- 
nefs that may require his abfence from the 
garrifon, he is to make his firft application to 
his colonel], or in his abfence, the officer 
commanding the regiment, or captain to 
whom he belongs, to obtain his permiffionin 
writing, who in juttice to the officers of his 
carps will limit the time he atks leave for, 
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that the duty may not fall too hard on thofe 
that remain, and laftly to the commandant of 
the garrifon. . 

Leave granted to officers to flecp out of 
garrifon is revoked, and applications for the 
renewal of it are to be made to the com. 
manding officer of the garrifon, through the 
commanding officers of the corps to which 
the officers who need it belong; if they ap. 
prove of it being granted conformably to the 
ftanding orders of the garrifon. 

(25th September, 1787.) The {quads of 
the troops are allowed to exercife on the 
areas, * 

The artillery have been charged with their 

own parade, the infantry with the mand 
parade, and the commiflary of ftores will 
take charge of the areas, on which the iron 
ordnance are lying. 

(152 September, 1789,) The command- 
ing officer direéts, that it be tom tomed 
through the garrifon, and that the officers 
will be pleafed to explain to their fervants, 
that they are on no account whatever, to cut 
grafs on or within any part of the works, 
or ditches of the fort ; but in fuch places as 
may be pointed out to them by the overfeers, 
&c. of the chief engineer, or the officer un- 
der whofe care the place maybe, from whence 
giafs is to be cut, 

Such grafs cutters as with to fupply 
themfelves with grafs from the works, &¢. 
are to aflemble at the office of the chief en- 
gineer every morning at 7 o’clack; from 
whence overfeers or lafcars will accompany 
them, and point out the particular fpot from 
whence it may be cut: any perfon dete&ed 
in cutting grafs, within the garrifon, with 
out fuch permiffion, is to be f{eized, and 
punithed on the {pot 

(13th 
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(13th O&eter, 1799.) In compliance 
with a requifition from the Military Board, 
itis directed that a copy"of thg, proceedings 
© of all committees that may be ordered by 
the commanding officer in garrifon, for the 
furvey of ftores received into the arfenal, 
fhall be fent by the prefident of fuch com- 
mittee to the commiflary of flores, on their 
tranfinitting their report to the commanding 
officer. 

(27th March, 1790.) The commanding 
officer in garrifon is pleafed to forbid, that 
any foot-paths be made acrofs the feveral 
gtafs plats in garrifon, or that either foot 
paffengers or horfes be allowed to crofs 
them, but during the hours of parading or 
exercifing the troops. 

The barrack-mafter is to publifh this or- 
der with beat of tom tom, tu fee that it be 
implicitly obeyed, and to confine to the ftocks 
any followers of the troops who may 
hereafter be guilty of a breach of its he 
will alfo be particularly careful, that no 
horfes or bullocks be fuffered to be brought 
on any part of the grand parade, or its 
terrace, to the injury of the works, 

The commanding-officer alfo forbids, 
that any grafs, or matted tatties, be erected 
in garrifon, except fuch as are to be water- 
ed, or that any baggage, or lumber of any 
kind, be fuffered to remain without the 
doors of the bottle-konnahs or offices. 


34.—ORDERS. 
The regulations refpecting the barracks 
and furniture, to be hung up inthe barracks, 
in order that the men may not plead 
fgnorance. 
The feveral corps ia garrifon will fend 
to the town-major’s office, and take cdpies 
of all ftanding-orders. 
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35.—-PASSPORTS, 

(7th April, 1787.), All liquors conting 
into garrifon are to pafs through the Cal~ 
cutta gate, between guard-mounting and 
two o'clock, 

If any perfon attempts to bring in liquor 
through any other gate, or at any but thé 
prefcribed hours, or without the prefcribed 
paffport, the liquors fhall be feized, and 
lodged in the main guard, and reported at 
the relief, to be difpofed of as the officer 
commanding in garrifon hall order. 

(21ft April, 1787.) All things of value, 
chefts, packages, and furniture, are to pafs 
out of garrifon, through the Calcutta gate 
only in common, but in particular cafes, 
they may be pafled through any of the 
otheis, under certain regulations. 

(14th February, 1787.) The practice of 
granting leave to the foldiers to go to town 
is to be 1egulated as follows: 

Leave is only to be granted by the officer 
commanding each company, and not to 
mote than one out of ten of effective 
duty. 

The paffports are to be granted on the 
preceding evening, and all men who are 
indulged with leave, are to return during 
the hot feafon by ten o'clock, and during 
the cold feafon by eleven, 

‘The men to whom leave is granted are 
to carry their paflports to the adjutant to be 
regiftered, who will number and fign thems 
to be able to diflinguifh them again; and 
when they return, they are to deliver their 
paflports to him to be cancelled. Leave to 
remain out beyond the before-mentioned 
hours, or to be out of garrifon, is not to be 
granted, except in particular cafes, and 
theil only by the officer commanding the 

corps 
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corps. And paffports of this nature are 
to be regiftered, as well as the other. 


(2d Fune, 1788.) An alteration of the 
garrifon regulations having become ne- 
ceffary, to prevent an impofition which the 
prefent paffports cannot put a ftop to,— 
the paffports for liquor in future, to be 
made out as follow: 


Permit the bearer to pafs into garrifon 
with dozen of wine, or beer, or 
fpirits, (or whatever it be, contained in 
bottles, or cafks,) on my account. 

The following is the form for port 
liberty, 

Permit the bearer, John Thompfon, pri- 
vate, in the company under my command, 
to pafs out of garrifon on liberty, (or on 
duty,) and to return into garrifon by ten 
o'clock in the forenoon,

(11th, Fuly, 1790.) The commanding 
officer in garrifon finds it neceffary to re- 
peat, and to call particularly the attention 
of the officers on duty, to a ftanding regula- 
tion of the garrifon, forbidding all non- 
commiffioned officers or privates from be- 
ing permitted to pafs out of the fort, al- 
though furnifhed with paffports, through 
any other than the Calcutta fortie, unlefs 
when going to the hofpital; in which cafe 
their paffports are to exprefs their defti- 
nation, and to be prefented firft at, the 
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main guard, from whence an orderly, muft 
attend them, to the port through which, 
thcy require to go out. 

Garrifon non-commiffioned flaff or over. 
feer , (when in their unfoims cnly) arcal- 
low.d to pafs out whenever their duty may 
requ re it; and invalids, recruits, &c, mutt 
be permitted to pafs to the quarters that 
may be allotted themin the out works; but 
particular care is to be taken, by the port. 
feijeants, and officers commanding port- 
gua:ds, that under this plea, they are not 
deceived; and fuch as are fo quartered, are 
on no account whatever, to pals the out- 
er hairier, but when furnifhed with palf- 
ports, nor with fuch paffports, through 
any other than the Calcutta fortie, unlefs 
it be particulaily {pecified ; and that theper- 
fons furnifhed with fuch pafles be accom- 
panicd by an orderly from the main guard. 

The commanding-officer dire&ts, that this 
order be carefully explained to the port- 
ferjeants, as well as to the native officers 
commanding guards, and that they be made 
tounderfland, that they will be bronght to a 
very fevere account, if found guilty of 
inattention to the duty it prefcribes, 

(7th Aiguft, 1790.) The commanding- 
officer in garrifon, being thoroughly con- 
vinced that the advantage derived from the 
regulations requiring paffports, for proper- 
ty in parcels, or otherwife going out of 
the fort, in no degree counterbalances the 
great inconvenience that refults from it; is 
pleafed to order that no paffports fog fuch 
purpofesbe in future demanded, but that 
all fuch articles as may not be: fuppofed by 
the port-guards or fentries, to be conveying 
out without due authority, be allowed to 
pafs uninterrupted. |

36.—PROVISIONS. 

PG. O. 19th Ful, 1787.) One officer 
fiom each battalion fhall daily infpeé the 
provifions, and attend at the delivery of the 
{pirits: the provifions will be delivered in the 
morning and the fpirits at noon, at the 
barracks, in quantity confoimably to the 
terms of the contract, which are 2s follow: 

ON FULL BATTA. 

One pound of good beef or mutton, 

One pound of bread, or one feer of rice, 

Two feer of firewood, 

One chittack of falt, and,. 

Two drams of liquor, at 40 to the gallon. 

ON HALF BATYA. 

The fame allowance of meat, rice, firc- 
wood, and falt, every other day, and one 
dram every day 
. The provifions and liquors to be of the 
beft quality, and wholefome and good incat. 

From the firltof April, to the rit of Oc- 
tober, the troops are to receive mutton, 
and the remaining fix months mutton and 
beef, alternately. Atthe fame time it is al- 
lowed and permitted for the contractor to 
furnith fuch praportion of beef and mutton 
as may be agreeable to the foldiers, provid- 
ed thathe has not any objection, and that it 
meet with the approbation of the command- 
ing-officer. 

The officer, at his infpection of the pro- 
vifions, fhall lay afide fuch part of them as 
he may deem unfit to be ferved out to the 


troops, and report it to his commanding-- 


officer, who will order two additional offi- 
cers, on his part, to re-examine them, and 
their report fhall be final; and whatever 
part of the provifiohs is by them condemned, 
fhall be thrown into the river, or deilroyed; 
but if they declare them fit for ufe, the fol- 
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(Fers fhall receive them without murmnr. 

The commuting of provifions for liquor 
is abfolutely prohibited; but as there are 
cafes, in which it is neceflary to draw batta 
dry, the following rates fhall be paid, con- 
formably to the contract.

As the commanding-officers of battalions 
will particularly attend to the condud of 
recruits on their firlt arrival, and may deem 
it neceflury to prevent fome of them from 
drawing the whole allowance of fpirits, 
authority is given to the commanding-offi- 
cer, in fuch cafe, to duedt that they be paid 
for their diams by the contraor. 

The officers whofe duty it may be to in- 
{pect provifions, fhall aflemble at the main 
guard at noon, and go from thence to the 
liquor cellar, there to fee the quantity of li- 
quor, neceflary for each battalion, drawn 
off, and proceed with it from thence to the 
barracks, where they will fee the due pro- 
portion delivered to the head of each mefs; 
if more than fufficient for the day be drawn 
off, the officer who has fuffered it to be 
done, will return with it to the cellar and 
fee it lodged again therein. 

The quantity of batta to be drawn, fhall 
be daily afcertained by an abftract of the 
company, taken from the morning report- 
book, and figned by the officer command- 
ing it; which abftract fhall be the warrant 
for thedelivery oftheprovifions, and the rule 
to guide the officerin his duty of infpe@tion. 
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The junior officer of the main guard fhall 
attend the cellar duties; he fhall receive the 
key from the officer commanding the main 
guard, and deliver it back when the duty is 
done; he fhall fee the liquor ferved out to 
parties, or detachments that have not offi- 
cers to attend them, concerning which oc- 
cafional oiders will be given. 

(April 7th, 1787.) A room with two 
locks on the door, is to be fet apart for the {pi- 
rit cellar of the contraétor; one key his peo- 
ple will keep, and the other will be lodged 
with the officer commanding themain guard. 

The cellar is not to be opencd but in 
prefence of an officer. 

The contraétor will fend into garrifon 
every Monday, as much fpirits as will be 
neceffary for the week, with a palfport, 
fpecifying the quantity which is to be lodg- 
ed in the cellar. 

Thetime is to be fo regulated, that the men 
may have their liquor at dinner, and not 
on any account at any other time of the day. 

An officer of the main guard will be fent 
tofee thedrams ferved out, to feethe drams of 
the: fupernumeraries delivered to one of the 
garrifon {taff forthe whole of them, and the 
certificateforthe whole of the fupernumera- 
ries is to be figned by the fort adjutant; a- 
greeably to which, the number of drams is 
to be delivered. 

The officer on duty for receiving-the fpi- 
rits, is to attend in perfon at the cellar, to 


fee the quantity requifite for the corps drawn ” 


off, and to proceed with it to the place ap- 
pointed for ferving out the drams. 

If more than fufficient for the day be 
drawn off; he will return with the furplus 
liquor to the cellar, and (ee it again lodged 


therein. 
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He will demand the key of the cellar from 
the officer commanding the main guard, and 
again deliver it, after he has taken out the 
liquor and lodged the furplus; and the offi- 
cer of the main guard will deliver it and re. 
ceive it when returned. 

37.—PRISON AND PRISONERS 

(12th Fuly, 1,87.) Whenever an Euro. 
pean prifoner is permitted to go out of the 
place of his confinement, he is to be attended 
by two European or three native fentries, and’ 
it is to be obferved as a rule, that two prifo. 
ners are not to be fuffered to go together, 
Native prifoners are tobe attended by one 
European, or two native fentries, 

When the fentence ofa court martial is 
ordered to be carried into execution, on 
prifoners ccnfined in the main=guard, they 
are not to receive, during the 24 hours pre- 
ceding the appointed time, any food, except 
bread and water, for their fubfiftence, and 
are during that time to be lodged in the con- 
jee-houfe. 

Soldiers f ized’ by patroles, and fepoys on 
duty in the fort, whe commit offences, and 
are fent to the muain-guard, fhall be removed 
to the guard of their corps before the guard 
is relieved, or retained according to the na. 
ture of their offences ; in the firft cafe notice 
fhall be fent to the corps, and they will fend 
an efcort for the prifoner; in the latter cafe 
the prifoner fhall be removed to the prifon 
and reported, 

Soldiers taken in Calcutta, or other places 
out of the fort, or thofe who are confined 
for offences committed againft officers, of 
others not attached to the garrifon, fhall be 
fent to the main~ guard ; if accompanied by 
‘an efcort, or by the perfon offended, or by 


a written crime, they fhall be feng to the- 
“wpublic: 
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public prifon, and the crime and name of the 
parties {hall be entered in the report ; but if 
there be not an accufer, nora crime, the 
prifoner fhall be releafed at the next guard 
mounting ; in which cafe his name and the 
manner of his being fent, fhall be entered in 
the report, that if a ciime fhould afterwards 
follow, he may be traced if requifite.. 

If any prifoner fhould be violent or outra- 
geous, and beat or {trike the other prifoners, 
or aitempt to force the fentries, the officer 
fhall order him to be locked up in the dark 
prifon, and report it fpecially.. 

All prifoners except thofe in the conjee- 
houfe, hall be daily efcorted undera fufficient 
efcort to the terrace on the top of the prifon, 
and allowed to walk for exercife at fun-rife ; 
they may continue there an hour when the 
weather permits, but if the number of prifo- 
ners be too great to admit of indulging the 
whole at once, the officer will divide them, 
and Ict one party go in the morning and ano- 
ther in the evening, for an hour before fun- 
fet. In the town-majov’s office a regifter of 
p ifoners and crimes, fhall be kept in a book 
for the purpcfe, in which the names, dates of 
commitment, crimes, ,and accufers, fhall be 
entered; alfo the difcharge, and orders or 
authority for difcharge, and the removal’ or 
removals of the piifoner to the hofpital, or 
regimental guard, or any other place; and in 
genera] a full account of every tranfaction re- 
Jative to each prifoner, from the time of his 
commitment to his final removal from the 


cuftody of the garrifon guards, and the writ. 


ten crime once regiftered fhall not b chan 
ged or taken away without a {pecial order for 
the purpofe. 

At the relief of the guard, the captain of 
each guard will fend an officer to vilit the 
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feveralprifons, and to examine all the prifo- 
ners; the one on the prrt of the relieving 
officer, will take charge in form,.and the one 
on the part of the captain.going off duty, 
will deliver over the prifoners in his charge. 

The vifiting officer (above-mentioned) go. 
ing off duty, will fign a lift of the prifoners 
and their crimes, and deliver it to the vifiting 
officer who comes on duty 5 and he in return 
will fign the report, which the officer re‘ieved 
is to deliver to the captain of the main-guard 
going off duty, certifying that he has exa~ 
mined the prifoners,, and received them ac« 
cording to that report. 

Prifoners who fall fick are to be examined 
by the garrifon furgeon before they are re-- 
moved to the hofpital. 

When a prifoner is removed to the hofpi- 
tal, he is to be kept there in confinement; 
and when recovered, he fhall be fent back 
under an efcort to the main-guard, to be 
lodyed in prifon. 

Lvery prifon fhall be {wept daily, and the 
privy of the conjee-houfe fhall be cleaned 
anc wafhed at the time of opening the doors 
in the morning, and again before they are 
thut at nigh t,. ; 

Clean linen Mall'be-delivered to the pri- 
foneis daily at guard mounting,. by their own 
fervants, but the bundles fhall be previonfly 
examined jin: prefence of an officer of the 
guard., Incold weather they may have their 
quilts, but they fhall not have their coatsror 
hats in prifon. “ 

Tf liquors, or fruit, or tobacco, or che- 
reots, or provifions of any kind, fhould be 
concealed in the bundles containing the li- 
nen of prifoners in the conjee-houfe, or li- 
quors in thofe of the other prifoners, the: 
fervants fhall be fent to the captain of the. 


main-gagtd, . 
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main-guard, together with the prohibited ar- 
ticles, and he fhall caufe the offenders to be 
punifhed inftantly ; but the punifhment fhall 
not exceed twenty flripes with a rattan to 
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each offender. 

The prifoners fhall be fupplied with pro- 
vifions, in the fame manner as is obferved 
at prefent ; but they fhall not be allowed to 
have any more liquor than their daily allow- 
ance ; and their fervants attempting to carry 
in liquor, fhall be punifhed as directed in 
the laft article. 

Their women and children may be al- 
lowed to vifit them, but they fhall not ftay 
after retreat beating ; and if any of them 
fhould convey liquors to their hufbands or 
keepers, they fhall not be allowed to .,0 to 
them again. 

(t7th December, 1789.) The fecurity of 
the prifoners being confiderably weakened 
by a practice which has been lately followed, 
of not locking the prifon doors until 8 
o’clock, though evidently contrary to the {pirit 
of the garrifon regulations, the commanding- 
officer directs, that in future, they be always 
locked at fun fetting, on the prifoners being 
withdrawn from the terrace, and that the 
keys be, from that time, depofited with the 
captain commanding the main-guard. 

(6th Fanuary, 1790.) The commanding- 
officer dire&ts, that in future , whenever a pri~ 
foner may be removed to the hofpital, on 
the opinion of the garrifon furgeon, his re. 
moval fhall be notified in the reports of the 
main-guard, from which time his name is

A detail of all fuch prifoners fhall alfo be 
fent weekly by the officer on duty at the hof- 
pital, to the town major, and their removal 
notified to him whenever it fhall happen. 

(9th April, 1799.) To enable the town- 
major to keep with correétnefs the regifter 
of his office, as well as to regulate the pay-

The fisthasare notte tell liquor to any pri- 
vates, but thofe of the enrts ta which they 
are appointed: non-coramiffienad -of ficers

The futlers are permitted to make punch’ 
at their houfes, from retreat beating until 
gun-fire ; to admit the foldicrs to fit down 
there, to drink that, or wine, or beer, on 
any thing, except fpiritsunmixed; but they 
fhall refufe to fell to thofe whom the com- 
manding-officer {hall think proper to except.

The futlers are not to receive pawns or 
pledges, or promiffory notes, in penalty of 
forfeiting their licence, and paying the fines 
for which their {Ccurities are anfwerable: 
they are likewife not to give cicdit, on any 
pretence; and if they do it, payment will 
not be cnforced by the commanding officer, 
nor will he liften to any complaint on the 
fubjec. . 

The prices of all liquors fold by the fut- 
lers will be the fame as the nerrick of 
Calcutta, to be corregted by the commillary 
of bazars, allowing the diffrence of car- 
riage to garrifon. 

The futlers are not to bring any liquor 
jnto gairifon without an order from the 
commanding officer; to attain which, the 
fuller in want of liquor is to produce a 
fample of it, with the prices, to him; and 
if they be appioved of, the fample is to be 
-lédged at the aid de camp’s office, with a 
label on it, denoting the quantity and price, 
and the date when admitted; which fample 
will be returned when the liquor is expend- 
ed. 

‘The foldiers are ordered not to riot, nor 
to make difturbances in the futlers’ houfes : 
in cafes of difobedience of this order, the 
falter will apply to the guard neareft at 
hand, for affiftance, and the guard fhall take 
charge of the pefons whom the futler {hall 
point out, as offending againtt the order, 
and convey them in cullody to the barrack~ 
guard; and the prifoners fo confined thal] 
not be releafed ull the commanding officer 
wf the corps fhall order it—The fuer thall 
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at the next following guard-mounting, o 
earlier if he can do it, report to the officer 
of the battubon dutics, appomted by the 
refpective commanding officers, the names 
and offences of the men fcized by the guard, 
upon his application, and fhall profecute 
in cafe of a trial, 

Non-commiflioned officers and foldiers, 
having caufe of complaint againft the futlers, 
fhall make them to their captains, who wilt 
examine into the matter, @md between 
guard-mounting and noon they may caufe 
the futler to be called before them, to hear 
what isalledged: if the cafe fhould require 
examplary rdrefs, the captains will report 
it to the officer commanding the battalion, 
who will make further enquiry; and if he 
deem it neccilary to proceed to inflant no 
tice, he will commit the filter to the main. 
guard, and report it to the commanding 
officer in garrifon. 

Put in cafes which do not require inftant 
notice, the futlers are only to be confined 
by order of the commanding officer of the 
garrifon; and in all cafes where the futler 
is committed to confinement, he fhall be 
firit fent to his houfe, to lock it up and fe- 
cure his property. , 

The officer commanding the main-guard, 
will fund a non-commitlioned officer, anda 
file of fepoys, to fhut the barrier of the 
bridge, leading to the futler’s quarters, and 
mohuls at gun fiwe at night; at which time 
the non-commiflioned officers and foldiers 
are oidered to.xetire from both places to their 
barracks, 

‘Two mohuls are licenfed in garrifon, ag 
appendagestothe bazar, one for the artillery, 
its recruits, and garrifon f{laff; and the other 
for the infantry recruits of the feafon, 


The 
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The furgeons of the two corps will vilt 
the mohuls of the corps to which they belong 
every Saturday morning, and fend a written 
report of the ftate of the worren in the mo- 
huls to the aid de camp, for the information 
of the commanding-officer in garrifon. 

The recruits are not to be fuffered to go 
to the mohuls until they have been examincd 
by the firgeon ; foldiers infected by the ve~ 
neral difeafe, who fhall he detected in going 
to the méfluls, faall be confined to the fick 
room of the corps, and be put under ftoppages 
of 4 rupees a month for the cure of their 
diforder, and be obliged to find their own 
clothing and viQuals as at prefent; the fines 
impofed on them for this offence againft their

(M. C. oth May, 1788.) The Govern- 
or~general in Council, after revifing the 
regulations for the invalid cftablifhment, 
with a view to limit the great expence with 
which they are attended, as wellas to give 
them a permancnt form, applicable alike to 
any increafe or dccreafe of numbers, is 
pleifidto etablifh the following regulations, 
in lieu of thofe now in ferce. 


EUROPLAN, 
1. (G. O. 27th May, 1788.) Officers 


who, from age, wounds, or decline of 
health, find them felves unfit for active fervice, 
are required to fend their names to the ad- 
jutant general's office, fo that they may 
arrive there by the 1ft of Auguft, in order 
to their being removed from the corps to 
which they belong, and appointed with 
their refpective ranks to the new cftablith- 
ment’ of invalids. 

To guaid againft mifapprehenfion with 
refpect to the principle of the invalid efta- 
blifhment, the commander-in-chief thinks 
it proper to apprize the ofliccrsof the army, 
that agreeable to the former rules of this 
eftablifhment, as well as the general regu- 
Jations of other fervices, whenever an officer 
is transferred to the invalid cftablifhment, 
his promotion in the general lift of the 
army will ceafe; and that after having been 
once invalided, he cannot be re-admitted 
upon any other part of the eftablifhment. 


2.(°M. GC. 5th December, 1788.) Refolved, 
that an option be given to the invalid officers, 
either to go to Europe, (the ufual allowance 
being granted for their paifage) with a re~ 
commendation to the Hon. Court of Direc. 
tors, that they fhould reevive the: penfions 
of their re{peGive ranks, from the late Loy 1 
Clive’s military fund, provided the amount 
of their property docs not pieclude them 
from this benetit; or to remain in the 
country on the fame allowances as now 
are given to the fipernumerary officers, 
viz. the half pay and half batta of captains 
and all fuperior ranks, and the full pay 
and half batta of lieutenants and inferior 
ranks, 

3- (ibid.) Refolved, that thole officers 
who prefer remaining upon thofe terms jn 
the country be placed ona fiparate lif, and 
denominated invalid pentfioners; and that they 
beindulged with permiffion to refide wherever 
they may find it molt convenient to them- 
felves within the Company’s provinces, 

Ordered that the paymafler of artillery 
and garrifons bedirected to iffue their month- 
ly penfions upon pay-bills being produced, 
in the ufual form ; with a certificate on the 
back of each bill from the officer command. 
ing the ftation or detachment, mioft cone 
tiguous to the penfioners place of icfidencee 
that the penfioner is a€tuallyalive at the date 
of the bill which is intended to be prefented 
for payment.

The commanding-officers of ftations are 
required toexammine the men very particularly, 
and with the lifts to tranfnit to the adjutant. 
general an account of the pictenfions of fuch 
men as they conceive have claims to be in- 
dulged with a refidence and retreat in this 
country; which pretenfions the Commanders 
in-chief confiders can only arife from wounds 
or diforders contra&ted in the fervice, which 
have entailed on them a helplefs flate of i - 
firmity, or more than common length of fer~ 
vice, in the courfe of which they may have 
conducted themfelves with fobriety and atten” 
tion to their duty, claiming fuch an indub 


gence, 
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(G. O. 24th lay, 1788.) The non- 
tommiffioned and private of the Furopean 
corps who may be confidered by the com- 
mittee of furceons, diected to be afiembled 
on the auft of Auguift, as proper objects for 
the invalid eft bivhment, are to remain with 
and on the tiren ,th of thcit refpective corps 
until rhe Coremander-in chief fhall flue or- 
ders for their deftinations. 

(G. O. 23d October, 1789.) The Com- 
mander-in-chief is pleafed to dueét, that in 
future, the head furgeon of the hofpital at 
the prefidency, and the furgeon to the gar~ 
rifon of Fort William, fhall always be mem- 
bers of the committee ordered to be afiem~ 
bled annually, to examine the non-commif- 
fioned-officers and foldiais belonging to 
corps in gaiifon, who may be confidered as 
proper objects for being invalided.

15. ( idid. ) The commanding-officer at 
Monghyr ‘will procecd to form them into 
companies of the following fhength, as far 
as their numbers will go, and will continue 
from time to time to increafe the number of 
companies, as fait as the augmentation af 
men may admit of it, 

ESTABLISHMENT OF A COMPANY, 

2 fubadars, 8 havildars, 

4 jemadars, 8 naicks, 

and go fepoys. 

The companies fo conftiuted are to be 
formed into two battalions, each of which 
will be commanded by an officer cither of 
the invalid or effective eftablifhment, as the 
Commander-in-chief fhall think proper. 

‘The drummers of the invalid corps to be 
equally ‘diftributed between the two bat- 
talions, on the pay of privates, 

Whenever the number of companies fhal! 
exceed the complement of ten toa battalion, 
the additional companies fhall be kept as a 
foundation for an additional battalion. 

One ferjeant-major to be allowed for 
each battalion at Monghyr, with a flaff al- 
lowance of twelve rupees per month, 

A field officer to be ftationed at Monghyr,

A European adjutant is to be allowed to 
the invalids comps, with a ftafF allowence of 
four rupees per day, and fifty per month, for 
writers, fL.tionaiv and all incidental charzes: 
he is to refide at Monghyr 3 and to his of- 
fice the returns of the officer commanding 
the European invalids at Chunar and thofe 
of the officers commandiny the battalions 
at Monghyr, are to be made, for the pur- 
pofe of fra ning a general monthly return, to 
be tranfmitted to the adjutant-general, 

16. ( ibid.) It will be the duty of this 
officer likewife to form one genefal regifter 
of all the invalids, who may appear at the 
geneial mufter ordered to be taken on the 
sft of OGober at Monghyr, whether intend- 
ed for garrifon duties, or for the Boglepore 
eftablifhment. The regifter.is to be kept 
agreeable to a form, which will be furnifhed 
by the adjutant-general, and all cafualties 
are to be carefully noted therein from time to 
time ; to enable the adjutant todo which, 
cafualty lifts are to be fent with each bat. 
talion’s monthly return; containing the 
names and rank of each man dying, delert- 
ing, or who may defie his difcharge, ex- 
preffing alfo the corps in which he ferved 
when firft transfered to the invalid eftablith- 
ment, : 

(G, O. 23d Oober, 1788.) The adjutant 
to the corps of native invalids, is directed to

17. (Af. C.gth May, 1788.) Relolved and 
ordered, that it be made a ftanding and in. 
variable rule, that no more than the eftablifh- 
ment of non-commiffioned native officers, 
which may be require dfor the different com-~ 
panies to be conftituted as above, be enti- 
tled to the pay of their refpective ranks; 
whatever number may now be on the efta- 
blifhment in excefy thereto, may be permit- 
ted to remain at Monghyr on fepoy’s pay, 
and to fucceed to the vacancies in companies, 
as they occur. 

ThesBoard find it abfolutely neceffary, in 
order to effect by degrees a reduction in the 
prefent heavy and increafing expence of the 
native invalid eftablifhment, to reftrict the 
number ofcommiffioned officers, alfo retained 
as capable of garrifon duties, to the propor.

The vacancies which occur in the feveral 
compames for havildars and naicks, are to be 
filled up according to feriovity from the ha~

(G. O. 22d December, 1787.) When 
the feveral battalions of native infantry and 
the different companies of artillery lafcars, 
fhall have arrived at the flations they are 
directed to occupy by the orders for the ge- 
neral relief, the commanding-officers of fta- 
tions and detachments are to aflemble com- 
mittees of furgeons, the latter calling in the 
aid of the civil furgeons on the fpot, if there 
be any, for the purpofe of ex. mining fuch 
men of the native corps as are deemed fit 
objects for the invalid eftablifaments.

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diforders ; and when the whole of them is re- 
ceived, the Commanderin-chief will felect 
{ach as he deems objects for the invalid efta~ 
blifhments, and transfer them thereto, and 
order the others to be difcharged ; it being 
his intention to place the corps on the moft 
refpeGtable footing, by retaining in them 
fuch men only as are capable of contributing 
to their effective ftrength, and rendering them 
fit at all times for fervice; and as it may 
happen that fome men have contracted in- 
curable diforders in the fervice, from ha- 
ving been employed on particular duties and 
in unhealthy fituations, who might not be 
deemed entitled to the benefit of the invalid 
eftablifhment from the length of their fervice, 
according to the rules for invaliding now in 
force, the claims of fuch men ate to be par- 
ticularly certified and noticed in the lifts by 
their commanding-officers, that every atten- 
tion may be paid to their pretentions toa 
future provifion from Government, 

( G. O.27th May, 1788.) At the period 
prefcribed for infpecting the men of the re- 
gular native coips recommended for the 
invalid eftablifhment, an examination is alfo 
tobe made of the men forming the invalid 
companies, that fuch as are unfit for garrifon 
duties may be transferred to Boglepore, 

(G. O. 19th March, 1789.) After the 
men who are invalided from the feveral native 
corps in the armyattheannual period of invali- 
ding, fhall have aflembled at Monghyr, accor- 
ding tothe regulations of the gth May, 1788, 
itis to be propofed to them to take their final 
difcharges from the fervice, with lands in 
the diftri&s on which their native villages 
are fituated, upon the conditions fpecified in 
the minutes of council of the 18thFebruary 
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1789, of going to the Boglepore eftublith. 
ment, or of being incorporated in the bat. 
talions of native invalids 5 lifts of fuch as 
accept of the former propofition, fpecifying 
the purgunnahs and diftrits in which, and 
the yillages near which, they defire their land, 
are to be tranfmitted to the adjutant-ge. 
neral’s office as early as poffible, in order that 
it may be laid before the Board of Revenue, 
and the neceffary inftructions be fent by the 
to the different collectors, to provide the re!

19. (M. C. oth May, 1788.) No mm 
fhall be recommended for, or entitle | to, the 
benefit of the invalid eftablifhment, who 
fhall have ferved the Company lefs than ff. 
teen years, excepting fuch as may have heen 
wounded or contraéted incurable difouders 
in the fervice:—-diforders which men may 
have brought on themfelves or have not 
arifen from wounds onduty, fhall give them 
no claun to this eftablifhment, which 1s only 
intendéd for thofe who are worn out, or have 
{uffered from actual fervice, 

Ordered that no commiflioned or non 
commiffioned-~officer, who has not been 
difabled on aétual fervice, hall in future be 
entitled to the benefits of the rank he may 
hold at the time of being invalided, unlefs he 
fhall have actually ferved in that rank, for 
three years; if he has ferved a fhorter period, 
he fhall receive the portion of land and fub- 
fiftence only which is allotted to the next

That the lands be granted cither in fircar 
Bchar Shawhabad, or Rotas, or the zemin- 
dary of Benares, and in fuch villages as each 
individual may point out. 

That fhould any objection occur to the 
refidentat Benares, or the culleélors of the 
above diftricts, to granting wufle lands, to 
any individual in the village, which he may 
fix upon, they allot lands to him in fome of 
the villages moft contiguous thereto; and 
fo the granting of which no objection exifts. 

That wafte lands be granted to the in- 
valids, in the other diftriéts, exclufive of 
thofe. above-mentioned, in fuch particular in- 
ftances as the Governor-general and Council, 
may think proper. 

That the refident at Benares, and the 
colle&tors at Bahar and Shawhabad, be 
directed to make itarule, to Select, as far as

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cuveaton with the Icaft difficulty, and at 
th. Snalleft expence, and the quality of 
which may be fiuch as to afford a produce 
ad.quate to the labour of the village, and 
that they be contigious to paits of the coun- 
try now in a flate of culuvation ; in order 
that the invalids may have an opportunity 
of procuiing with greater facilty, fuch 
affiflance as may be requifite for enabling 
them to eflablifh themfelves upon their 
lands, 

That the original grantees fhall hold the 
lands allotted to. them, rent free for life, 
without being fubject to any tax or demand 
whatever. 

That the funnuds for the lands fo giant- 
ed in the zemindary of Benares, be made 
out under the feal of the Rajah, with a per- 
wannah of confirmation under the fcal and 
fignature of the refident ; and thofe in Bahar, 
Rotas, and Shawhabad, under the official 
feal and fignature of the colleCtors of thofedif- 
triéts ; and that the refidcnt and the culleclors, 
above-mentioned, be refpeAtively required 
to keep a regifter of all fuch grants, and 
that the former be directed to taanfimit 
copies thes cof, annually, tothe Goveinor-ge- 
neral-in-council, and the latter to the Board 
of Revenue, 

That upon the death of the original 
grantee, his Jands be continucd to his hciis 
atlaw, at a fixed jumma, to be allcfled in 
Benareg, by the refident, with the confent of 
the Rajah, and by the collectors aforefaid 
in ther refpective diftricts, upon an c{ti- 
mate of the a€lual nett produce, after de- 
duéting one tenth therefrom to be annually 
jid to the vetairdu, as malconnah by 
the movurrery holder, who fhall thence: - 
fin waid be confidered np on the fame foutura 
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as other perfons in the province, holding 


lands at a fixed rent, 


That the refident and the calleGtors a. 
bove-mentioned, having fixed the rent pay- 
able to Government, and the amount to the 
zemindar’s malconnah, af directed in the 
preceding article, fhall’‘canfe mocurrery 
funnuds to be diawn out and authenticated 
in the mode preferibed in the feventh arti 
cle, in the names of theheirs of the deceafed, 
who fhall accordingly hold the faid lands in 
perpetuity, fo long as they fhall continue to 
difchargethe rent and malconnah with which 
they may be foaffeffed. 


Thatifthe original grantee thall die within 
five years from the date of the grant, his 
heirs {hall continue to hold the lands rent 
free, until the faid pgriod of five years from 
the date of fuch grant fhall have elapfed ; 
at the expiration of which, the lands be 
affefled and held by them, as directed in the 
two preceding articles, 


That fhould any of the mocurrerydars a- 
forefaid omit to difcharge the amount of the 
Government's rent, and the malconnah pay- 
able to the zemindar ; their mocurrery leafes, 
with the rights and privileges thereto an 
nexed, be fold to the belt bidder for the il- 
quidation of the ammount of the demanils a 
gainttthem. 

And in order that the men, who may 
hereafter prefer this provifion to the Bogle- 
pore eftablifhment, may be the better ena- 
bled to provide themfelves with the inple- 
ments of hufbandry, andthe means of cul- 
trating the lands affigned to them, Tt has 
boca further sereed, to grant to the feveral

‘The regiment is to remain in the fer- 
vice of the Eaft India Company for the 
term of feven years, from the date of their 
airival in the Ealt Indies; and two years 
before the expiration of that time, notice 
mutt be given to His Majelty, in cafe the 
Company fhall think it neceflary to have the 
regiment in pay any longer ; as that will re- 
guire a new agreement, 


In cafe the regiment, or the whcle 
complement of the regiments, cannot be 
raifed, then the Company fhall take fuch 
number of recruits as may have been raifed 
for that purpofe, and pay all expences in- 
curred on that account. 


No deduétions whatever are to be made 
out of the money witch is agreed upon 
to be paid, according tothe particular ar- 
ticles. 


The regiment is to be put equally on 
the fame footing as His Majefty’s troops 
in the Eaft Indies, with regard to pay, 
rank, duty, and in every other refpe@, no- 
thing excepted. 

His Majefty not intending to profit in 
the leaft by granting the regiment for the 
fervice of the Company, it is on the other 
hand agreed; that the Company fhall pay 


all expences whatever incurred on that ac- 
count.

It being cuftomary with the German 
troops, to have two picces of cannon, 3 or

appointed by His Majefty for that purpofe, 
Baron Mounchhaufen, privy counfellor of 
the war-office at Hanover, and major-gene- 
ral Baron Bufsche: on the receipt of which 
the fubfiftence-money, for the men adually 
1aifud, is to be paid for the whole month 
of July ; and thus it is to continue the fol- 
lowing months, until a report be made of 
the whole being complete. 


In the like manner, the Company thall 
re-imburfe all expences incurred on account 
of fubfiftence of fuch reciuits as may have 
been actually made in the month of 
June. 


As foon as the firft battalion fhall have 
paffed in review, before the officers appoint. 
ed by the Company for that puipofe, the 
full Englifh pay for that firlt battalion fhall 


commence. 


The ftoppages are to be regulated as 
with the King’s troops; but their diftribu- 
tion is to be made according to the Hanove- 
rian method, 


The two cadets per battalion, are to 
receive the fame pay and allowance as thofe 
fent out by the Company. 


And whereas the regiment, from the 
day of its arrival, is in every refpect to be 
equally onthe famefooting as His Majefty’s 
troops in the Eaft Indies, all papers relative 
thereunto, and ftating the extra allowances 
in garrifon, as well as thofe called batta, 
are tobe tranfcribed, and ahnexed to thefe 
articles as part therof, 


The afore-mentioned batta being in- 
tended to anfwer all exigencies when in the 
field, no allowance is tobe made with regard 
to lofs of baggage. 

A com- 
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A commiffary from the Company is 
to be allowed, from time to time, to mutter 
the battalions, agreeable to the orders that 
may be iffued for that purpofe. 

The effeive men of the regiment 
are to be paid according to the monthly re- 
turn given into the paymafter ; and no profits 
allowed to the officers arifing from vacancies. 
ARTICLES CONCERNING THE CLOTH- 

ING AND EQUIPMENT OF THE REGI- 

MENT, 

A uniform is made up here, as a pat- 
tern for the reft; and if they can be furnith- 
ed cheaper in Germany, the difference is to 
be allowed tothe Company. All fire-arms, 
fwords, and belts, grenadier caps, and all 
accoutrements, as fpecified in the lift en- 
clofed: drums, colours, &c. to be paid for 
by the Company, according to the accounts 
which will be produced thereof, 

The camp equipage is furnifhed by the 
Company in the Eaft Indies; yet as itis 
‘thought neceffary to take on hoard, 

1 officer’s tent, 
8 private’s tents, and 
One bell tent, per thip, 

They are to be provided, before the em- 
barkation, at the expcnce of the Company, 
for which purpofe the accounts thereof are 
likewife to be produced. 

ARTICLES CONCERNING THE TRANS- 

PORT OF THE REGIMENT. 

All officers are to be allowed a free paf- 
fage, and the privates are to be put on the 
fame cftablifhment as His Majefly’s treops ; 
wherefore a copy of the papers, regulating 
the faid eftablifhment, is to be annexed to 
thefe articles. 

The paflage for two women per com- 
pany is to ke granted; but no children to 
be carried over, 
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The Company will, hereafter, provide 
for the return of the regiment. ‘The 
pailage for officers that return by command, 
or permiffion, of His Majefly, as likewife 
the tran{port of non-comimiffioned-officcrs 
and privates, that may have feived their 
time, muft be at the Company’s expence. 


ARTICLES PROVIDING FOR 
WOUNDED, AND INVALID, 
With regard to the cure of wounded 
and fick men, hofpitals, medicines, &c. 
particular articles agreeable to the exigen- 
cies of the fervice are to be drawn up. 
Thefe not having yet been adjusted with 
regard to the King’s troops in the Eaft In- 
dies, itis agieced, that His Majefty’s eleGtoral 
troops fhall be put upon the fame footing 
as his Britifh troops in that ccuntry. 


SICK, 


Officers obliged to return on account 
of wounds, or illnefs, with proper certifi- 
cates, are to have a free paffage granted by 
the Company; and to receive one year’s 
pay gratification on their return, In cafe 
wounds have rendered them invalids, they 
are to be allowed half-pay for life, accord- 
ing to their rank in the fervice, provided an 
oath, prefcribed by the decd of fettlement 
with Lord Clive, be made by a lieutenant- 
colonel, that he is not worth £ 3,000,

ARTICLES CONCERNING THE COMMAND 
OF THE REGIMENT AND IT’S JURIS- 

DICTION. 

With regard to the command of this 
corps, the regiment is, in every refpect, to 
be on an equal footing with His Majeity’s 
troops, the promotion of commiffioned of- 
ficers depending entirely upon His Majefty’s 
will and pleafure. 

And with regard to the military jurifdic- 
tion, a particular regulation thereof is

REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE TWO 
BATTALIONS OF OUR ELECTORAL 
TROOPS, DURING THE TIME OF THEIR 
SERVICE IN THE EAST INDIES. 

The two battalions are to be governed 
by their own martial law, and in the man- 
ner prefcribed by our ordinances in the 
EleGorate, under their commanding-officers. 

Inthe meantime, we confer to the com- 
manding-officer, in field or garrifon, the 
power of cognizance in mifdemeanois, 
relative to the fervice in field or garrifon, 
viz. upon guards, pickets, commands, &c, 
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with regard to commiffioned as well as non~ 
commifioned officers, and privates, in all 
cafes, where the fa& is fo clear, as not to 
require a great formality of trial, and 
which only amount to a fhort arreft, with 
refpe&t to commiffioned officers, and, coin- 
paratively, to the ufud punifhments for 
non-commiffioned officers and privates. 

Our Britif commanding-officer ia the 
Eaft Indies muft, however, in the above- 
mentioned cafes, infli& no other punith- 
ment, than what is ufual and cuftomary 
amongft our Electoral troops. ‘ 

Should a crime, in ficld or garrifon fer- 
vice, be committed, which deferves a hard 
corporal punifhment, or punifhment of 
death, and a judicial examination and in- 
quifition be required, then the Britith 
commanding general or officer, may put 
the delinquent under arreft; but he mutt 
deliver him up to the commanding officer 
of our Electoral troops, in order to proceed 
againft him according to the precepts of 
their martial laws; and the fentence, before 
it be carried into execution, is to be laid 
before the commanding general, or com- 
manding officer, who, in cafe the fentence 
fhould be found inadequate to the crime, 
or it fhould be deemed neceflary to aggravate 
the punifhment, on account of particular 
circumftances occuring, has a right to or- 
der a court martial to be held on that fub- 
je&; of all which tranfactions, hereafter, 
a report is to be made to us. 

Suppofing the poflibility, that the com- 
manding-officers on both fides, could not 
agree upon the fubjeét, then a report of it 
is to be made to us, and the cafe referred to 
our further pleafure. 

In order that all mifunderflandings or dif- 
putes which may happen between non-com~ 

miffioned 
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miffioned officers and privates, of the two 
different nations, may be adjufted in the 
fhorteft manner, and in order that a mutual 
confidence and good ha:mony may always 
fubfilt, the command. on both fides are 
to appoint two officer:, fos the purpofe 
of enquiring into fuch difputes ; who are 
either to fettle the affairs themfelves, or, if 
neceffaly, to make a report thereof to their 
refpective commandcrs. 

In general, our Electoral troops ferving 
in the Eaft Tndies, are to enjoy the fame pri- 
valeges, inevery refpeSt, which are lowed 
to our Britith troops there on fervice. 

We are foiry to obferve, notwithftand- 
ing ourexprefscommand, that Liis Majefty’s 
forces fhould be properly accommodaied with 
barracks, or places to lodve in, when not 
in the field, and that in general the fame at- 
tention fhould be paid to their welfare as to 
that of the Company’s own troops, there 
fhould have been any ground of complaint on 
the above accounts from Fort St. George. 
Copy of a letter from Lord Maclecd to the 
fecretary at war, and of his letter to us on 
the fubjeét, are tranfmitted for your further 
information; and we now moft pofitively 
enjoin you to take effectual care, that every 
proper and neceflary accomodation be made 
for the reception of His Majefty’s troops on 
their arrival at your prefidency. 

You will obferve, by the 17th fection of 
an act pafled in the laft feflion of Parliament, 
of which you receive copies by this con- 
veyance, that the Company are to pay two 
Jacks of current rupees per annum, for each 
regiment of a thoufand men, and in that 
proportion, for a greater or Icis number fent 
at their requifition to the Eaft Indies, for the 
Company’s fervice, oyer and above the ex- 
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treordinaties now born and lefrayed by the 
Company; and thith: yay cf the troops 
alzady fint is to be computed from the 
2ath of June, 1781, and of thof2 to be here- 
after fent, from the time of their embarka- 
tion. You will therefore take care, that 
the fubfiftence of His Majefty’s forces at your 
fsitlement be provided for, and regularly 
paid, to the orders of the officers command. 
ing cach refpective regiment. 

(G.L. OG. D. 29th Fanuary, 1782.) 

Since clofing our letter of the a5th init. 
we have received from the Lords Commif- 
fioners of His Majelty’s treafury, a minute 
of their lordfhips, in the following words: 

“ Reqneit the Court of Directors to give 
‘ orders, that fo much of the moncy to 
“‘ be paid to the publick by the India 
** Company, for His Majefty’s forces em- 
ployed or to be employed,on their fer- 
vice, according to the a& of the laft fef. 
fion of Parliament, and eftimating the 
rupee at two fhillings and one penny, 
as fhall remain due beyond what may 
have been, or fhall, hereafter, be paid in 
India, to the orders of the commanding- 
officers of corps for the fubfiftence 
of the officers adtually there, and of 
the effective non-commiffioned officers 
and private men, be paid into the hands 
of the Commander-in-chief of His Ma- 
jefty’s land forces in India, for the time 
“ being, to be by him remitted home to the 
‘© pay-mafter-general.” 

As the above requifition is perfely 
agreeable to us, we hereby revoke the in- 
fiructions contained in our faid letter of the 
25th inftant, relative to the remittance of 
money onaccount of His Majefty’s troops, 
propofed to be made by bills of exchange

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to be drawn by thsGovern general and 
Council, upon the Court of Dircstors; and 
we now direst that fo mmch money as {hail 
remain due fiom the Company buyond what 
may have been, or thall hereafter be, paid 
in India, to the orders of the commanding 
officers of corps, for the fubliltence of 
the officers actually there, and of the cFec- 
tive non-commitlioned officers and private 
men, be paid by our Governor-general and 
Council of Bengal into the hands of the 
Commander - in - chief of His Majelly’s 
land forces in India; care being firit taken 
to afcertain, by frequent mutters, the ex- 
act amount fo to be paid as aforeliud ; it he- 
ing our meaning that no part of the faid 
inftruGtions fhall be revoked, except that 
which relates to remittances only. 

a. (M. C. sth Sept. 1788.) Ordered, 
that the following paragraph of the Com- 
pany’s general letter, dated gth April, 1788, 
be publifhed in general orders to the army. 

The regiments which His Majefty has 
been gracioufly pleafed to raile for fervice 
in India are, 

The 74th commanded by Major General 
Sir Archibald Campbell, 

The 75th by Colonel Abercrombie, 

The 76th by Colonel Mulgrave, and 

The 77th by Colonel Marth, 

The three latter and four companies of 
the former embark on the fhips now under 
difpatch, and are to do duty as follows :— 
the 74th’at Madras, the 75th and 77th 
at Bombay, and the 76th at Bengal. 

3. (ibid.) Refolved, that all officers in 
the fervice of the Eaft India Company, 
who fhall accept of commiffions in His 
Majefty’s fervice, thall from that time be 
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efleemed to huve relinquifhed: thes Com- 
pany’s fervice. a 

4. (ML Cy 27th Fune, 't 788.) Agreed, 
that the pay and fated allowances of His 
Majefty’s troops ferving under the prefiden- 
cy, be made exaétly equal to the corref- 
ponding ranks, in the Company’s fervice, 
as recommended by the Governor - general, 
and that the Commander-in-chief be re- 
quefled to publith the fame in general or- 
ders.——The refolution is to have effect as 
foon, and in fuch particular form and de- 
tail, as the {tate of the accounts will ad- 
mit. 

Ary advantage arifing to the officers in 
the Company’s fervice, fro a cdiftribution® 
of the off-reckoning fund, is not to be con- 
fidercd es anarticle of eftablifhed allowance, 
to be enjoyed equally by the officers of His 
Majelty's troops. 

"The difference between the amount of 
the oF¥-reckonings, and the actual expence 
of the clothing, is a fund fubjeé& to inter- 
nal regulations in both fervices. ~The Haft 
India Company in the two lacks of rupees, 
payable for each of His Majefly’s regiments 
of one thoufand men, provide for the full 
Britifh pay, which includes the clothing 5 
and therefore is not again to be fubjected to 
an additional expence upon the fame ac- 
count. 

An allowance from the Company equal 
to one fhare of the aff-reckoning fund, has 
been authorized for the time paft, to the 
field officers of His Majefty’s fervice at- 
tached to corps: what is due upon this ac-~ 
count to the 31ft July, 1788, is to be dif- 
charged; but the allowance difcontinued in 
future. ; 
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“The eftablithed pay’ accounted for to the 
officers in His Majefty’s fervice, ought ta 
have been exaétly equal to the pay of the 
correfponding ranks in the Company's fer- 
vice; this hasnot been the cafe; an addition 
to His Majefty’s fubfiftence having been 
paid to the officers, whereby that fubfiit- 
ence was immediately made up equal ta the 
Company's pay; and confequently, His 
Majefty’s officers, when their arrears are 
difcharged, receive the amount of thefe ar- 
rears more than what is received by the 
correfponding ranks in the Company’s fer- 
vice, 

It is therefore ordered, that from and after 
the xit of Anguft, 1788, the arrears of His 
Majelty’s troops, (the poundage of the pri- 
vates excepted) for one year in each 
rank, fhall be added to the fubfiftence mo- 
mney of 365 days, and the fame converted 
into fonaut rupees, at the exchange of two 
fhillings and one penny the current mpee ; 
to which fum (if it fhall be lefs than the 
Company's pay) fuch addition is to be made 
as to render it exa‘t'y equal to the Com-

When that table was prepared, the ad of 
the 23 of His prefent Majefty was over- 
looked, whereby two days full-pay is added 
to the arrears of commiiltoned-oficers, 
which ufed formerly to be retained by the 
agents for the purpofe of difLharging fees of 
office; owing to this circumftance, the ar- 
rears, aS ftated in the faid table, were put 
down at what they were prior to the 25th 
of December, 17%3: the error is now cor- 
rected, and the following table is ordered 
to be fubftituted in the place of that publif- 
cd the at of July lait, from the 1ft of Jae 
nuary neat, 1,89.

SECTION XVIi. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


1. (AZ. C. ad May, 1786,.—C. of D. 
21/2 September, 1,85.) Conceiving the care 
of our fick and wounded foldiers to be an 
object dictated by found policy as well as 
humanity, we have beftowed particular at- 
tention in examining that fubject, and the 
inveftigation has pointed out to us the pro- 
ptiety of tranfinitting to you, precife regula- 
tions for the conduét of our hofpitals ; thefe 
regulations have in view to remove evesy 
chance of the troops fuffering, froma want 
of proper attention, comfortable accommo- 
dations, good medicines, diet, hofpital ne- 
ceflaries, 8c, and to‘eftablith fuch a controul 
over the feveral departments of the hofpital, 


as will limit the annual expences to what are’ 


merely neceflury, and afcertainthe charges 
with accuracy: we have likewife in contem. 
plation to abolith the abfurd practice of al- 
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lowing furgeons to benefit in proportion to 
the number of fick under their care, orto 
derive any advantage in confequence of their 
remaining a length of time in the hofpitals, 
which under fuch a fyftem mutt be too often 
the cafe, to the prejudice of the {urvice, and to 
the great difgrace of humanity; but at the 
fame time that thefe regulations are parti« 
cularly direéted againft any degree of abufe, 
they hang out encouragement to men of a- 
bilities and character to profecute the medi- 
cal line in India, by eftablifhing teafonable 
profp2c&ts to individuals and a regular pro~ 
greffion of rank, from the highelt to the 
loweft {tation in the Company's fervice.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING MILITA+ 

RY HOSPITALS IN INDIA. 

Having thought fit to reform the medical 
department in India, and to place our military 
hofpitals on a regular fyftem, by which their 
annual expences may be reduced and accu- 
rately afcertained, the fick and wounded pro~ 
perly attended to, and the grofs abufes check~ 
ed of receiving into the hofpitals men with 
trivial complaints, to the great lofs and pre- 
judice of the public fervice; the following 
rules and orders are henceforth to be elta- 
blifhed at the different prefidencies. 

That the Governor-general in Council 
fhall appoint an Hofpital Board, which fhall 
confit of the direor (phy/ician-general)chief 
furgeon, and{urgeon of the hofpital eftablifh- 
ed at head quarters, for the purpofe of direct~ 
ing the neceffiry regulations and arrange- 
ments for all the hof; itals of the prefidency. 

That the members of the Hofpital Board 
fhall recommend to the Gevernor and 
Council, the moft able and defzrving 
officers, to direct and fuperintend the du- 
ties at each hofpital; and are to be refponfi- 
ble for the conduct of thofe who may be 
appointed in confequence of their recom- 
mendations, When a vacancy of furgeon, 
at the head of any of the hofpitals, fhall 
take place, the Hofpital Board will recom- 
mend to the Governor and Council, the 
moft deferving regimental furgeon, for the 
fucceflion; the moft deferving hofpital mate, 
to fuccezd the regimental furgeon; and the 
molt deferving regimental mate to fuccced 
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the hofpital mate. But alchouch the moft 
ample encouragement is hereby given to 
merit, yet it muftalf> be underftuod, that 
feniority and equal merits are to. have the 
fit claims to promotion. 

(MM, C. 2d Auguft, 1786.) The eftablifh. 
ment of the Hofpital Board being a military 
re¢ulation—Ordered, ‘That all the officers 
dependent thereon, be paid from the military 
department. 

(G. O. 11th November, 1788.) (44. C. 
24th Oéfober, 1788.) Refolved, that the 
Hofpital Board be compeofed, as at prefent, 
of three members; but that the title of 
phyfician-gencral, annexed to the fenior 
member ofthat Boar’, be abotithed ; that 
inlicu thereof, the perfon appointed to that 
fituation be denominated Prefident of the 
Hofpital Board; and that the other two 
members confift of the chieffurgeon, and 
of the head-furgecn, for the time being, of 
the gencral-hofpital at the prefidency fta- 
tion, 

That the fenior member of the Hofpital 
Board, do receive as fuch, the falary af 
fizned to the fituation of the phyfician- 
general; and that all the members of the 
Hofjttal Board be confidered as furgeons at 
the prefdency, and entitled to the allow~ 
ances annexed to that ftation, 

(MM. C. 24th Ofober, 1788.) Refolved, 
in confiveration cf the importance of a pro. 
per difcharge of the dutics annexed to the 
{tation of a member of the [efpital Board, 
and of the experience requifite for the 
charge of a general-hofpital, that thefe fitua- 
tions be always filled up bya feledtion from 
the moft capakle praQidoners, without any 
other regard to feniority, on tne lift of full 
furgeons, thin may be derived from equal 


{kill 
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fisil\ and abilities in their profeffion ; and 
further, that no perfon be eligible thereto, 
who hag not ferved two complete years, im- 
mediately preceding the time at which thy 
may be candidates for fuch appoinunents, 
either as aprefidency furgeon, alurg:on toa 
European battalion, er the gatrifon of Foit 
William ; but ag an immediate adoption ¢f 
the laft part of this regulation, mi: ht eype- 
rate to the exclufion of fome fenior furgeons 
now holding civil appointments, who in the 
early part of ther favice have pei formed 
their full fhare of military duties, itis agreed 
torelax, in areafonable degree, for a time, 
from the reftriions it impofes, if vacancies 
fhould occur, before thefe who are other. 
wife well qualified for the charge, have had 
an opportunity of ferving the preferibed 
period as military furgeon-, or as furgeons 
at the prefidency. 

3.( MLC, 22d May, 1786.) (C. D.arft Sep. 
tenber, 1785.) ‘Pbat as the head-furgeons 
of the hofpitals are to be refponfible for the 
conduct of the officers under their com 
mand, and that the bufinefs of their refpec- 
tive hofpitals fhall be difcharged with flcall 
and integrity, they are henceforth to have 
the power of tufpending any of the inferior 
officers v.ho may attempt to difobey their 
orders, or prove negligent or inattentive to 
the pullic fervice; in which cafe, they are 
to report the coaduSt of fuch oficers to the 
Tofpi:al Board, who are to ly the fune 
before the Governor and Council, to be 
confirmed or fet alide as they may judge 
expedient, 

"That the head-furgeon of every hofpita 
fhall affign the feveral parts of duy to the 
inferior furyeons and others employed at his 
holpital ; and fall diveSt that the fick be 
conveniently lodged in wholefone wards, 
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having a free circulation of air; that they 
be kept clean, and not crouded in their apart- 
ments, and are regularly fubfifted aztcea 
bly to the diet tables eflablifned for that pur- 
pofe; they are alfo empowerel to dilmifs 
fuch of the nurfes, furvants, ar attendants, 
as they fhall find neglizent or ill qualified for 
the buline® of the hefpitu, 

"That the chief or head furgeon of cach 
hofpital, fhall be refponfible, that fuch of dhe 
non-commifioned-oficers, drums, or pri- 
vates, as are admitted into their refpective 
hofpitals, be regularly fupplied with aclean 
cut, or cradle, a large pillow, frefh bed- 
cloaths, a frefh gown, cap, fhirt, and long- 
drawers, and that thofe whofe cafes may re~ 
quire it, fhall have a frefh fhilt of clothes, 
a bed and a finall pillow or two if neceflary, 
he is alfo to take particular care, that no 
perfon belonging to the hofpital fhall receive 
any reward or emolument from the patients 
in the hofpital, and to difmifs all fuch who 
fhall attempt advantages of that nature. 

4th, (ibid) ‘That non-commiffioned-of- 
ficers, drums and privates fhall only be ad- 
mitted into the general-hofpitals, on their 
producing an order figned by the command~ 
ing-oflicers of the corps to which they belong, 
{pecifying their names, tank and the number 
of the company and regiment,— This order 
tu have a certificate from the furgeon or fur- 
gzon's mats of their refpective regiments, 
annexed to it, (tting forth their age, dif 
temper or wounds, and the day of their being 
{ent into the hofpital, to whicn the bead fur- 
gzon of the hofpital fhall attach tue initials of 
his name, with tue day of the month on which 
the patient was received; he is clio to r- 
cord ina book, to be kept for that purpofe, 
the names of th: patients reecived, theirages 
and difzafes, &e. und worn they are diftnified 

from. 
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from the hofpiial, they are to be fent to their 
refpective regiments, accompanied with a dir 
charge from the head furgeon, mentioning 
their names and rank, the time thcy were 
in the hofpital, and the day on which they 
were difcharged; recording the fame in 
the hofpital day-book already mentioned. 
All vouchers fpccifying the time of admif- 
fion and difmiffion of non-commiffioned- 
officers and privates, &c. to and from the 
hofpital, are to be {ent by the deputy pur- 
veyor to the paymafter of the troops for that 
diftriG, on the laft day of every month, or 
as often as fhail be found neceflary, for re- 
gulating the eftablifhed floppages of daily 
fubfiftence for the fick of the regiments, 
which ftoppages are to be uniformly appli- 
ed in difcharging fuch of the hofpital ex- 
pences as the Governor and Council fhall 
dire.

fpeGting the fituation and treatment of the 
fick. 

11. (ibid.) That the head furgeon of each 
hofpital fhall vifit the regimental ‘hofpitals in 
their particular diflriis as often as poflible, 
without neglecting the hofpital under their 
particular charge ; and the officers of the 
Hofpital Board, fhall frequently vifit the 
general hofpitals at the out ftations, on leave 
being obtained trom the Govcinor. 

12. (ibid.) "Phat the officer commanding 
in chief at each of the prefidencies, fhall fee 
and dire&t that good order and difcipline be 
kept up in all the hofpitals; and that the 
chief-furgeons, aswell asthe furgeons, pur- 
veyors, apothecaries, and furgeons’ mates, 
&c. under them, fhall difcharge their re- 
fpective duties completely. In cafe of ne- 
gle& or mifbehaviour in any of the officers, 
the Commander-in-chief is to report the 
fame to the Governor and Council, who will

13. (tid.) That the Governor and Coun- 
cil, fhall direct the medical ftores to be placed 
under the care of am apothecary,’ who has 
been brought up ina druggift’s fhop; and 
that the reccipts and expenditures of the 
Rores fhall be accounted for, according ta 
the form laid down in the paper No 1, 
hereunto annexed. The apothecary fhall 
not, however, iffke any medicines without 
an order figned by the Hofpital Board ; and 
fhall once in three months give in a flate of 
the {tores, with the expenditureand vouchers, 
as wellas a liftof fuch medicines as may be 
wanted for the fervice of the next quarter. 
When any of the medicines are damaged, 
a furgcon and two mates are to furvey them, 
and to report fuch as are unfit for fervice to 
the Hofpital Board, who will condemn, and 
difpofe of them, as they fhall think proper. 

Forms and regulations to be obferved by 
the apothecary medicinal flore-kecper, at 
each of the prefidencies in India, 

When the medicines arrive from Europe, 
the chelts are to be regularly ranged, accord- 
ing to their numbers, anda packing invoice, 
pafted upon a fheet of palteboard, to hang 
in the moft confpicuous part of the ftore, 
for the purpofe of direéting him the more 
readily to find the articles wanted.

N. B. By hofpital affortments is meant 
a certain proportional quantity of medicines 
and materials neceflary for the fervice of a 
particular hofpital: thofe for an hofpital 
above 500 are to be termed large, and thofe 
for an hofpital under that number, finall 
hofpital affortments ; thefe affortments, neat- 
ly prepared, are to be kept on the medicine 
{tore, ready for fupplying any of the hofpi- 


tals as foon as required, and to confift of 
medicine, utenfils, &c. proportioned to the 
number of men the hofpital is intended to 

contains 
When medicines are fent to the hofpital 
in large quantities, they are to be put up in 
large boxes, tins, and bottles; but if the 
apothecary, or the perfon who has the charge 
of the medicine ftores, cannot get fuf- 
; ficiency 
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Bciency of veffels to anfwer the demands from, 


the feveral hofpitals, the medicines fhould 
be put into boxes caniftered, and bottles of 
different fizes, marking on each the quan- 
tity they contain; by which the hofpital 
ftore will be fupplied with a proper variety 
of containing veflels, and confequently the 
orders of the regimental furgeons will be 
the more ‘readily fupplicd. 

By the above method, it will appear that 
the quantity of every medicine remaining in 
flore, may be found by a bare infpection, 
without fpoiling the medicines by an ac- 
tual furvey, which is only required for thofe 
articles taken out and placed upon the 
fhelves, marked credited and not iffued. A 
proper quantity of medicines, fufficient for 
the fervice, may be kept without charging 
the hofpitdl with an unneceffary load on the 
one hand, or letting the army be in want of 
medicines on the other. ; 

14. (idid.) That the Governor-general 
and Council fhall appoint a purveyor at the 
prefidency, for taking care of all the ftores, 
medicines excepted, who will receive from 
the Hofpital Board full infiu@ions on the 
fubje&t of providing for the hofpitals, hof- 
pital-nurfes, or attendants, provifions, and 
other neceffaries for the fick. 

The purveyor is to open a {ct of books, 
{lating the quantity.and price of provifions, 
and other articles, purchafed by order of the 
Hofpital Board ; he is alfo to make outa 
monthly ftate of his receipts and expendi- 
tures, and to tranfmit the fame to the Hof- 
pital Board once in every quarter, (af pre/ent 
every month) {pecifying the quantities remain- 
ing in ftore. The purveyor’s books are to be 
open for the infpe@tion of every member of 
ouncil or Hofpital Board, or any of the 
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head-furgeons of the hofpitals, wheneverthey 
fhall think ftto examine them. The pur- 
veyor fhall have a deputy at each general- 
hofpital, who fhall purchaf the provitiins 
according to the direction of the hofpital- 
furgeon, and enter all his purchafes and ex- 
penditures in a fet of books, to be kept for 
that purpofe, which are to be open for the 
infpe@tion of the head-furgeon and his mater, 
as well as the officers commanding corps, 
in the diftié belonging to the hofpital. 

(AL C. 10th Fune, 1786.) The fupplies 
of every kind, which are directed hy the re- 
gulations, are to be furnifhed by the pur- 
veyor, fiom the time he, or his deputy, re- 
ceives charge of the hofpital, at each ftation, 
agreeable to the indents of the head-furgeon. 

Should a general-hofpital be fixed at any 
ftation, where there are no buildings the 
propeity of the Company, which can be 
allotted for this purpofe, the purveyor is to 
provide fick quarters till proper hofpitals are 
provided. 

The hofpital buildings are tobe kept ina 
proper ftate, as to trifling and neceffary 
conftant repairs; but, fhould any alteration 
or material repaiis be found neceffary, the 
purveyor is not to make them but by the 
order of the Council, on a-repreféntation 
from the Hofpital Board. 

The purveyor is to be directed, as foon.as 
the flations for general-hofpitals are fixed, 
to appoint a deputy and proper perfons to 
tranfact, the bufinefs at each hofpital.. The 
purveyor is tq report to the Hofpital Board 
the names of his deputies ; and fhould he at 
any time remove any of them, and appoint 
others, he isto acquaint the Hofpital Board.

«Lhe purveyor’s bills, accompanied by 
the head furgeon’s indents, as vouchers for 
aiticles fupplied, and daily reports figned by 
iIm head furgeon and countefigned by the 

‘communding-oficers, as vouchers for the 
diet, clothing, &c. are to be fent to the 
Hofpital Buaid; the bills when audited and 
certified by the Hofyital Board, to be paffed 
by the commiffary general, and paid by the 
paymatter of garrifons in regular courfe with

The purveyor is to make a monthly efi- 
mate of dibufements, to,be tranfinitted for 
approval to the Hofpit.l Board, who will 
make fuch alterations as they think proper; 
the eftimate when approved is to be tranf- 
mitted to the paymafter, and as the dict and 
other aitules furnifhed for the ufe of the 
fick, require daily expenditure of cafh, the 
purveyor is to draw fuch fums as he may 
Lave occafion for, not exceeditig half the a- 
amount cf the eftimate, from the paymufter, 
giving receipts for fuch advance. 

(AL C a7th dugn/ft, 1788.) Refolved 
and ordered, that the following regulations 
be added to thofe naw in force for the office 
cf purveyor ; 

That the purveyor fhall, in every cafein 
which his bill excedds the fum allowed by 
the tegulations, apply to the head furgeon 
for zn explanation of the excefs, which he 
fhall tranfmit to the Hofpital Board, with the 
bill, and without which explanation the re- 
trenchment fhall ftand againgt himfclf, 

That if the furgeon either negleéts to fur- 
nifh the purveyor with the explanation re- 
quired, of the reafons he gives are not found 
fatisfactory by the Hofpital Board, the a- 
mount of the retrenchment fhall in that cafe 
be recovered from the furgeon, 
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As it may frequently happen that the head 
furgeon may fall into an eacefs of expenditure, 
through mere inadvertency, cr from vot her 
ving fuficient leifure fiom his othe: necefiiny 
employments, to examine the hofpital books ; 
and as the purveyor and his deputy have no 
other duty than to keep the accounts, and 
are allowed a large cftablifhment of clerks 
to aflift them, the purveyor or his deputies 
fhail, every week, or oftener if required by the 
head furgeon, furnith him with an account 
of the expenditare, in order that he may be 
enabled to take the ealieft opportunity of 
checking any excels that may appeat likely 
to happen. 

15. (ALC. 16th Fuly, 1-87.) The Right 
Honourable the Governor-general in Coun. 
cil, having found it neceflary to make feveral 
alterations and additions to the prefent ex- 
ifting regulations in the medical department, 
refolved, that from and after the rt of Sep- 
tember next, the following be confidered as 
the ftunding orders and regulations of Go 
vernment, upon the points to which they re~ 
late, and that the forgyer regulations relative 
to thele points, de ceafe upon the latt day of 
Augutt next.

KA TABION OF NATIVE INFANTRY, 

As a reduction hecomes neceflary, from 
the comparative ftrength of the corps at this 
period, and when the prefent allowances 
were 
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ere firft cftablifhed, it is therefore fixed, 
for each battalion of native infantry, at 
St. Rs. 120 per month, (ws 150 Rs.) which 
is calculated upon the propoition of ficld 
medicine allowance, granted for a regiment, 
by the regulations of March, 1781. 


(1, C.20th Noveml er, 1786.) Refolved, 
that the head furgeon of the hofpital, be al- 
lowed to draw as formerly 150 rupees per 
menfem for each fepoy battalion, at the fla- 
tion to which he belongs within the provinces, 
and 200 for each ftation in the field; but 
that whena battalion is detached, the allow- 
ance to th: head furzeon for iuch battalion 
do ceafe, and the furgeon or mate proceeding 
with ir, be permitted to draw the fame allow- 
ance, in confideration of which, and of the 
ufual ftoppages from the men, all medical 
charges except doolies fhall be borne by the 
furgeons.

As in the prefent fate of affains, we cari- 
not admit of any unneceflary expence; we 
have come to a refolution, and direét, that 
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no more furgeons or affiftant-furgeons, than * 
thofe neceflary for the feveral hofpitals and 
eftablifhments, fhall draw pay or allowance 
from the Company.—The fupernumeraries 
mut depend on their private practice, ’till 
vacancies fall sas it was not our intention, in 
permitting furgeons of any defcription, to 
proceed to India, to practice in their profef- 
fion, that they fhould immediately on their 
arrival receive pay, unlefs appointed to fome 
ftation in confequence of vacancies.

STORES, THEIR DEPUTIES AND 
CONDUCTORS, 

24. All ordnance and military ftores are 
to be delivered over to the officers of ord- 
nance at the fixed ftations of the army, and 
when a brigade or any confiderable body of 
troops fhall take the field on actual fervice,

Whenever a fupply of ordnance or ftores 
is fent to any detachent, an invoice there- 
of fhall be fent by the officer of ordnance, 
to the commanding-oflicer of the brigade, 
‘or corps to which fuch detachment belongs. 

(22d Fanuary, 1788.) ‘To remove, as 
much as polhible, the neceffity éF recurring 
to the commiflaries of fupplics, for the pro-

All empty ferviceable barrels, and all copy 
per hoops, rivets, &c, which are not indif.

general magazine, at Fort William, annu- 
ally, by return boats; and alfo unferviceable 
ftores, of which invoices fhall be regularly

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The commiffaics and other officers of 
ordnance arediligently toattend to the prefer- 
-vation of ftores under their charge, to keep 
them always arranged and difpofed in the 
moft regular and proper manner, fo as they 
may be enabled to obey orders for iffues with 
fecility and difpatch. 

That every commiffary and other officer of 
ordnance, recciving charge of a magazinc 
or ftores, fhall examine their quantities, and 
not depend upon the returns delivered by the 
officer relieved or quitting charge; as the per- 
fon in office at the time of any furvey, will 
be made anfwerable for the balance remain- 
ing in {tore according to the books, 

That the Buzar or pueca maund of Cal- 
cutta, containing cight tolas in the {eer, and 
equal to 82 pounds avoirdupois, be made 
the ftandard weight of all accompts of ftores; 
that the commiffarics, deputy commiffaries, 
and conductors of ordnance, be direted to 
furnifh themfelves with tables of the weights 
of every different ftation, reduced to this 
ftandard; and that the indents, invoices, 




















1eceipts, and iffues, do always fpecify this 
weight. 

That all filled and fixed cannon-ammuni- 
tion be wrapped up in pieces of cotton cloth 
longer than the cartridges, fo that they may 
fold under the ends of the cartridges, when 
packed, preferring for this purpofe cloths. 
either black or deep green dyes. 

That in fixing cartridge-bags to bottoms, 
they be tyed in two grooves, and firfl in that 
which is farthelt from the powder 5 when.

In order to prevent corps or detachments 
being charged with articles not delivered 
to them, it is direfed that all officers of 
ordnance, or others having charge of flores, 
take receipts from perfons to whom flores 
are delivered, on the back of the indent, 
or warrant upon which fuch iffue fhall have 
been made, to be tran{mitted to the military 
beaidoffice, as the vouchers of their receipts 
and iffues. 

With 1efpeé to the making up of flores 
andammunition, the commiffaries and de- 
puty commiffaries of ordnance fhall per- 
form that bufinefs, and all laboratory work 
under the diteGion of the commanding 
officer of artillery at their refpective ftations ; 
but the cuflody and charge of all materials, 
and ftores, fhall remain with the com~- 
miffarics and deputy commiffarics. 

That condutois of ordnance, being the 
official affiflants of the comimiffaries or de- 
pouty commaffaries, be placed under their 
authority without any excinption from their 
orders, with refpeét to writing or other 
duties, whilft thofe required fhall be con~ 
fined to the bufinefs of the commiflary or 
deputy commiflary’s department, 

No flores fhall be furnifhed by commif~ 
faries or deputy commiilaries of ordnance, 
who, being the receivers, ought to be checks 
upon the commiffaries of {upplies, with ref- 
pect to the weights, meafures, and tale, and 
quality, of the articles they furnifh. 

When any ordnance or ftores fhall hap- 
pen to be received into the field magazine, 
from any of the lower magazines, a furvey 
fhall be immediately taken of them, by the 
¢wo fenior officers of artillery, and com-

miffary or deputy commiffary of ordnance, 
on the fpot; a report of which fuivey upon 
the plan-of the form inferted in this feCtion 
({pecifying the ftate of the ftores, and the 
reafuns for reporting any of them repair- 
able or unferviceable) fhall be duly t.anf- 
mitted to the Military Board and to the 
Commander-in-chief. 

Tf it fhall appear that any of the flores 
invoiced under the head ferviceable, fhall 
have been difpatched in a ftate not a®ually 
fit for feivice, the commilfuy or deputy 
commiffary, who fhalbhave difpatched them, 
fhall be liable to difmifion from his office. 

And for every fuch negle& the Com- 
mander-in-chief is impowered to fufpend 
from their employments, the commiffary 
or deputy commillary, at Patna, Buxar, , 
Chunar, and the field; the difnitfion to be 
the a& of the Military Board, 

The commiffarics and deputy commiifa- 
ries of ordnance, are authorifed to apply in 
the prefent form of genera] indent to the 
commiflary of fupplies, for fuck articles as 
they may want to complete the proportion 
of the quarter-malters of corps, at their 
refpective {lations ; and they may iffue thefe 
preferibed quantities taking the quarter- 
mafter’s receipt for the fame, to be tran{- 
mitted to the Military Board office, as 
vouchers for the delivery. 

Refolved, that when artillery is drawn, 
from the ordnance itore, it is no longer 
under the care of the commillary of ord- 
nance, but under that of the fenior officer 
of artillery, ferving with the corps, to 
which fuch artillery appertains; who as 
often as any part of that artillery requires, 
repairs (his circumftances permitting) to 
apply to the commanding-officcr prefent, to 
direkt: 
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dire the commiffary of ordnance to caufe 
fuch repairs to be made; which repairs are 
to be made conformably to the inflructions 
of the commanding-officer of ariillery, 
whofe orders are to be obeyed by the com- 
miffary of ordnaice, and the neceffary re- 
ciprocal receipt or certificates are to pafs. 
The coramiffary is not to receive any 
fupply of ordnance or powder into the ar- 
fenal, untill they fhall have been repoited 
fit for fervice upon the proof to be made. 


It is the duty of the commiffary of flores 
to take care that all fteics received from 
the contra€tors for the fupply of the general 
magazine, be good and fit for fervice; and 
he is ordered to rejeéall fuch as he fhall, 
upon infpection and examination, adjudge 
improper to be received ; but the contra&or 
or agent may in fuch cafe appeal to the 
Military Beard, whofe decifion fhall be 
final. 


The commiffary is intrufted with the 
charge of, and is refponfible for, all the 
ftores he receives, and is to give general 
receipts to the contraGor or agent, for fuch 
asimay be furnifhed by him, which fhall 
be vouchers for pafling the contractor or 
agent’s accounts; and the commilfary is to 
fend copies of the general monthly receipts 
to the Military Board office. 

(2814 Srpiember, 1789.) The Military 
Board i» authorized at all times to call upon 
the officers employed in the ordnance branch 
of the fervice, for cvery information they 
may require, and which it may be in the 
power of the ordnance officers to give, ref- 
pecting the executive management and details 
of that department of the fervice. 
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25. (6th Fuly, 1786.) Agved, that all appli. 
cations for removal and invaliding con~ 
duétors, fhould be referred to the Com- 
mander-in-chief, and that he be requefted 
to direct the adjutant-general to inform the 
fecretary, whenever he grants permiffion of 
abfence to any of tlic officers of ordnance, 


COMMISSARY OF SUPPLIES, 

26. (29th Fuly, 1788.) Agreed further, to 
recommend the re-publication of the 22d 
paragraph of the minutes of Council, of 
the 5th Junc, 1780, dircéting, “ "That no 
“ commiffioned-officer on duty with any 
* part of the army, fhall on any account 
«ad as commiffary of fupply of ftores,’ 
that it may be clearly underflood, that the 
agent for the fupply of military ftores at 
the Prefidency, and the paymaflers acting 
in their capacity of commiflaries of fupplics, 
are the only perfons authorized to furnith 
any article of military ftores, 

27. The commiffaries of fupplies at the 
different ftations of the army, are to fur- 
nifh fuch flores as fhall be required of 
them for the fervice, at the prices {peci- 
fied in the lift of rates. 


Every commiflary of fupplies is to be 
bound, by written engagement, to furnith 
all ftores required of them, according to 
the general orders, within five days of the 
prefentment of the indent, or order, on 
pain of forfeiting the value ofeach article ; 
and in cafe of difputes concerning the 
quality of ftores furnifhed by the commif- 
fary of fupplies, a board of officers fhall 
be called to determine the fame. 


The following is to be the form of en- 
gagement:

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To the Right Honorable the Prefident, 
and Members of the Military Boaid. 
GENTLEMEN, 

IN confideration of the prices, which 
you, with the approbation of the Governor- 
general in council, have agreed to pay for 
ftores that may be furnifhed by me, for the 
fervice of the Company, and commiffion 
of ten per cent. upon the amount of thefe 
rates, as particularized in the regulations 
of the Military Board.—I hereby engage 
to fuinifh fuch quantity of the itores there- 
in fpecified, as fhall be demanded of me 
within five days at furtheft after requifition, 
under the penalty of forfeiting to the Ho- 
norable Company, the ftipulated value of 
every article that flrall not be delivered 
within the above {pace of time ; and in cafe 
of difputes concerning the quality of ftores, 
that may be furnifhed by me, I oblige 
myfelf to abide by the decifion of a boaid 
of officers, to be affernbled to detc:mine 
the fame.

The commiffaries of fupplies are autho- 
rized to comply with the indents of the com- 
miffaries of ordnance for {uch articles as 
may be requifite to complete the propor- 
tion of ftores allowed to be iffued to quar- 
ter-mafters, but thofe indents with the re- 
ceipts of the commiflaries or deputy com- 
miflaries of ordnance, for the contents, muft

Annual indents, for the fupply of fixed 
fubordinate merazines, fliull be tranfmitied 
to the Miliary Board, on or before the 15th 
Moy, yeatly; and in future no flores fhall 
be difpatched fiom the general magaziue, at 
the prefidency, before the rth June, or af- 
ter the 20th OSoher, annually.

The Military Board haviag taLen nutice 
the. ieveral indents have of luie come before 
them, which were not drawn out agreeable 
to the preferibed form, have been pleafed to 
direéi, that in future when any fucn flull be 
tran{imitted to their fecretary, he do imme- 
diately retura them to the refpective officers 
who fent them, 

Rules to be obferved on all occafions of 
indents for jtores, and for the tranfmitting 
them to the Military Board Office. : 
Corps, 
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Corps at fixed ftations of the army 
fhall deliver in their indents to the brigade- 
major's office, on mufter day of every 
month, accompanied by feafons, in writing, 
to exprefs the particular purpofe for which 
the {tores are required. 

The brigide-mojor of the flation, will 
ftibmit them to the fenior officer command- 
ing, for his approval, and counterfignature; 
and fuch as fhall be approved of, are to be 
trantinitted by this public office, as foonas 
can be, to the fecretary of the Military 
Board. 

Corps detached fhail regulate the in- 
dents in the manner direGed for flations; 
where there ihall be a public officer fer ving? 
the indents fhall pafs through his office.— 
In cafes where there may not be a public of- 
ficer, they are to be tranfmitted by the of- 
ficer cominanding the corps or detachment, 
to the fecretarv. 

Occafions for emergent indents can 
very feldom occur; whenever they arife, 
the difcretion of the officer commanding at 
{uch ftation muft be ufed, and the refpon- 
fibility of all iffues, made in fuch cales, is 
with him only, 

The general rule for his guidance cn all 
occafions of emergency, fhall be as follows: 

The public orders which detach any part 
of his force, fhall exprefs the general pro- 
portions of ftores, which he may deem re- 
quifite to the immediate fervice, compre- 
hending the nature and number of ordnance, 
the number of rounds to each, alfo the 
number of rounds of mufket ammunition 
and flints per man, and camp equipage 
ftores. Theindents, infuch cafes, fhall be 
fubfcribed “emergent fervice” ; and they are 
to be made out in the ufual form, direéted for 
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indents, and to correfpond with the public 
orders. : 

The refpective corps will deliver in their 
indents to the commiflary, or other officers 
in charge of magazines or ftores, who will 
previoufly receive an authenticated copy of 
the orders of the day, from thé public of- 
ficer of the flation; and fuch orders fhall be 
confidered a fufcient warrant for the iffue 
of ftores on emergency. 

Cafes which may occur of arms or 
ftores wanting to complete, or replace 
damaged or unferviccable, when corps may 
be ordered on fervice, will alfo be confidered 
emergent, and the iflues are warranted to be 
made accordingly, on the judgment and dif. 
cretion of the officer commanding at the 
flation ; but he will be more particularly 
held refponfible to the public, for all iflues 
of ftores on fuch occafions, if the ftrictelt 
attention is not had to the neceflity, 

It fhall be the duty of all officers com 
manding ftations of the army or detach. 
ments, to tranfmit to the fecretary of 
the Military Board, the earlieft intimation, 
whenever iflies of flores are made on emer- 
gency, 

33, Agreed, that the commiiliry of ftores 
bedirecled in future, not to indent upon the 
agent of fupplies, for any articles which 
can be made from the rough and raw ma« 
terials, by the artificers in the arfenal. 


34. Indents having been made for light

50. The gun carriages on the ramparts, 
with the ordnance, &c, in charge of the ar- 
tillery at Fort William and Ludge Budoe, 
are to be kept in repair by the commanding 
officer of that corps; he is to indent on the 
Wiilitary Doard for materials, for new fup- 
plics of artillery, or flores wanted from the 
arfenal, 

51, Carriages for field and battering can- 
non, mortar-beds, tumbrils, carts, tranfport 
and travelling-carriages, and in general, 
every thing belonging to the ordnance branch, 
fhall be made up at the prefidency, un- 
der the direciion of the commiffary of fto.es, 
by whom all capital repaits in the artillery 
thall be made. 

52. All plans for new conftrudlions and 
improvements in the ordnance branch, or 
for the fuperintendunce of the powder.

out of the depofite made in the hands of the 
pay-mafter to the ordnance department, and 
he isupon my producing the commillary of 
ftores receipt for the ftores, which I fhall 
deliver into the arfena], to repay me their 
amount. 

The bill for fuch ftores is to be made out 
in the military cflice, and as foon asthe owner 
or commander fhall produce a certificate 
from the paymafter, of the depofite having 
Been made, an order for the iffue of the 
ftores, to be granted by the fecretary.

That the agent fhall keep two boons, 
containing a daily account of receipts and 
iSves, of materials and fteres, for the manu- 
fu.ory, agrecably to the form; one of thofe 
for the raaterials for the powder, and the 
other for the materials for the barrels; 
which accounts of quantities muft be ba- 
Janced on the laft day-of every month, and 
an abflract of the totals of the balance re- 
maining, on the rft of the month, and of 
the receipts and iffues during the courfe, and 
the balance remaining at the laft day of the 
month, agreeably to the forms, mutt be fent 
to the fecretary of the Military Board, cn or 
before the roth day of every month, for the 
month immediately preceding.

67. Quarterly returns of all ordnance, 
military flores, atms, accoutrements, and 
camp eguipage—monthlv seturns of ul] re 
ceipts and iffucs, and annual return, ins 
cluding the receipts and iffues of the whole 
year, and balance remaining, thall be made 
from every magazine to this Board. 

Commiflaries, end deputy-commiffaries, 
and conductors of ordnance, or any other 
perfon, having charge of magazines or 
ftores, fhall make the like quarterly, month- 
fy, and annual returns, to the officer com- 
manding, and alfo to the fenicr officer of 
antillery, whether at detachment or at fixed 
ftations. 

AJl the articles contained in the quarteily 
and annual returns, are to be arranged al.

All returns of receipts and iffues fhall

The fituation of the chief enginecr at the 
prefidency, rendering him the gencial in- 
fpector of all works carrying on there; the 
{pirit of the regulations, for certificates on 
works performed by contiaét, requires the 
chief engincer to join in all thofe certificates 
or affirmations, which are given in by fub- 
ordinate officers, udting at the prefidency as 
infpectors of particular works in the depart- 
ment of the chief engineer. 

In the fame manner the quaiter-mafter 
gencral {hall join in all certifiutes or affir- 
mations, in the terms before prcferibed, re- 
lative to any cantomment works that may 
happen to be carried on, in his department 
at the picfidency, or wherever he may be 
perfonally piefent; and that this regulation 
is to cxtend to the heads of all the military 
departments, in which contraQ works may

This leaves 160 feet of barrack, and is 
calculated in two rows of cots, to afford 
each foldier 5 fect (pace. 

The interior part of the barrack will thus 
contain the cots of the company, and they 
can oceafionally be removed to the outer 
{pace on each fide in a fingle row, for the 
benefit of air, and for the cleaning of the 
barracks; no matted partition fhould be al- 
lowed on any account.

Nolighted muffals or other light to be car. 
ried about the lines, except candles in 
Janthorns.

No budgerows nor boats to put to within 
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the limits of the cantonments and of head. 
guirters, excepting for the tine of load.

No fires of any kind, nor for any pretence, 
to be fuflered on the banks of the river, 

Ivis the duty of the battalions to keep their 
refpective lines clear, and the houfes of the 
men regular—to drefs and preferve uniform 
the flreets of the companies to keep the 
lines for native commiffioned-officers at pro. 
per intervals from the ends of the men’s main 
ftreets —-to prevent cattle from being picket- 
ted in the lines, and to be careful that no 
workmen, wafhermen, or others, are ful. 
fered to build huts within the battalion lines. 

This duty is required to be performed by 
the quartermailer « ferjeants, of battalions, 
and the fla people, under the refponfibility 
of the refpective commanding-officers.

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x. Agreement between the Eaft India Com- 
pany and the itig'st Honourable Lord 
Clive. 

Tiis Tnlenture, made the 6th day of 
April, in the tenth year of the reign of our 
Sovercign Lord Geo.ze the Third, by the 
the grace of God, of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 
and in the year of our Lord, One thoufand 
feven hundred and feventy, between the 
United Company of Merchants of England, 
trading to the Fait Indies, of the one part, 
and the Right Honourable Robert Lord 
Clive, Baron of Plaffey, in the Kingdom 
of Ireland, and Knight of the Moft Hon- 
ourable Order of the Bath, of the other 
part.—-Whereas, Meer Mahomed Jaffer 
Cawn, deceafed, late Nabob of the King- 
dom’ or province of Bengal, did, before his 
death, in the prefence of three witneffes 
(to wit) Najim al Dowlah, his fon, Lady 
Begum, his wife, and Mcha Rajah Nun- 
comar, according to the form and manner 
of teftamentry acts ufed in that country, 
bequeath unto the faid Robert Lord Clive, 
out of the monies and effects which the 
faid Nabob had in -his poffefion, the fum 
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of three lacks of rupees, ‘yo,ooo rupees in 
monty, §0,090 rupees im jewels, and one 
lack in gold mohuis, in all five lacks of ru- 
pees, as by the contents of the faid bequett, 
contained in three ¢értificates, made by the 
aforefaid witneffes in the Perfian language, 
and the tranflations thereof into the Englith 
language, now in the cuftody of the faid 
Company, may more fully appear,—And 
Whereas, at the time of the faid Meer 
Jaflier’s death, the faid Robert Lord Clive 
was at fea on his voyage from England to 
India, and after his arrival in the province 
of Bengal, Najim al Dowlah, eldelt fon of 
the faid Meer Jaffier, did, agreeably to the 
command of his faid father, pay to the faid 
Robert Lord Clive, the faid five lacks of 
ficca rupees, of the value of £62,833 6 8 
fterling, which the faid Robert Lord Clive 
paid into the Eaft India Company's treafury 
at Calcutta, at different times, in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand [even hundred and 
fixty-fix, and thereupon notes were figned 
to hislordthip for the fame five lacks of ficca 
rupees Carrying intereft after the rate of £8 
per cent. per annum fterling, until paid. 
And Whereas, the faid Robert Load Clive, 
being 
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being zealous for the profperity of the faid 
Company, the fecurity of their territories, 
and territorial revenues in India belonging 
to them, and their trade and commerce, 
which greatly depended on the bravery and 
cordudt of the faid Company’s troops ; and 
confidering that the eftablifhment of a pro- 
vifion for fuch of the officers and private 
men employed in the Company’s fervice, 
as fhould be difabled by age, war, or dif- 
eafe, contraCted during their fervice, would 
tend to induce fit perfons to enter into the faid 
fervice, and encourage the bravery of the 
foldiery employed therein, hath propofed to 
the Court of DireCtors of the faid United 
Company, to appropriate the intereft of the 
faid five lacks of rupees, for the fupport of 
acertain number of officers, non-commif- 
fioned officers, and private men, in the fervice 
of the faid Company, who from wounds, 
length of fervice, or difeafes contracted dur- 
ing their fervice, were unable or unfitto ferve 
any longer ; and whofe foitunes might be 
too feanty, to afford the officers adecent, and 
the private men, a comfortable fubfiftence, 
in their native country; and alfo to make 
fome provifion for the widows of fuch or- 
ficers and private men, as fhould have been 
entitled to the faid bounty, or whofe hul- 
bands fhould have loft their lives in the 
faid United Company's  fervice-—~And 
Whereas, Syf-ul Dowlah, the prefent Na- 
bob of Bengal aforefaid, hath giventothe {aid 
United Company, the fum of three lacks of 
rupees, a8 an addition to the abovemen- 
tioned fund: And Whereas, the faid three 
lacks-of rupees were carried to account, in 
the faid United Company's treafiny, in the 
manth of April, one thoufand {even hun- 
dred and fixty-feven, and the faid Compa- 
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ny’s note for the faid thres lacks of ficca ru- 
pees, amounting to the fum of £37,700 
fterling, carrying intereft after the rate of 
£3 by the hundred, by the year, was iffued 
from the faid Company’s treafury at Cal- 
cutta, payable to the faid Robert Lord Clive: 
And Whereas, the faid Robert Lord Clive, 
hath alfo propofed that the faid Court of 
Dircétors, and their fucceffors, fhall be per- 
petual tiuftees of the faid fund of five lacks 
of rupces, as well as of the faid three lacks 
of rupees, for the due application and ap— 
propriation of the intereft and produce 
thereof; which faid trift the faid Court of 
Direétors have confented and agreed to ac- 
cept of: And Whereas, it has been agreed, 
by and between the faid Robert Lord Clive, 
and the faid Court of Dire¢tors, that the 
faid cight lacks of rnpees fhall, from the 
twenty-ninth day of September, which was 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven 
hundred and fixty-fix, carry intereftatand af, 
ter the faid rate of £ 8 by the hundred, by the 
year, upon, and fubject to the feveral truits, 
conditions, agreements, and proviloes, here- 
in after-mentioned. And Wheieas, the faid 
Robeit Lord Clive, in purfuance of the faid 
agreement, hath delivered up the faid cath 
notes for five lacks, and three lacks of ru- 
pees, to the faid Court of Directors, to be 
cancelled. Now this Indenture witneffeth, 
that for the better and more effeCtually car- 
rying the aforefaid agreement into execution, 
it is hereby mutually covenanted, concluded, 
declared, and agreed, by and between the faid. 
Robert Lord Clive, and the faid United 
Company, that the faid eight Igcks of ru- 
pees fhall remain in the hands or treafury of 
the faid United Company; who fhall yearly 
and every year, at their houfe or office, in 
Leadenhall 
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Leadenhall Street, London, or in any other 
houfe or place where the bufinefs of the 
faid United Company fhall be tranfacted 
and carricd on, pay and allow the fum of 
£ 804, 13 4 of lawful money of Great 
Britain, for and in liew of intereft of the 
faid eight lacks of rupees, being after the 
rate of £8 by the hundred, by the year, to 
fuch perfons, in fuch proportions, and for 
fuch purpofes as are hereinafter mentioned, 
of and concerning the fame. And it is fur- 
ther covenanted, concluded and agreed up- 
on, between the faid parties, that the Court 
of Direétors of the faid United Company, 
and their fucceffors, fhall be perpetual truf- 
tees, fubje& to the agreements and provi- 


foes hereinafter contained, of the faid fund: 


of eight lacks of rupees, for the due appli- 
cation and appropriation of the intereft and 
produce thereof, from the 29th day of Sep- 
tember laft paft, to and amongi{t, and for 
the relief and maintenance of European of- 
ficers and fuldiers, who fhall become inva- 
lids or fuperannuated in the faid United 
Company's fervice, and of their widows; 
and alfo the widows of fuch officers and fol- 
digrs as fhall die in the faid United Compa- 
ny’s fervice, in the fhares, dividends and 
proportions following (that is to fay) to all 
tommiffioned and ftafF or warrant officers, 
one moiety or half part of the ordinary fta- 
ted pay they were refpectively entitled to 
whilft in commiffion or fefvice. T'o all 
ferjeants, corporals, and. private men, the 
like pay as is allowed and payable to the 
out-penfioners of the fame ranks or degrees 
belonging to Chelfea Hofpital; and to the 
feveral widows of all fuch officers and foldi- 
ers, one quarter or fourth part of the ordi- 
nary ftated pay their refpective hufbands 
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were entitled to when in the fiid United 
Company's fervice, yearly, and every year, 
during their feveral~and refpetive natural 
lives. But it is declased, that the provifions 
hereby intended for fuch widows thall be 
paid upon fuch certificates and teftimonials 
only, as the Court of Directors, for the 
time being, fhall think reafonable or necef~ 
fary to entitle them thereunto, and fhall be 
payable during their refpetive widowhoods, 
but no longer; and in cafe of their inter.

The Court of 
Dire&tors having taken into confideration 
the covenant between the Haft India Com- 
pany and the Right Honourable Lord Clive, 
for eftablifhing a fund for the relief of Eu- 
ropean officers and foldiers, invalids or fu- 
perannuated, their widows, and the widows 
of officers and foldiers dying in the fervice,

That all officers and private men thall be

That commifioned officers fhall only be 
paid as their penfions become due, and hhall 
receive at the Company’s office jn London 
only, either by perfon, or by power of an 
attorney, half yearly-—~at midfummer and at 
Chriftmas. 

That non-commiffioned officers and pri- 
vate men fhall immediately, upon admitfiony 
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be paid in advance for the remaining number 
of days of the current half year ; and at the 
expiration thereof, every fucceeding half 
year in advance. 

That non-commiffioned officers and pri- 
yate men, tefiding within twenty-five miles 
of London, fhall be paid at the Company’s 
effice in London, and not otherwile. 

That fuch non-commiflioned officers and 
private men as refide at a greater diftance 
from Landan, or in Scotland, or Ireland, be 
paid at fuch times, by fuch perfons, and in 
{uch manner, as the Court of Directors 
fhall, from time to time, find convenient, in 
perfon, and not otherwife. 

That non-comimiffoned officers and pri- 
vate men fhall receive, onadmiffian, a ce ti- 
ficate thereof, figned by the pay-mafter of 
this fund, containing a defcription cf fuch 
penfioner, his age, and other particulars ; 
which certificate, the penfioner fhall exhibit 
to the perfons directed to pay him, each 
time of payment; and no pention fhall be 
paid untets this certificate is produccd by the

That country penfiencrs fhull receive 
in advance, for the firft half year, fiom

That the penfions of fuch non-commif- 
fioned officers and their widows as re- 
ceive in perfon, in Lendon, fhall be paid 
neat, without any fee or deduction what- 
ever. 

That fuch of the non-commiffioned offi- 
cers and private men, and fuch of their wi- 
dows, as are paid in the country, fhall each 
time allow one fhilling to the ‘perfon that 
pays them, for his trouble. 

That in cafe of infanity,. fatisfaGory 
proof be made thereof to the Court of Di- 
regtors, and the penfion paid to the church- 
warden in behalf of the parifh, towaids the 
penfioner’s fubfiftence. 

3. PAPER OF INSTRUCTIONS, FOR PEN- 
SIONERS IN ENGLAND, 

All non-commilfioned officers and private 
foldiers admitted penfioners on the fund, 
refiding within twenty-five miles of London, 
mu{l receive in pe rfon, at the Company’ 
office there; and fuch as live at a greater 
diftance from London than twenty-five

QOne of the two affidavits, drawn accord- 
ing tothe above form, {worn before, dated, 
and attefted by a magiftrate, isto be fent 
by the general poft, dire&ted (’till further 
order) “ To the paymafter of. the Honour- 
able Eaft India Company’s military fund, at 
the Eaft India Houfe,, London;” the other 
affidavit, of the fame tenor and date, the 
penfioner muft ksep, to thew together with 
his certificate of admiifion, figned by the 
pay-mafter, to the perfon who fhall be em~ 
powered to pay hirn in the country. 

The above mentioned affidavit muft be- 
made and tranfinitted to London, in April 
and O&ober, fo as to be received by the 
Company’s pay-mafter, full two months 
before the 25th of June and 2sth of Decem- 
ber, refpectively; they muft be drawn out 
on one piece of paper, big. enough to fold 
up in form of a letter,, and the above direc-. 
tion wrote on the back thereof, to avoid un-. 
neceflary expence or poftage. 

No penfioner’ will be paid, unlefs the 
abovementioned affidavit has beensimely re- 
ceived twice a year, by the pay-maiter of. 
this fund, in London; nor unlefs the ether 
affidavit of fame date, as well as the certifi- 

cate. 
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eate of admiffion, are produced by the pen- 
fioner, every time of payment. 

All penfioners are to take particular no- 
tice, that neither the whole nor any part of 
their penfion money, will be paid at any 
time, nor under any pretence whatever, 
to any other perfon or perfons than them~ 
felves only; confequently they cannot com- 

_ miffion or empower any one to receive for 
them ; and no receipts, acknowledgements, 
or aflignments for money, any penfioner 
may borrow on his penfion, will be dif- 
charged or paid any regard to, by the pay- 
matter of this fund; but prope: care will be 
taken that the penlioners themfelves will be 
regularly paid twice a year, in whatever 
part of England, Scotland, or Ireland, pro- 
vided they duly obfurve the orders and in- 
{tructions contained in thefe inftructions. 

4. (Ad, C. 4th March, 1772.) The tinge. 
lar advantages offered to the military in the 
Company’s fervice, by the inftitution of the 
military fund, being more likely to fubje St it 
to abufes, it is requifite that the utmofl cau- 
tion, as well as impartiality, be obferved by 
‘the refpective commanding-officers in grant- 
ing certificates, which the Prefident and 
Council truft will be duly attended to on 
their patt; it is therefere recommended to 
every commanding-officer on this eftablifi- 
ment, not to grant a certificate which may 
entitle any perfon to be admitted a penfioner 
on, this fund, without the fulleft evidence of

APPENBIX TO THE CODE oF 


7-(#bid.) The Court of Duedlorsbeing tenfi~ 
ble of the hardships it may be to the widows 
of European ¢ fficers, who, either from being 
natives of India, o1 from other caufes, can- 
net convemently repair to England to re- 
ce.ve the benefit of the military fund, have 
come to the following refoluticns: viz. 

That upon proper proofs of their huf- 
band’s death, and the other teftimonials 
fpecified in the dzed, being tranfimitted by 
our Governor and Council, fuch perfons as 
are, or fhal] be entitled to a penfion, but 
cannot leave India, be admitted by this 
Court, 

That upon the admiffion of any fuch 
penfioner or penfioners, advice be fent 
out by the firft difpatches to the Gover- 
nor and Council, where they refide, with 
orders to pay fuch perfons the amount of 
their penfions at the times of payment 
mentioned in the printed deed, and regula- 
tions. 

That the Governor and Council do keep 
a diftiné&t account of all money fo paid, 
and regulaily tianfmit the fame home up~ 
on a fepaiate paper in the faid packet, 
and that in the mean time, they do grant 
fuch perfons as may alicady have appeared, 
cor fhall hereafter appear to them, to have a 
juit claim to the penfion, but cannot repair 
to Europe, an allowance equal to, but not 
exceeding, the fum they will be refpectively 
entitled to (according to the rank of their 
hufbands as prefcribed by the deed) until 
the proper vouchers be received by the 
Court of Directors, and their final deter~ 
mination fhall be had thereupon.

We theiefoie cannot but ex- 
prefs our difapproval of fuch :ecommenda- 
tions, and pofitively dire&, that particular 
attention be paid to the circumftances on 
which every perfon giounds his or her 
claims, who fhall hereaftcr apply for a cer- 
tificate to be admitted a penfioner.

private letters upon the public affairs of the 
Company; this is attend.d with many in- 
convenicncies, —1s directly contrary to our 
repeated orders,—and we dcfire you will take 
the moft effe€tual means to prevent it. And 
if any of our fervants prefume to continue 
ina practice, fo contrary to our wifhes and 
orders, we fhall certainly mark our difap- 
probation by the fevereft tokens of our dif- 
pleafure.

Inadifference of opinion between a fu- 
bordinate officer and his own commanding- 
officer, on the nature of military duties, or the 
manner in which they are to be performed, 
a junior officer of modefty and with proper

Eatl 
Cornwallis has read with great pleafure the 
fentiments expreffed by the officers at the 
flation of Beihampore, at the meeting 
which was held by them, in confequence of 
a letter from the adjutant-geneial, to recon- 
fider their refolutions, which paffed ata for- 
mer meeting, on the 24th November laft. 

Thofe fentiments are conformable to the 
opinion which his Lordfhip has formed of 
the general good difpofition of the body of 
the officers of this army, and whilft he had 
the greateft fatisfaction in obferving their 
ready acquiefcence to the remarks which he 
made, upon the proceedings of the former 
meeting, as irregular and unguarded, he had 
never conceived that the officers who com- 
pofed it, had been aGuated by motives, in 
the moft diftant degree deferving cenfure. 

The officers who have retired from the 
Honourable Ccmpany’s fervice, will always 
be at liberty to take whatever fteps they may 
think proper at home, to endeavour to ferve 
their friends, who have remained behind 
them in India; but even if (againft all pro- 
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bability) Government fhould authorize fuch 
meetings, the introduction of a {pirit of in- 
trigue and diffention in this army, would 
foon be the confequence of eleétions of com- 
mittees by meetings of officers; and it will 
occur to the good fenfe of the officers, that 
this would not be the only pernicious effect, 
which the adoption of fuch a fyftem might 
probably produce, 


The Governments in this country, are 
obvioufly the regular channels for tranfmif- 
fion to the Court of Diregtors, of ftate- 
ments of any real hardfhips which the offi- 
cers may fuffer; and his Lordfhip is confi- 
dent that they will always be received with 
great attention, and that every proper exer- 
tion will be made to afford redrefs, by the 
Honourable Count. 


Lord Cornwallis is happy to embrace this 
opportunity to declare, that the late marks 
of favour which His Majefty has thought 
proper to confer upon the officers in the 
fervice of the Honourable Company, have 
given him the moft fincere pleafure; and 
that it has been highly fatisfaGtory to him 
to be a witnefs of the juft fenfe of gratitude, 
which is generally entertained of the value 
of them by the officers of this eftablifhment. 


His Lordhhip alfo thinks it proper to add 
his affurance to the officers of the Bengal 
army, that from knowing a large propor- 
tion of them to be men of diftinguifhed me- 
rit, as well in their profeffions, as in their 
private characters as gentlemen, he fhall al- 
ways feel himfelf warmly concerned in the 
fupport of their juft pretenfions; and will 
be highly gratified by any occurrence that 
can tend to promote their intereft and fatis- . 
faction. 
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28. (AL. C. sib duguft, 1779.) Refolved, 
that the following 1egulations be obferved, 
in addition to the Articles of War, viz. 
that upon the death of a commiflioned offi- 
cer, or foldier, unlefs the deceafed have an 
heir at age, on the fpot, or hath by will ap- 
pointed an executor of hand, to difcharge the 
tiufl, thecommanding-oflicer of the 1-giment 
or company, fhall caufe the cffefls of the 
deceafed to be fold at public outcry, at fich 
time as the commanding-ofiicer of the cerps

That when, and fo often as it fhall be re- 
quired, by either party, ftri€t fearch and 
ferutiny thall be made for the difcovery of 
any fuch deferters as either party may have 
reafon to fufpect, have concealed and fhel- 
tered themfelves, from the date of this 
agreement, within the fetclements of the 
other 5 and being found, they fhail forthwith 
be reftored to the party claiming them. And 
as often as it fhall come to the knowlege of 
either of the contracting parties, that defer- 
ters from the other have taken refuge or 
concealed themfelves as aforefaid, imme- 
diate notice fhall be given to the party to 
whom fuch deferters fhall belong. 


(G. O. 1gth February, 1787.) Whenever 
there may be reafon to fuppofe that any de- 
ferters from His Majefty’s troops, or from 
the European or native corps of the Com- 
pany’s army, have taken refuge within the 
jurifdiétion of any of the factories depen- 
dant on the government of Frederickfna~ 
gore, or in any of the Danifh fhips or vef- 
fels, the commanding-officers of the ftations 
from whence the defertions happen, are to 
make requifition of the furrender of the de-~ 
ferters, to the refident of the factory or com- 
mander of the fhip, in which they may be 
fafpeéted to have concealed themfelves ; and 
this application is to be accompanied with 
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a particular defcription of the perfons de- 
ferted. ; 

(M4. C. 18th April, 1788.) The al- 
lowance of 100 fonaut rupees granted 
by the refolutions of the Board, under 
date gth of April, 1770, for the appre 
henfion of every European defes.-r, is to be 
pafled hereafter by the military -auditor- 
general, without reference to the Board, on 
a certificate from the town-major, brigade. 
major, or other public officer, that the per- 
fon apprehended has been convicted before a 
court martial of defertion, 

The Governor-general in Council, thinks 
proper to correct an idea which feems to 
prevail, that a commanding officer has a 
claim to the whole or any part of this al. 
lowance.—He confiders it the duty of every 
officer to detect deferters, without any par~ 
ticipation in this reward, which fhould be 
diftributed only amongft the non-commif. 
fioned officers and privates, whether Euro- 
pean or native, or other perfons, inftru- 
mental in apprehending, or whofe informa. 
tion may be the means of detecting deferters; 
and orders, therefore, that the diftribution 
of this reward, be made by the prefident of 
the court martial, before which a deferter is 
conviéted, and to be drawn and applied for 
thefe purpofes only, by the town- major, 
brigade-major, or other public officer of a 
corps or ftation. 

(G. O. 29th Auguff, 1788.) As it may 
be more convenient to try foldiers, who ab- 
fent themfelves from their corps, before re~ 
gimental courts martial, for being abfent 
without leave, than to aflemble general 
courts martial to try them for defertion ; the 
praQice is allowed of ; and in al fuch cafes, 


if it fhall have happened, that the foldiers 
have 
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have been feized by zemindars, or others, on 
promifé of reward for apprehending them,

to the revenue collectors in Bahar, together 
with the proper credentials from thz petitio- 
ners, enabling and authorizing fuch per- 
fons as they may nominate, to attend the ccl- 
lectors, on their part, to fettle their revenue, 
and to do all other nezeflary acts. 

The officers commanding the battalions o¢

The 
Governor-general in Council direét, that 
their thanks be exprefled in general orders 
to Colonel Pearfe and the European officers, 
and tothe native officers and privates of the 
feveral corps compofing the detachment 
lately returned from the Carnatic, for their 
gallant behaviour and ufeful fervices in the 
defence of the Company’s territories in the 
Carnatic, during the courfe of a long and 
unequal war ; as a lafting mark of their ap- 
probation, they beftow on each of the fepoy 
regiments a pair of honorary ftandards ; on 
each of the fubadars a gold medal ; on each 
of the jemadars a filver one, with fuch de- 
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vice, matto and infcription, as {hall be judg- 
ed applicable to the occafion ; and medals

That this book fhall be delivered over, 
figned by every adjutant upon his removal, 
to his fucceffor, from whom he is to take a 
receipt for it, together with the other books 
and records belonging to his office. 

(M4. C. 3d Augu/t, 1779.) Befides the 
rolls of the men’s names in the battalion, or= 
dered to be kept by the commanding-officers, 
it is ordered, that every captain or officer 
commanding a battalion of fepoys, do keep 
in their pofleffion a fatement of the length

The officers are to be punctually careful 
that this roll be kept up, an annual copy of 
which fhall be lodged with the commanding- 
officer of the brigade. 

In the roll of the battalion containing the 
names of the fubadars, jemadars, havildars, 
naicks, and fepoys, the time of their fuft 
enlifting into the fervice, when difcharged 
and what battalion they ferved in, when re- 
ftored, their age and country, are to be par- 
ticularly {pecified oppofite their refpective 
names. 

3. (da. GC. 7th May, 178.) That the re- 
giments may appear uniform, the majors 
commandant, or commanding-officers, fhall 
furnifh the non-warrant officers and fepoys 
with a uniform turban, cumberband, pair of 
jingheers, and tourah, each, at the fame time 
that thair new coats are ferved out ta them ; 
for which a ftoppage of 5 rupees fhall be 


pees for the firft two months, and 2 rupeus 
for the third month.—The warrant-officers 
are to provide themfelves with 1egimental 
turbans, &c. 


That it fhall be exprefsly forbid for any 
other ftoppages to be made, than what are 
fpecified in thefe regulations, by any officer, 
ot perfon, from the fepoys, for clothing, ar~ 
ticles of drefs or half-mounting, except in 
the cafe of any articles being loft, worn out, 
o1 made away with, and that the fepoys will 
not replace them theimfelves, when they are 
to be authorifed in regimental orders. 


4. (idid.) That when vacancies happen 
for wariant or non-warrant officers in the 
feveral regiments, they fall be filled up im 
mediately by promotion, avrecable to the ful- 
lowing mode: 

That when a vacancy falls in any com. 
pany fora naick, it {hall be reported by the 
fubaltern of the company to the captain of 
the battalion, who fhall recommend the mofk 
deferving fepoy in that company (preference 
being always given to length of fervice 
where merit is equal) to the major comman- 
dant, or the officer commanding the regi- 
ment, to fill it; who, if he approves of the 
recommendation of fuch fepoy, his appoint. 
ment fhall be publifhed in regimental orders, 

That the fame mode fhall be obferved in 
the promotion of naicks to fill up the vacan. 
cies of havildars ; but when it thall fo hap- 
pen that there are not any naicks in the com~ 
pany, in which a vacancy falls, of fufficient 
merit to entitle him to preferment, the moft 
deferving man of his rank fhall be feleéted 

from 
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fiom fome other company for the appoint. 
nent, 

‘Thatwhen a vacancy happens for a jema~ 
dar, the captain fhall report it to the major 
commandant, who fhall recommend by let- 
ter, through the channel of the command. 
ing-officer of the fepoy corps, the motl de~ 
ferving havildar in the battalion (deferibin 
his leneth of fervice and particular pretea~ 
fions) to the colonel, or commanding-officer 
of the brigade, to fill it; who, if he ap- 
proves of fuch recommendation, fhall order 
a warrant to be made for him, and publifh 
his appointment in brigade orders. 

That the fame mode fhall be obferved in 
recommending and appointing a jemadar to 
fupply the vacancy of a fubadar j—due at- 
tention being paid in both cafes to fentority 
and length of fervice. 

"That when a battalion of a regiment fll 
be detached, the captain, or commandin.- 
officer, fhall have the power to promote non- 
wattantofficers; but no officer commanding 
a detachment efs than a battalion, fhull be 
invefted with the authority; but he may, 
when the fervice requires it, appoint non- 
warrant officers to act, and recommend them 
to the major commandant, or officer com 
manding the regiment, for his confirmation. 

( M. GC. 11th Odtaber, 1785.) Refolved, 
that all warrants to native officers be, in 
future, figned by the Commander-in-chief ; 
and that the feveral colonels of brigades do 
make a return to the Commander-in-chief, 
of all native warrant officers in their refpec- 
tive brigades, fpecifying the age, caft, length 
of fervice, and place of birth of ecah, to. 
gether with the date of warrant. 

(G. O, 28th April, 1789.) It is to be 
confidercd as a flanding order, that promo»

» 
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tions to the rank of jemadar are not to be 
made in battalions of fepoys, in which all 
the fupernumerarics of that rank fhall have 
been difpofed of, whilft there remain fuper. 
numeraries in any of the battalions of the 
fame brigadz; when a vacancy, theiefore, 
happens for a jemadar, ina battalion in which 
there is no fupernumerary, the officer com- 
manding the brigade, to which he belongs, 
will fill it up, by transferring to that bate 
talion, whether on detachment or not, a fu- 
pernumerary fiom one of the other battalions, 

(AL C. ath May, 1781.) That the ma- 
jors of brigade fhall keep aregifter of all 
wariant - officers to whom wattants are 
granted in their refpeClive Inizades, with an 
abftract of the reafons wyed by the major 
commandant, or commanding - officers, for 
their promotion, 

(G. O. 18th September, 1788.) The ad. 
jutants and quarter-maflers to the brigades 
of native infantry, are directed to keep a 
regilter of all havildars promoted to the rank 
of jemadar, and all jemadars promoted to 
the rank of fubadar, in the different batta. 
lions belonging to their refpective brigades, 
from the firft of June lat inclufive; copies 
of which tegifter are to be forwarded to the 
adjutant-gencral’s office every three months. 
Such promotions as have happened fince the 
above period, to he immediately notified, and 
in future, regularly as they occur, to the 
feveral pay-mafters, who are direéted to 
make the feveral ftoppages, authorifed by the 
military regulations of 1780, in fuch cafes 
viz. from a fubadar St. Rs, 26 —froma 
jemadar St. Rs. 6 8, being half a month’s, 
pay of their refpective ranks, as fees for their 
commiffions. 

Similar floppages are to be made from the 
native 
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hative commiffioned officers of cavalry or 
artillery, who are promoted on or fince the 
1ft day of June laft, viz.—from a firft jema- 
dar St, Rs. §0, a fecond jemadar 20, and 
from a ferang of artillery St. Rs. 5-8. 

The regifter to thefe promotions to be 
kept by commanding - officers of regiments 
of cavalry, and the adjutants to the bat- 
talions of artillery. 

(G. O. 14th November, 1788.) On ac. 
count of fome difficulties which have been 
reprefented to have attended the prefent 
mode of keeping the regifter of promotions 
of native officers of artillery,—that duty is 
to be conducted in future as colonel Pearfe 
fhall think proper to direct; but copies of 
the regifter are to be tranfmitted by the bri- 
gade-major of artillery, to the adjutant- 
general’s office, at the periods mentioned in 
the general orders of the 18th of September 
lat. 

(G. O, 18th September, 1788.) Native 
officers who lofe their commiffions, except 
on aQual fervice, and apply for others, are 
to pay the above fees, which are to remain 
in the hands of the paymafters, and to be 
accounted for by them, in fuch manner as 
the Commander-in-chief fhall hereafter di- 
rect, through his military fecretary, for the 
adjutant-general to the Bengal troops. 

5. (MM. C. 7th May, 1781.) ‘That no 
warrant nor non-warrant officers fhall be 
difmifled from the fervice, but by the fen- 
tence of acourt martial, or {pecial erder of 
the Board or Commander-in-chief, 

6. (ibid.) That majors commandant and 
commar ding-officers of regiments, fhall have 
authority to difmifs fepoys, who, from inat- 
tention or otherwife, fhall be found unfit 
men to becontinued in the fervice. 
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‘That nonon-warrant officer or fepoy, fhall 
be punifhed but by the fentence of a‘court 
martial, exceptin cafes where an immediate 
example is neceffary to be made, andj when 
delays may be attended with dangerous con. 
fequence to the fervice, 

7. (wid.) Thatfuch parts of the Articles 
of War as relate to mutiny and defertion, 
&c, fhall be tranflated into Perfian and Hin- 
doftan, and a copy delivered to the com- 
manding-officer, which fhall be read to the 
troops every month after mufler, or as often 
as it may be neceflary. 

8. (ibid.) That when any warrant-of. 
ficer fhall die, or be killed in the fervice, 
the captain or commanding-officer of the 
battalion fhall fecure his effects, and dire& 
an inventory thereof to be taken by a fubal. 
tern and two jemadars; which faid effects 
the captain, after difcharging the debts of the’ 
deceafed, will account for to his heir or 
heirs, declared by will, either written or 
verbal. ; 

That a duplicate of the above will, coun- 
terfigned by the captain, fhall be delivered 
to the major commandant, or officer com- 
manding the regiment; and afterwards 
lodged as a record in the adjutant’s office. 

That when any non-warrant officer or 
fepoy, fhall die or be killed in the fervice, 
the European fubaltern officer commanding 
the company, fhall direct an account to be 
taken of his effeéts, above his regimental , 
cloathing, arms, and accoutrements, and 
difcharging his debts, deliver the overplus 
to the reprefentatives of fuch non-warrant - 
officer or fepoy. 

That half a month’s pay fhall be drawn 
for native officers and fepoys who {hall die, 
on or before the 15th day of the month; 

and 
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and a full month's pay for thofe who fhall 
happen to die after that period, to aflift in 
defiaying their foneral expences; and that 
the names of all fuch deccafed native offivess 
and fepoys fhall be fuck off the rolls of the 
companies to which they did belong, at the 
expiration of every month. 

g. (iid.) That the power of granting 
difcharees to warrant officers, fhall be velt- 
ed in the coldnels or commanding-oflicers 
of brigades only; but the majo1s command- 
ant, or commanding-oflicers of regiments, 
fhall have authority to give difcharges to 
non-warrant oflicers and fepoys, after a re- 
gular application, and due notice being 
given by them of their defire to quit the fer- 
vice. 

That no captain or commanding-officer 
of a battalion or company, fhall difcharge 
aman enrolled rpon the ftrength of his bat- 
talion or company, whether from applica~ 
tion or on any other account; but when any 
men may be found unfit for the fervice, 
they fhall be reported to the commanding- 
officer of the regiment; who fhall, in this 
cafe, order them to be {brick off the rolls, 
and others entertained in their room. 

"Fhat permiflion granted to warrant offi- 
cers to quit the fervice, fhall be publifhed 
in brigade orders; and to non-warrant offi- 
cers and fepoys, in the regimental orders of 
their refpective corps, who fhall befide be 
furnifhed with the ufual written difcharges. 

(GO, 2ad Svptember, 1788.) A doubt 
having arifen in confequence of the Com- 
mander-in-chief’s figning the commillions 
of native officers, whether they may be al- 
lowed to refign the fervice without his pre~ 
vious fan@ion, it is to be underftood, that 
fuch permiffion may be granted in the man-

ner pradliced heretofore, only) requiring 
written applications; which are to be re. 
corded by the adjutants of the battalions to 
which fuch native oflicers belong, 

(A.C. 7th May, 1781.) Phat the com- 
manding-officers of regiments fhall be per- 
mitted in cantonments, fixed camps, or {hn- 
tions, to pive Jeave of abfence to the native 
officers and fepoys, belongine to the'r re- 
{fpeQive regiments ; but that this indulgence 
{hall not be granied for more than one 
month, nor extend to more than thice war- 
rant officers fiom each battalion, and four 
non-wartant officers and {epoys from ech 
company, at any onc time, without the ex - 
prefs approbation of the colonel, or con 
manding-oflicer of the brigade, flation, or 
detachment, where the troops may by fv- 
ing. 

Vhat when the regiment fhull be em- 
ployed upon any aCtual fervice, 19 leave of 
abfence fhall be granted by any cons tand- 
ing-ollicer, to any native officer cr {poy 
under his command, cacept in cales of the 
molt urgent neceflity, and with the persit- 
fion of the commander of the army or d+. 
tachment, 

‘That when a battalion, or two, thice, or 
more companies {hall be detached, the capr 
tain, or commanding-ollicer (excepting up- 
on atual fervice) fhall have the power of 
gianting leave of abfence to the native offi- 
cers and fepoys under his cominand, as is 
given to the commanding-oflicers of regi- 
ments; but the captains or commanding- 
officers of battalions fhall at no other time 
be inveited with this authority. 

to, (ibid.) That the regiment fhall ber 
furnithed with two flands of colours for 
each battalion, made up of the bell China 
tatkelys, 
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taffety, that the fize of each colour thall 
be fi.ven feet wide, and fix fect fix inches 
deep on the pike. 

That the pikes, from the top of the 
fpear to the end of the ferrel, fhall be ten 
fect; that the cords and taffels fhall be crim- 
fon and vold. 

That the fir colours of each battalion, 
fhall be the great union throughout; and the 
fecond, the colour of the facing of the regi- 
ment, (except thofe regiments faced with 
lack) which fhall have a white field, with 
the union in the upper canton. 

That the number of the regiment fhall be 
embroidered in gold Roman letters, within 
a wreathe in the centre of the middle co- 
lour of cach battalion, agreeable to a draw- 
ing which will be delivered to each brigade. 

That 400 fonaut rupees fhall be allowea 
to the officer commanding the regiment, 
for making up the cclours of each battalion 
of their re{peCtive regiments. 

That the regiments be furnifhed with the 
ufual number of camp colours, made of 
bunting, 18 inches fquare, of the colour of 
the facing of the regiment; with the num- 
ber of the regiment fixed upon them: the 
poles to be feven fect fix inches long, ex- 
cept thofe for the quarter and rear guards, 
which are to be nine feet. 

tr. (ibid.) That as nothing can be of 
more confequene>, than having a proper 
care taken of the fick, it fhall be made a 
ftanding order, for the fick of each regi- 
ment to be put under the charge of the fur- 
gecns, attached to, or ferving with, the 
native corps, and attended by the native 

“doctors belonging to their refpective regi- 
ment under their infpection. 

That the following iteppazes be made by 
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the fubiltern officers commanding compa. 
nies (wow commanding officers of batt. ans) 
from the pay of cach fick man, and pail atthe 
beginning of every menth, to the furgeons, 
for bazar medicines, éc, for the time they 
are under their cae, viz.—fom a fubadar 
4annas, from a jemadar 3 annas, from a 
havildar or naick 2 annas, and from a fepoy 
Tanna per diem. 

That the furgeons fhall give a reccipt to 
the fubalterns (naw comnanding-officers of bat- 
talicns) for the amount of thefe floppaaes, at 
the foot of a roll of the men’s names, fpeci- 
fying the number of days, and the finn duc, 
from eacu man of the ref{peRtive companies. 

That the fick may not be neglected or, 
fuffer from the remiflnels of the fiurgeons, 
the commanding-officers of regiments fhall 
caufe an European officer to vilit them once 
aweck, or oftener if neceflary, who is to 
fee that they are properly attended, hear and 
examine into all complaints, and make his 
report in writing in the ufual manner, 


That a native officer from each battalion 
fhall alfo vifit the fick of his refpective bat- 
talion once a day, and make his report to the 
captain or commanding-officer. It is ex- 
pected that the fubaltern officers command. 
ing companies will give attention to their 
fick, which humanity calls upon them to do, 
independent of its being a particular point of 
their duty. 

That the fenior furgeonshaving the charge 
of the native hofpitais, fhall make weckly 
reports, and alfo monthly returns, to the 
commanding-cficer of the troops, of all the 
fick admitted and difcharged, as well as the 
number remaining under their care at the 
end of each month. ‘ 
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ra. (ibid) Tl atthe commanding-cfficers 
of Inigiades, ftations, and cetachments, {hall 
dire& their Lai jade-n ajers, or public cf 
ficers, carefully to ce mpire thefe returns of 
the feveral corgs 3 and upon any cifiesence 
being found in them, to examine into the 
caufe of if. 

12, (ALC. 3d Augnfl, 1779.) The good 
order and difcipline of all troops is owin, to 
the care the cfficers take to enforce it; the 
black fepoy cfficers are but too often re- 
mils :—it is therefore recommended to the 
Enropen officers, to cnforee command and 
obedience amonaft them, and endeavour, by 
euicouragenent and good treatment to the 
active, and by punifhing the remils, to rake 
them keep good order and difcipline amon, 
their fepoys, and to fuppoit them well in it, 
The European ofiicers are to confider their 
preferment as derived from the attention they 
pay tothe well difciplining and well ordering 
the fepoys, as this fervice is regarded equal- 
Jy as honourable and eflential as the com- 
mand of Huropeans. 

14. (iéid.) Sepoys are not to be made 
ufe of as peons on private bufinels to attend 
the officcis whocommand them. One of the 
non-warrant officers only (uaick) fhall at- 
tend the commanding-officer of each bat- 
talion or detachment, to carry orders to the 
battalion or detachment 3 and it is particu- 
larly required of the commanding-oflicers of 
brigades, and every commandin2-officer, to 
fee thatthef2, and every other order refpect- 
ing the fepoys, are punQually obeyed, 

‘(4AL, C. 26th May, 1790.) Notwith- 
landing the prohibition of the Honvurable 
the Governor-general and Council, under 
dite the 7th of April, 1786, publithed in 
the Calcutta Gazette, again{t the pra&ice 
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in ufe amongft the bainyans and other rich 
men of, Calentta, drefling fome of their 
furvants in, or ncaly in the uniform of, the 


° Wonourable Company’s fepoys and lafears, 


it is found that the cuflom {Hl prevails to a 
greater extent than formerly, not only in 
Calcutta, but in the interior parts of the 
country, to the great terror of the common 
people, to the frequent cxercife of unwar- 
rantable power by the employers of fuch 
furvants, and to the commitlion of acts of 
violence and oppreflion by the perfons af 
fuming, this drefs; the Governor-general in 
Council; in order entirely to fupprefs an 
abufe, which, befides the evils enumerated, 
brings odium on the Flonourable Compa- 
ny’s fipoys and lafears, his formed the fol- 
lowing articles of repulation, and requises 
a ftridl obedience to them, from every perfon 
unde the protection of this Government. 

Hirfl, All perfons, European and native, 
within the Company’s provinces; which 
include the diftrith of Lonares, (excepting 
the vakeels of native powers) are pofitively 
forbid to drels any of their fervants, either 
for the purpofe of parade or bufinefs, in the 
uniform of the Honourable Company’s fe- 
poys or lufcars, or ina drefs fo nearly ap- 
preaching to that uniform, as to enuble the 
perfons wearing it, to impofe themfelves on 
the country people for fepoys and lafears. 

Second. All natives, except thofe aQu- 
ally in the military feivice of the Company, 
or belonging to the vakecls of the native 
powers, are forbil to wear adr. (s fimilar to 
that mentioned in the sit article. 

Third. Cuollcdlors of dilridly, chicls of 
faclories, commercial and falt agunts, nia- 
giflrates and other Company's fervants in 
official capacities, who are allowed cfla- 

blith- 
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blifhments ef peons or pikes, or who have 
occafion to employ perfons of thit deferip- 
tion, are prohibited from putting them in a 
military drefs. 

Fourth. Native officers and fepoys, ex- 
cepting fubadars, jemadars, and ferangs, 
even though in the fervicc of the Company, 
who may temporarily refide, or have occa- 
fion to travel in the interior parts of the 
country, unlefs employed in the public fer- 
vice, are forbid towear their uniform coats. 

By the operation of the foregoing articles, 
the ufe of a military drefs will be confined 
to natives in the military fervice of the Com- 
pany, (or to thofe belonging to thevekeels of 
the native powers, and the interior parts of 
the country to fuch of them only,) with the 
exception of the commiffioned-officers in the 
4th'art, as may be employed on public duties, 
and to fecure the full effect of thefe orders, 
the military commanding-officers of {tations 
and detachments in the interior parts of the 
country, collectors of diftricts, refidents and 
magiftrates, arehereby vefted with authority, 
and are required to deprive any man of a 
military drefs, who fhall prefume to wear 
one contrary to thefe regulations, unlefs it 
fhall appear that fuch man is in the fervice of 
the Company, in whichcafe if he be not em- 
ployed on duty he is to be {ent to the corps 
towhich he may belong, with a written com- 
plaint aguinft him. 

MILITARY REGULATIONS, 

In order to affift in giving effect to thefe 
regulations by preventing the difperfion of 
the Company’s uniform throughout the coun- 
try, the following regulations are to be ob- 
ferved in the army : 

Firft! Whenever a commiffioned, non- 
commiflioned-officer, fepoy, or. lafcar, is 
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difthargud the fuvice, his caatis to be lft 
w ith the corps. 

Second, No nin-cemai tioned - officer, 
fepoy, or lafear, going on Ic.ve of abfence, 
is to be allowed to take his coat with him. 

The regulation which forbids the native 
troops from wearing their uniform, when 
temporatily refiding, or occafionally travel- 
ing in the interior parts of the country, is not 
toextend to the native cormamiMfioned-officers, 
viz. fubadars, jemadars, and ferangs, ex- 
cepting in cafe of being difcharged the fer-. 
vice, unlefs it fhall be found that the allow- 
ance of indulging them to wear their coats 
when abfent from their corps, fhall be a- 
bufed by their affuming to themfelves any 
improper confequence, or power, by means 
of theirdrefs, in which event, the exemption 
granted out of refpet to their rank and 
fituation, muft be withdrawn from the 
whole. 

In order to fecure the inhabitants of the 
country from moleftation, or oppreffion of 
{ingle fepoys or fmall parties of fepoys, on 
the plea of providing for the wants of the 
officers, or other perfons with whom they 
be onduty, the following regulations are efta- 
blithed for orderlies and efcorts. 

Oiderly fepoys and lafcars are on no ac- 
count to be made ufe of as peons and har 
carahs, by attending an officer when he goes 
abroad, or by being employed onany private 
bufinefs, they are to be allowed to officers 
commanding ftations, detachments, and 
corps, and to public officers for the purpofe of 
carrying orders, and are to be confined to 
that duty alone; when officers, cithers{taf’ or 
others, have occafion to go on public duty, 
to the parade, or to places where they may 
require their orderlies, they may fend them 
on, or.direét them to follow, fo as to meet 

them 
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them at any appointed place; but they are 
not at any time to let them run before their 
palenkeens or horfes, or at any time mix with 
their fowarie fervants. 

Miltary officers or other perfons, to whom 
efcorts may be allowed when travelling 
through the country by land, or proceeding 
by water, are forbid to fend fepoys or lafcars 
into the villages, of the purpofe of procur- 
ing any forts of provifions, or of prefling 
coolies or dandies ; every town and village, 
upon proper application to the chief perfon 
in it, will, in confequence of inflructions 
from the feveral colleors to that end, fur- 
nifh fuch afiiftance in the above points, as 
they may be capable of affording, and by 
that means rerider forcible and violent mea- 
fures entirely unneceilary. 

(G. 0. 8th Fun, 1790.) Thecommander- 
in-chicfrequefls thatthe military officers whofe 
fituations may afford them opportunities, will 
give their utmolt affiftance towards carrying 
into effect the regulations of the Governor- 
general in Council of the 26th May laf. 

15. (M,C. 3d Auge fi, 1779.) No officer 
commanding a battalion of fepoys ona fron- 
tier ftation, fhall detach either fingly or in 
parties, for any purpofe whatever, beyond 
their quarters (except when required on 
military fervice) any part of the battalion un- 
der his command, without tranfmitting im- 
madiate notice thereof to the Commander- 
in-chief, andadiening his reafon for fo doing. 

16. (iid) If any fepoy wilfully or care- 
lefsly loofts or f{poils any of his arms or ac- 
coutrements, ftoppages fhall be made out 
of his pay, in fuch monthly proportions, as 
the commanding-officer in the field or gar- 
rifon, fhall think fit, not exceeding half his 
pay, at the following rates : . : 

For a mufket, 20 rupees, 
A bayonet, 2 ditto, 
A fling, 1 ditto, 
all 
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A cartouch-box, 1 rupee, 
A lock, 4 ditto,

17. (itid.) It is hereby dire&ted, that the 
commanders of battalions detached on the 
borders, do communicate all the information 
they receive to the different chiefs and refi- 
dents of the divifious wheye their battalions 
of parties may be flationed; and that fuch 
officers do refer every vakeel or agent, who 
may at any time apply to them on an occa- 
fion in which the intereft of the fkate may 
be concerncd, in peace or war, to the chief 
of the divilion, or tothe refident, in whofe 
diflri& they may be flationed, giving imme- 
diate information to the Commander-in-chief 
at the fame time. 

18. (G. O. 12th Pune, 1785.) Tn future, 
no men are to be enlifted for the corps of 
artillery as lafears, but fuch as are actually 
feamen, or boat-men, fettled within the 
Company's territorics, 

19. (AP. Cin ith Offober, 1785.) Refolv- 
ed, that no commandants of lafcars be ap- 
pointed in future; but that they fall off, as 
was ordered, with refpect to commandants 
in the fepoy corps. 

20. (G. O. 1ff November, 1790.) The 
Coramander-in-chief underflanding, that in 
confequence of the diredlions given to com- 
manding-officers of battalions of fepoys, in 
the general orders of the 16th of July, 1787, 
it isthe practice in fome battalions, to leave 
the Kuropean fubaltern ofticers entirely un- 
polled to companies; he now direéts that 
each fubaltern officer ina battalion, fhall be 
attached to diftin& companies. It is left to, 
the commanding-officers of battaligns, to 
poft the fubaltemn officers to companies in 
fuch a manner as they thall think proper, and 
alfo preferibe the regimental duty required 
of them, as oflicers attached to companies, 
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OFF-RECKONINGS 


1. (M. C. 3d April, 1788.) The Go- 
vernor General in Council having been 
pleafed to refolve on an alteration in the 
prefent mode of afcertaining the amount 
of the off-reckonings of the army, with a 
view to relieve the public accounts from a 
number of unncceffary entries, the fame is 
to take place from the 1ft of May, 1°88, 
and the following orders relative thereto, are 
to be in force from that period, namely: 

That as the furplus of the off-reckoning- 
fund is retained by Government, until the 
dittribution thereof is made to the officers 
entitled to receive the fame, the agency of 
the military paymafter-gencral is no lon- 
ger neceflary, and is therefore to be abo- 
lifhed. 

That all advances for the purpofe of pro- 
viding the clothing of the army, as well 
asfor difcharging the arrears due to men 
whofe contracted time of fervice may be 
expired, fhall be made upon fpecial orders 
of the Governor-general in Council, and 
paid by the military paymafter-general, to 
the perfons whofe hufinefs it is to difburfe 
the fame, charging thefe advances to the 
debit of the refpective off-reckoning-funds. 

That the net pay only, of coips, com- 
panies, or individuals, fhall be charged up- 
on the abftraéts or pay-bills, or upon the 
accounts of difburfements of the feveral 
paymatters. 


AND CLOTHING. 


The amount of the off-reckonings for 
the effectives of the army, is to be compu- 
ted yearly, in the manner herein aftermen~ 
tioned, and carried to the credit of two 
diftinét funds, namely, the artillery and 
infantry ; from thefe funds the charges at- 
tending the cloathing the army, are to be 
paid ; and when the accounts have been 
examined and approved of, the balance 1s 
to be divided amongit thofe entitled to thare 
therein, as at prefent, 

But as the off-reckonings of the troop of 
body-guard, the regiments of cavalry, the 
Calcutta European militia, the European 
fupernumeraries at the prefidency, not ate 
tached to corps, the independent companies 
with Scindia, and other occafional indepen-~ 
dent companies or efcorts, form no part of 
the credit of the general off-reckoning-fund, 
but appertain to their refpective command- 
ing-officers, who are thereform to furnith the 
prefcribed cloathing as at prefent, the off- 
reckonings of thefe troops are to be calcu~ 
lated feparately, and the amount thercof 
applied at the end of the year, to the cre~ 
dit of the officers entitled to receive the 
fame, in the manner that the other off-rec~ 
konings of the army are direéted to be 
brought to the credit of the artillery and 
infantry funds. 

The amounts of the refpective funds, 
when adjufted, are to be reported by the 

adjutant- 
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adjutant-general and commiflary-general, 
to the Governor-general in Council, and 
the commiffary-general fhall acquaint 
the paymafter-general of the fame, for the 
purpofe of his bringing the off-reckonings 
of the year to the debit of charges military, 
and to the credit of the fund, and offi- 
cers (mentioned in the 5th article) upon 
the books of his office. 

(AL. C. 291 Fuly, 1789.) The Go- 
vernor-general in Council having had oc- 
eafion to advert to the regulations paffed on 
the 3d of April, 1788, relative to the mode 
then eftablithed, for afcertaining the off- 
reckonings of the army, has revifed the 
fame, and determined upon the following 
alterations, which are to have effe& with 
regard to the off-reckonings for 1789-90. 


That inftead of computing the off 
reckonings of all the corps from the num- 
ber of effectives on the returns of each 
month, added together at the end of the 
official year, it be made a 1ule in future 
with refpect to native corps, that credit 
fhould be given to the off-reckoning-fund 
of thofe corps for the fixed eftablifhment, on 
the 30th of April, 1789, and with refpect 
to the corps of Europeans, that the off- 
reckonings be computed for the cffectives 
only, on the 30th of April, 1790; faving 
thereby the trouble of a monthly compu- 
tation, and fubftituting an annual one in 
Kieu of it. 

The rule now prefcribed for afcertain- 
ing the off-reckonings duc to the effective 
Europeans, is to be adopted alfo for the 
off-reckonings due to the European inva- 
lids. 

With refpect to the native invalids, the 
yearly amount of their off-reckonings, is to 
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be calculated from the returns of their effec. 
tive flrength on the tft of January, 1790. * 

The principles now adopted for compu~ 
ting the offreckonings of the Muropeans, 
and natives for the year 1789-90, are to be 
obferved in computing the off-reckonings 
of every fubfequent year. 

a. (AZ C. 11th October, 1785.) Refolved, 
that a board of officers, not under the rank 
of captain, do affemble annually at the pre. 
fidency, for the examination of the accounts 
of the agents for clothing the army, and 
the clothing fuinifhed by them, comparing 
the fame with patterns of the uniforms pie- 
fcribed by the Commuander-in-chief 5 and that 
the faid Board do report to him, fuch altera” 
tions in the clothing, as fhall appear to them 
moft neceflary for the good of the fervice. 

3. (ibid.) The field-oficers in the ara 
tillzry corps, and fuch capteins as may be 
in command of companies, are to fhare in 
equal proportions the favings from the off- 
reckonings of that corps, including the ar- 
tillery invalids, golandauze, and lafcars, 

(44, GC. 20th April, 1787.) The number 
and quality of Eutopean recruits muft de~ 
pend upon the arrrangments at home; but 
the good order and difcipline of the regi. 
ments, forma part of the refponfibility of 
this Government, atid can only be obtained 
by a fpirit of zealous attention in the officers 
commanding them. 

The peculiar circumftances of this fer~ 
vice, render a fluctuation among the officers 
in the European corps, in fome degree, un- 
avoidable ; but to obviate as much as pofli- 
ble the pernicious effects of this evil, and to 
maintain and fupport as good a fyftem of dif 
cipline as may be compatible with it, the beft 
field-officers and adjutants on this eftablifh- 
ment. 
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ment fhould be induced to prefer that line of 
fervice for this purpofe ; and asa 1eward of 
diligence and ability, their fituations fhould be 
made more advantageous; and it has appeared 
that this may with great propriety be accom- 
plifhed, by a new arrangement in the diftubu- 
tion of the off-reckoning fund. 

Officers of certain defcriptions have hi- 
theito had, by cuflom, claims upon that 
fund; but an abfolute right in it has been fo 
little admitted, that the appropriation of it 
has beeen occafionally varied; and it is pre. 
fumed that part of it can inno way be fo well 
apphed, as by contributing to render the 
Ewopean corps more ufeful and refpedtable.

SIR, 

However willing the members of the 
comunittee are to adopt, (as coinciding with 
their own opinion) the conftiuction in fa~ 
your of the full colonels, contained in the 
ad paragraph of General Sloper’s regula- 
tions, for the divifion of the off-reckonings 
of the year 1786-7, yet they chufe to de- 
cline the refponfibility of deciding upon the 
difficulty which occurs in their cafe, by a 
comparifon of the 1ft and 2d paragraphs of 
the faid regulations; you are, therefore, re~ 
quefted to afcertain the Right Ifonourable 
Commander-in-chief’s pleafure upon this 
point, and communicate the fame to, the 
committee as foon as poffible. 

Extract of a letter from the adjutant-ge- 
“peral, to the prefident of the committee of 
clothing, 

SIR, 

Having fubmitted to the Right Honoura- 
ble the Commander-in-chief, the queries 
‘ contained in the letter which I had the ho- 
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nour to receive from you, under date 18th 
inflant; I have now to fignify his pleafure, 
a3 follows:

of the Company, agreeable to the uniform 
of the corps for which recruits are drafted, 
and agiecable to the rates in the following . 
table; on which acommiffion of § per cent, 
is to be drawn. 


Refolved, that the firft clothing for all 
new-raifed corps of native troops be fur- 
nifhed at the expence of the Company, by 
their refpeCtive commanding-officers, agree- 
able to the rates in the following tablé, on 
which a commiffion of § per cent. is to be 
drawn; but nothing is to be allowed for 
clothing natives introduced to fill up vaoan- 
cies.

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(14. C. 3 May, 1790.) The Governor- 
general in Council, having taken into confi- 
deration, the rates cflablifhed by the Minutes 
of Council of the rth O&ober, 1785, for 
fupplying the clothing of new-raifed corps, 
or additional Jevics, is pleafed to refolve, 
that thofe rates be continued without alter- 
ation, except in the ranks of grenadier fuba- 
dars, and of the diummers and fifers, which 
are directed to be fixed hereafter as follows, 
viz.

men, but that their full pay be drawn for 
them, and their clothing be provided by 
themfelves. 

6, (AZ C.xr1th Oétober, 1783.) The 
commanding-officers of brigades or corps, 
are to be careful that every European fol- 
dier, to whom they deliver clothing, figns 
his name, or mark, in a regifter-book, to be 
kept by the quartermafters of the feveral 
corps of the army for that purpofe ; and, at 
the expiration of every fix months, viz. the 
gift of October, and 3oth April, the ma- 
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jors of brigade fhall tranfmit to the agents 
for clothing, authenticated copies of his 
regifter, in order that difcharged foldicrs, 
who have arrears of clothing due to them, 
may be paid by the agent (now by the adju- 
tant of the town-guards\; and the com- 
manding-officers of corps are to give certi- 
ficates to all foldiers, whofe times of fervice 
are expired, and ordered to the prefidency to 
obtain their ditcharge, fpecifying the arrears 
of clothing, and the corps they were in at 
the time fuch clothing became due to them. 

(M,C. 20th Fuly, 1789.) Several claims 
for ariears of clothing having been prefent- 
ed to the committee, which, upon examina- 
tion, have been rejeGled; the certificates, 
upon which they are claimed, appeaiing evi- 
dently to have been carelefsly granted, it is 
recommended to all officers, to whom ap- 
plication is made for thefe certificates, to 
enquire flrictly into all claims preferred to 
them; and it is further directed, and re- 
quired, to be particularly attended to, that 
certificates for arrears of clothing due, 
fhall, in future, only be iffued to men when 
they quit their corps, in order to go to Eu- 
rope; to men when they are difcharged the 
fervice; and to the heirs of deceafed foldiers. 
The next committee, affembling to adjuft 
the off-reckoning accounts, will alfo do 
right to reject all claims whatever, extend~ 
ing beyond the rft May, 1788, becaufe it is 
evident, that no arrears can be due for any 
preceding year, after the clothing of that 
year has been ferved out.

All pof- 
fibleaccuracy in making out, and the greateft 
punctuality in the tranfiiffion of, indents for 
clothing, are expected fiom the officers whofe 
duty it is to attend to this bufinefs, 

Thefe indents, figned by the quaitermaf. 
ters, and counterfigned by the commanding~ 
officers, are to be forwarded to the contrac. 
tor, whom they may refpedctively concern, 
fo as to reach him on or hefore the rft of 
May. Commanding - officers of detached 
companies of artillery, and of battalions of 
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native infantry, taking care for this purpofe 
to fend their indents fufticiently early, to the 
proper regimental or brigade-offices, 

9. (44. C. 20th April, 1787.) Thit it 
fhall be the duty of the adjutant of each Fu- 
ropean battalion, to keep an accurate regifs 
ter of the date of all field-officers joining 
their corps, and to note the officers in a@tual 
charge of the European battalions, for the 
time being ; which regifter is to be tranf+ 
mitted to the office of the adjutant-general, 
on the rft of May each year, to be laid be- 
fore the committee of officers, allzmbling 
annually in Fort William, for the examina- 
tion of the agent’s accounts, to enable them 
to make the diftrbution according to the 
above regulations, 

(G. O. r4th Auguft, 1489.) Regifters of 
the officers who commanded, and of the 
majors who were doing duty with, battali- 
ons of European infantry, from the 1{t of 
May, 1788, to the rft of May, 1789, are 
to be forwarded immediately to the adju- 
tant-general’s office, according to the follow- 
ing forms, which forms are alfo to be ob- 
ferved in future.

10. (AZ. C. 16th Fuly, 1787.) The com- 
mittee are of opinion, they cannot in juftice 
to their brother officers, admit of the charge 
incurred by the feveral quartermatters, for 
altering the clothing, to be catried to the 
account of the fund; becaufe they conccive 
the allowance, charged by the agents, to be 
amply fufficient for this difburfement, with- 
out the prefent recourfe to a double expeufe. 
They further think it neceflary to recom- 
mend to the Right Flonourable the Comman- 
der-in-chief, that the fund fuffers mate. 
- rially fiom the praétice of the different quar- 
ter-mafters retaining the furplus clothing of

Agreed at the 
requeft of the committee, that it be notified’ 
to the commanding-officers of corps and 
flations, that any expences incurred by their 
orders, in altering the clothing of the 
troops under thur command, fhall hereaf- 
ter be borne by themfelves; and that they 
are prohibited from iffuing any orders, that 
may have a tendency to diminifh the off- 
reckoning fund.

13. (M. C. 20th Fuly, 1789.) The Go- 
vernor-general in Council, does not affent ta 
the propofition for allowing on intereft ac- 
count to be made out annually, between 
Government and the off-sreckoning fund, in 
the mode fuggefted by the committee 5 for 
admitting (what is implied under fuch a, 
propofal), that the off-reckonings aye due 
monthly with the pay,—the claim might 

hereafter 
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hereafter be extended to pay and allowances 
of every denomination falling into arrcar, 
and open a door to precedents of the moft 
expenfive tendency to the Company, and of 
very embarrafling details to the officers of 
Government. In no fervice are the allow- 
ances of officers and troops iffued with great- 
er pun@tuality, than under this prefidency ; 
and fo long as the claims of officers are liqui~ 
dated as foonas the adjuftment of the cloth- 
ing accounts enables Government to afcer~ 
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tain them, which is always eflected with Icfs 
delay here, than is the praétice at home, 
they can have no reafonable grounds upon 
which fuch an application flould be found- 
ed. 

14. (MM. C. 4th February, 1789.) The Go- 
vernor-general in Council has been pleafed 
to determine, that the agencies for clothing 
the army fhould be abolifhed; and that the 
clothing, in future, -fhould be provided by 
public contract. 
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ORPHAN 


1. (M. C. 13th March, 1783.) Read the 
following letter: 

Honourable Sirs and Gentlemen, 

A plan for the eftablifhment of a fund, 
for the maintenance of the orphans of gen- 
tlemen belonging to the army, of this pre- 
fidency, who have died, or may hereafter 
die, in indigent circumftances, having met 
with the chearful, and almoft univerfal con- 
currence of the officers (the detachment in 
the Weft of India, for obvious reafons, ex- 
cepted) we are inftructed by them to cxprefs 
to your Honourable Board, their moft hum. 
‘ble and earneft requeft, that you will be 
pleafed to iffue fuch orders to the military- 
paymatter - general, and the feveral pay~ 
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mafters of the forces, as fhall feem to you 
beft calculated, for carrying their humane 
and laudable defign into effet. We beg 
leave to tranfcribe inthis place, for the fatis. 
faction of your Honourable Board, fuch 
parts of the refolutions fubfcribed by the 
officers, as are explanatory of their wifhes on 
this head. 

Agreed, to the eftablifhment of the fund, 
and to the monthly contributions, fpecified in 
the xft article of the foregoing propofals, viz. 

That each fubaltern and affiftant-furgeon 
contribute monthly 3 Sicca rupees, gach cap. 
tain and furgeon 6, and each major 9. (Now 
Jonaut rupees.) 

Agreed irrevocably, to the deduction or 

ftoppages, 
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ftoppages propofed by the 2d and 3d articles, 
~—the 1ft of which, being only material, is 
here inferted, viz. 

That to prevent difficulty and expenfe in 
the collections, as wall as to fecure their a- 
mount againft all accidents, the officers con- 
fent to the deduction of the fpecified con- 
tributions, from their monthly pay. 

Agreed, that a letter be addreffed to the 
Honourable Board, explaining to them the 
object of the inftitution, declaring our chear- 
ful acquiefcence in the two firft articles of 
the propofals, and humbly entreating them, 
to iffue the neceffary inftruGlions to the fe- 
veral paymafters of the army, and to the 
military-paymafter-general, not having any 
doubt, but the whole body of officers are 
heartily difpofed to fupport the propofed in- 
ftitution, we prefume, Gentlemen, to requeft 
that you will be fo indulgent to the army, 
as to iffue, in ggncral orders, your com- 
mands to the feveral paymaflers, directing 
the fpecified ftoppages to be made from all 
officers and furgeons, who fhall not fignify 
to them that they are non-fubfcribers, Such 
an order would be unneceflary, could it be 
afcertained that the propofals had been pre- 
fented to all the officers without ex- 
ception, for this fubfcription; but, as 
it is poffible many of them being abfent from 
their corps, at the time that the propofals were 
circulated, may not have an opportunity, 
however defirous, of fubfcribing to them, 
fuch am order will at once determine the 
number of pofitive diffenters or non-fub- 
{cribers; and by this means, ferve as a 
guide tog¢he paymafter, for regulating the fu- 
ture deductions. We have the pleafure, 
however, to remark, that there is reafon to 
believe the diflenters, throughout the whole 
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army, will not amount to a greater number 
than twelve ; fince, among all the corps on 
this fide of India, we know only three or 
four oficers, who have abfolutely refufed 
their confent to the eflublifhment of the 
fund,

P, 8. We have the authority of the mili- 
tary ~ paymafter ~ general, for afluring the 
Board, that their compliance with the re- 
queft of the officers, will occafion little or 
no additional intricacy in the bufinels of hi 
department, 

Read the printed plan eccompanying the 
letter. 

Ordered, that the following floppages be 
made for the fupport of this fund, from the 
pay of the officers on the eftablifhment, who 
fhall voluntarily confent thereto, viz. from 
each major 9 Sicca rupees, from each cap- 
tain and furgeon 6 Sicca rupees, and each 
fubaltern and affiflant furgeon 3 Sicca (now 
Sonaut) rupecs, 

‘That the paymafter-general do give in. 
flructions accordingly to the feveral pay. 
matters, with directions to account regularly 
to him, for thefe receipts, and thathe do ac. 
count quarterly with the managers of the 
fund, in Calcutta, for the whole.

BENGAL ESTABLISHMENT. 
TO THE PURLIC. 

The reputation of this fettlement, for a 
generous and alive attention to the various 
diftreffes and misfortunes to which humani. 
ty is incident, flands defervedly fo high, as 
to make it unneceffary for the advocate in 

the 
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the caufe of the helplefs and unprotected or- 
phan, to employ any of the pathetic topics 
in common ufe on fimilar occafions, in or- 
der to awake it’s compaffion, or ftimulate 
it’s charity. 

The want of certain fixed funds or re- 
fources, for the maintenance of the orphan 
children of officers dying in indigent cir- 
cumftances, has been fo long a fubjec&t of 
complaint with the humane and thinking 
part of the community, that there is great 
reafon to believe, that fo charitable and ufe- 
ful an eftablifhment has been hitherto delay- 
ed, folely becaufe no plan for the beneficent 
purpofe has yct been offered to the confider- 
ation of the public. 

This perfuafion prompted the refolution 
of framing fuch a fet of propofals, as being 
fubmitted to the examination of the public 
at large, and fubfequently receiving the af- 
fent of the gentlemen of the army, might 
ferve as the foundation of an inftitution, 
which in it’s infancy mutt of neceflity be 
imperfe&, and fufceptible of confiderable 
improvement. 

The officers of the army, after yielding 
their formal concurrence to the firft article 
of the annexed {cheme, will be entitled to 
be regarded as the natural and perpetual pa- 
trons of the inflitution:—in this capacity, 
they will have a reafonable claim to the ex- 
ercife of thofe fuperintending, controuling, 
and elective powers, with which the propof- 
ed plan invefts them. To a participation in 
this authority, it would be difficult (if not 
impollible) to devife the means of admitting 
fuch gentlemen as, Without being officers, 
may hereafter be atuated by motives of hu- 
mauity and benevolence, to become volun- 
tary doncis or fubfcribers to the fund ; but 
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it may be fafely prefumed, tnat perions or 
this defeription will be abundantly fatisfied 
with the qualificacion which they will de- 
rive, from their contributions, of being 
chofen governors and managers of the foci- 
ety: offices which will prefent the true phi- 
Janthropi{t, with numerous occafions of gra- 
tifying thofe fine feelings, fo honourable to 
himfelf, and beneficial to his fpecies. 

It is not to be doubted, but the fixed con- 
tributions of the army, joined to the pro- 
duce of immediate fubferiptions, and of fur 
ture donations and bequefts, by humane 
and pious perfons,, will in a fhort perioc 
amount to a fum more than adequate to the 
benevolent ufes fpecified in the propofec 
plan. In fo defirable an event, it will no 
be incompatible with the fpirit of libera 
charity, or the expanded principles of the 
inftitution, fhould the fociety extend it’: 
protection and fupport to a greater variety 
of diftreffed and helplefs objects, than mufi 
of neceffity in the beginning, exclufively en. 
gage their attention and care; fuch woulc 
be the orphans of perfons not officers, bu 
fettlers in Bengal: fuch would be the or. 
phans of officers belonging to the other efta- 
blifhments of India; fuch would be thc 
offspring of living officers, whofe misfor- 
tunes or neceflitous fituations, rendered thert 
incapable of affording their children a fuita- 
ble education and provifion. 

All thefe, in the cafe fuppofed, woulc 
be objects entitled to a participation in the 
beneficial effeéts of the projected inftitution : 
but fhould the refources of the fociety accu- 
mulate in any proportion to the fanguine 
expectations of the promoters, it will be 
enabled, ere long, to d.ffufe happinefs anc 
comfort, thioughout a ftill more extenfive 

circle 
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circle, and confequently tocxert ithlf ftill 
tore varioufly in the caufe of humanity. 
In determining the military fubfcriptions 
or general donations, it is hoped that the 
gentlemen of the army will readily acknow- 
ledge, that the propofers have been govern- 
ed by a due attention to their feveral ranks. 
The propofed tax on their benevolence, is 
folight, that it is manifeftly impoffible that 
the payment of it fhould at anytime be 
productive of the flighteft inconyeniencies 
to them: it is not fo, however, when {ub- 
fc1iptions are opened for the relief of parti- 
cular orphans, an expedient very frequently 
practiced, and without an inftitution of the 
kind now recommended, abfolutely una- 
voidsble. On fuch occafions, the generous 
fpirit of the fubfcriber, not uncommonly 
prompts him to an effort of charity, but ill- 
fuited to the flate of his finances; hence 
arifes a fpecies of diflrefs which officers will 
no longer experience, when they fhall have 
declared their acquiefcence in the plan now 
offered to their acceptance; to this it may 
be added, that their monthly contributions 
will not ultimately exceed their occafional 
donations, while the former will yield them 
in return, the exquifite fatisfaQion which 
muft neceffarily refult from the reflection 
of being inflrumental in the prefervation 
and felicity of hundreds, inftead of admini- 
fering, as before, to the relief of a few in- 
dividuals only. ‘The confideration, that by 
concurring in the prefent propofal, they will 
fecure to their own children (againft all ac- 
cidents) a certain provifion, is too obvious, 
as well af too natural, to require fuggeftion ; 
but it is not, perhaps, fo obvious a remark, 
that the early eftablifhment of fuch a focie- 
ty, as is now recommended, would have 
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operated to reconcile many a valuable offi- 
cer, and deferying man to his diflolution, 
whofe lafl moments have been ¢mbittered by 
poignant and agonizing reflections, occafion- 
ed by anxiety for the future fate of the de- 
ftitute offspring which he was to leave be- 
hind him; and, we truft, that it is impofli- 
ble for a thought of this ferious and affect- 
ing nature, to prefent itlelf to the mind of 
any officer, without creating in him an ar- 
dent defire to promote the fuccefs of the 
{cheme before him, to the utmoft of his 
ability. 

The immediate contributions in fupport 
of the inftitution, will itis hopcd be con- 
fiderable enough, to enable the managers 
who fhall be appointed to alfume the truit, 
and the guaidianfhip of the numerous 
orphans now in the country, without lofs 
of time; if any other perfiafives to a 
liberal fublcription, on the prefent occafion, 
were requifite, befides thofe which {pon- 
tancoully atife in the breafts of the humane 
and benevolent, it might be urged, that a 
general contribution or collection at this 
jun@ure, would for ever preclude the 
neceflity of future particular applications to 
the charity of the fettlement, which muft 
unavoidably be exceeding frequent, till the 
eftablifhment of fuch a fund as is now 
propofed, 

It may not be unneceffary to obferve, 
in explanation of the firft article of the 
fubfequent propofals, wherein no notice is 
taken of the ranks fuperior to that of ma- 
jor, that this omiffion is grounded on the 
confideration of their number and their 
fituation ; the former rendering the produce* 
of their contributions, if rated proportion. 
ably with the reft, an objec of little or no 
moment ; 
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moment; anJ the latter inal ing it very un- 
likely, that the children of any of them 
fhould ever be compelled to kave recourfe 
to the inftitulion for a maintenance, hence 
it was judged moft proper, that thofe ranks 
fhould be left to contribute to the fupport 
of the propofed eftablifiment by voluntary 
and difcretional fubferiptions. 
PROPOSALS. 

1ft,—That each fubaltern and affiftant 
furgeon, contribute monthly three ficca 
rupees, (now fonauts;) each captain and 
furgeon fix, and each major nine. 

2d.—That to prevent difficulty and ex- 
pence in the collcétions, as well as to fe- 
cure their amount againit all accidents, the 
officers confent to the deduction of the 
fpecifid contributions, from their monthly

3d.—That to this end the feveral pay-

Aftef which periods, itwill reft with the ma- 
nagement or (by their appointment) with 
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their agents in Mnoland, to determine what 
further aids fuch orphans thall receive from 
the foviety ; the management, or their avents, 
being to be guided in fuch decifions, by the 
pecuniary circum{tances of the orphans, and 
the ftate of the funds of the fociety at the 
time. 
a4th.—That on the male orphans fent to 
England attaining the age of fourteen, the 
management or their agents at home, {hall 
determine on their fettlements in the world; 
in doing of which, they will neceffarily be 
guided by the information they thall receive 
in refpect to the conftitution, the difpofi- 
tion, the genius, and the acquirements of 
each boy; fuchas may difcover a turn for’ 
any paiticular occupation or trade, fhall be 
bound apprentice to the bulinefs of their 
choice, at the expence of the fund ; and af- 
ter having performed their indentcres, fhall 
receive from the fociety fuch ailfiftance to- 
wards enabling them to fet up for themfelves, 
as the management, or their agents (whom 
they are carcfully to choofe) fhall judge ne- 
ceflary to beftow, and the funds of the fo- 
ciety may afford; fuch as fhall be confider~

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That fhould they at the period of their en- 
gaging in bufinefs, te difpofid to enter in- 
to the matrimenial flate, they be further 
entitled to receive fuch marriage portion or 
dowry, as the management, or their agents 
in England, (whofe approbation of the con- 
ne&tion fhall be previoufly yielded) fhall 
think proper to giant; and that no girl after 
fuch period, fhall have any claim on the 
inftitution for marriage portion cr dowry, 
but be confidered as finally difcharged from 
the foundation. 

26th.—That in order to reftrain officers 
from devifing, at, or before their death, the 
whole of their poffeffions away from their 
children, and thereby throwing them, per- 
haps without neceffity, and totally unpro- 
vided, upon the inftitution; it fhall be 
the duty of the feveral committees, upon 
the death of an officer, leaving one or 
more orphans behind him, to tranfmit to 
the management at the prefidency, fuch in- 
forrnation rcf{pe€ting the eflate of the de- 
ceafed, and of it’s difpofition according to 
his will, as they fhall be able to procure ;

preceding articles, guiding their determina- 
tions in every cafe that may come under 
their confideration, 
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3. (AL GC. 28:h Augu/t, 1786.—C, D. 

We have 
come to the following refolutions relative to 
the Orphan Society eftablithment at your 
prefilency, viz, 

ift, That this Court doth approve of the 
inftitution of an Orphan Society in Bengal, 
for the maintenance and education of the 
arphans of offivers, furgeons, and furgeons’ 
afliftants, on the Pengal eftablifhnent, 

2d. That this Court doth approve of the 
general principles of the inftitution, as more 
particularly fet forth in the propofals of the 
faid plan, excepting the arf, aad, aad, 
aath, and 25th articles, which relate to 
fending the orphans to England for educa~ 
tion, and recommending fuch as fhall be 
confidered fit for the military fervice, to be 
appointed cadets, But, in refpeét to fend~ 
ing children for education to England, this 
exception is not meant to exclude thofe al- 
ready in England, who ought to be provid- 
ed for out of the fund, agreeable to the 1, th 
article of the faid plan, 

34. That in cafe, upon further confiderae 
tion, it fhall be {een proper, that any chil- 
dren fhould be fent to England for educa~ 
tion, this Court is of opinion, that the fame 
fhould be confined to legitimate children, 
when both parents are Europeans. 

4th. That this Court doth approve of the 
military-paymafters deducting and ftopping 
out of the pay of the feveral officers, now 
in the Company’s fervice, and. {pecified in 
the rf{t article of the plan; and alfo fuch 
other officers as have agreed, or fhall agree 
thereta, fuch fums as they have, or shall 
think fit, to allow to this fund; and that in 
future, no perfon entering into the military 


fervice as officers, of the like rank, furgeons, 
and 
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and furgeon:’ afliftants, on the Bengal e- 
ftablifhment, he admitted to thofe offices, 
unlefs they fhall previoufly agree to make 
fuch monthly allowanecs, as the managers of 
the fociety fhall, frum time to time, agree to, 

gh, That this Court doth approve, that 
the minagers of the Orphan Society have 
the charge of the maintenance and educa- 
tion of the children and orphans of Euro- 
pean non -commiffioned officers and privates, 
on the Bengal eftablithment, 

6th, That it is not proper for this Court 
to take a general controul and dire€tion of 
the affairs of the Orphan Society in Eng- 
land; but will have no objection to receive 
quarterly returns and accounts, from the ma- 
nagers or agent in England, and interpofe, 
as occafion fhall require, in giving affiftance 
to the managers in Bengal, to correct abufes, 
and to promote the welfare of the fociety. 

ath, That remittances be granted, from 
time to time, by bills of exchange on the 
Court of DireCtors, of fuch fums as the 
fociety may want in Europe, upon the fame 
terms as certificates are granted to the cap. 
tains and officers of fhips in the Company’s 
fervice. 

8th. That as the managers of the Or- 
phan Society, in Bengal, have made repeat. 
ed reprefentations to the Governor-general 
and Council, fetting forth, that the monthly 
allowances of three ficca rupees, ftipulated 
to be paid to the managers by the Company, 
for the maintenance, clothing, and educat- 
ing, of each of the European foldiers chil- 
dren, is greatly inadequate to the unavoida- 
ble expenfes incurred by the Society on thofe 
accounts: This Court will, therefore, give 
erders, that the managers of the Society be 
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direXed to deliver into the [engal Board, 
an account, annually, {pecifying the aStual 
expenfes incurred by the Society on account 
of thofe childrens and that the excefs of the 
faid amount, above the allowance of three 
rupees, be reimburfed to the Suciety by the 
Company, provided that the total monthly 
charg2s, for each child, do not exceed the 
allowance of five ficca rupees, formerly if- 
fued for the fupport of thofe children. And 
to prevent abufes in this charity, it is the 
opinion of the Court, that no allowance, 
either of three rupees, or any further fum, be 
paid, without returns being regulatly made 
to the Governor-general and Council, of 
the children entitled to this fund, f{pecifying 
the names and age of fuch children, and of 
their fathers, together with their fatious, and 
the regiment and company to wiich they 
refpectively belonged; which lifts are an- 
nually to be tranfmitted to the Court of Di. 
rectors. ‘ 
gth. That this Court doth approve of the 
advance made by the Governor-general and 
Council, of the fum of 40,000 ficca ru- 
pees, for the conftrudlion of a building for 
the reception of 300 children, of non- 
commiffioned officers and foldiers ; and that 
the Orphan Society be difcharged from their 
bond, given by them to the Governor-gene. 
ral and Council, for the re-payment of the 
fame, in cafe this Court fhould difapprove 
thereof, 
roth. That in the prefent ftate of the 
Rohilla donation money, the Court cannot 
take upon themfelves to form a judgment of 
what may be done refpecting any unclaimed 
fhares of that money, but will be hereafter 
ready to concur in an appropriation of un- 
claimed 
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claimed fhares, to the refpeStive crphan mi- 
litary fund, whenever it fall appcar that it 
may be done with propricty.

(M. C. 30th Fune, 1783.) Agreed to 
grant the allowance of 3 rupees per month, 
to all children of foldicrs, to be paid to the 
managers, if they will promife to give the 
fame liberal attention in fuperintending the 
execution of the building which they pro- 
pofe to erect, that they have fliewn to the 
general intercft of the eftablifhment; and by 
which the Board believe, that a building 
may be ereéted much under the eftimate de- 
livered of itto them. ‘The Board will ad- 
vance the money which may be required for 
it, and allot a {pot of ground for the pur- 
pole. 
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( Eflablifhed regulations and bye laws 
paffed by the managers, refpefting the Orphan 
fund, fubfequent ta the eftablifbment in ‘Au.

5. (28th Fuly, 1784.) Refolved, (that

of September next. 


6, (29th December, 1787.) Five of the 
ftationary committces having fignified their

Agreed, that the managers do proceed to 
the clection of a deputy-governor. 


4, (28th Fuly, 1784.) Refolved, that the 
propolitions of the rfl and 3d brigade com- 
muttecs, that vacancies in the flationary ma- 
nagers be filled up by the brigade at the 
prefidency, for the time being, be carried 
into effect. 


8. (29th ALurch, 1783.) Refolved, that 
five managers may conftitute a meeting, and 
be competent to the tranfacting of bufinefs.

"13. (20th Fuly, 1785.) Extract of a cir- 
cular letter from the managers, to General 
Sir Robert Barker, and the other gentlemen 
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who were folicited to bce me? managers for 
the affairs of the fociety, in England, dated 
ad November, 1786, 

We have forwarded to Major Mitchell a 
lift of the children who have been fent to 
England by their guardians and friends, and 
we have agreed to allow the following fums 
fer their maintenance, clothing, and educa- 
tion, intending to include in fuch allowance 
all charges of whatever nature, viz. 

For girls and boys under the age of 
fix years, - - ~- - = £ 25 perann, 
Girls from 6 to 14 years old, 40 ditto, 
Boys ditto, - - - ~ ~ 35 ditto. 

This allowance to commence on the 
arrival of the advice of this refolution in 
Europe, but if application fhould be made 
by the perfons in charge of any of the 
children for the expences incurred on their 
account, fince the children arrived in 
Europe, we requeft, that the fame may be 
difcharged, upon the atua] amount being, 
certified to the fatisfaction of the managers, 
provided the fum for any one child does 
not exceed £ 20 per annum; but if any 
larger fum fhall appear reafonable to the 
managers, it fhall be likewife difcharged, as 
early as the funds of the fociety will admit, 
fo as it does not exceed the allowance befare 
limited for the future expences of the 
children. 

14. (25th November, 1786.) Agreed, 
that the property received with any orphan, 
is the property of the child, and that the 
fociety have power over it nofurther thanto

Agreed, that 
it be made a ftanding regulation of the 
fociety, that the legitimate children may 
remain with their mothers until they arrive 
atthe age of five years, upon the fettled 
allowance of 20 ficca rupees per month, 
provided the managers arc fatished that 
they are properly taken care of; but that 
after that ageif they 1emain in India, the 
boys muit be fent to the {chool, and the gils 
only be permitted to remain, if their mo- 
thers are inclincd to continue the care of 
them, and the management deem them 
“well qualificd to firperintend their educa- 
tion, in which left cafe, the allowance be in- 
creafed afier they have attained the age of 
five yeais to ficca rmpecs 32 per menfem, 
being the fum fixed for the education and 
maintenance of {cmale boaiders atthe orphan 
houfe. 

16. On the rgth of February, 1787, 
the managers agreed to reccive the children 
of living officers into the orphan houfe 
for education, on the following tcrms, 
provided the children’s ages exceed three 
years, and that their fathcis are fubfciibers 
to the fund: 

That the childien fhall be lodged, dicted, 
and clothed, and in every 1efpect treated as 
the orphans of officers are. 

That the monthly expence for boys be 
rated agreeably to the calculation lately 
made, viz. 

For clothing, ficca rupees 4. per month. 

Dieting, 9 ditto. 

And for a proportion of the expence of 
fchool-mafters, &c. &c. &c. ficca ru- 
pees 17 permonth; making altogether fieca 
rupees 30 per menfem for each child. 
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That this expence fhould be defrayed 
monthly by the father, wherever he may be 
fationed, giving authority to the paymafter 
to dedu& the amount fiom the allowances 
he will have to icceive, 

That the daughters of officers fhall be 
received as well as the fons, on the follow- 
ing terms : 

For cloathing, ficca rupees § permonth. 

Dieting, ro ditto. 

And for a propoition of the expence of 
{chool-maflers, &c. &c. &c. 
pees 17 per month; making altovether 
ficca rupees 32 per menfem. 

That the fons of officers fhall be remov- 
ed from the orphan houfe at the age of 
fifteen, and the daughters at the age of 
fountcen years. 

17. (12th Fune, 1788.) Agreed, that 
inflructions be given not to fuffer any child 
to be taken away fiom the orphan houfe, 
without an o:der from the managment or 
the deputy governor, either direAly fiom 
himfelf or through the fecretary, 

18. (7th May, 1783.) Refolved, that 
it be made a ftanding rule or bye-law of the 
focicty, that no allowance whatfoever be 
made to any illegitimate orphan admitted 
on the foundation, who fhall remain under 
the proteétion or care of any other perfons 
than the managers of the fociety, or people 
appointed or employed by them. 

19.— (Uf February, 1787.) It is pro- 
pofed to provide for feveral of the fons of 
the non-commiffioned and privates by fend- 
ing them to fea, or placing them, with the 
approbation of government, in the pilot 
fervice. « 

It is alfo prapofed to requeft of govern- 
ment, that the fons of non-commiflioned 
and privates, may be admitted into the fer~ 
vice 
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vice of the company, as drummers and 
fifirs, as often as convenic at, 

The Right Hon. the Guvernor and the 
managers prcfent, approve of both thcfe 
propoliGons, and refolve that they fhall be 
adopted. 

20, -— (201 Odtober, 1784.) Refvived, 
that the mothers, and others who have 
charge of the orphan children of the non- 
commiffioned and private under three years 
old, be paidthree rupees per month for each 
child, thofe children to be muftered and 
drawn for, the fame as the children at 
Duckenfore, provided the mothers can 
find refponfible people who will be anfwer- 
able for their taking proper care of the 
children. This refolution not to include 

the allowance tobe paid for children whofe 
tatheis are living. 

(20th Fuly, 1785.) Agreed, that no 
money be granted for any children of the 
non-commiffioned and privates, not refid- 
ing inthe orphan houfe, whofe ages excccd 
three years. (See art. 28.) 

Agreed, that firch perfons of the non- 
commiffioned and private as have children 
upward of three years old, and do not fend 
them to the orphan houfe to be educated, 
fhall not have the Company's allowance 
paid to them fos any children that they may 
have, under the age of three years. 

at. (31ff Aday, 1787.) The feeretary 
lays before the managers the following re- 
gulations relative to the children of non- 
commiflioned and privates, prepared by him 
in purfuance of orders:

With regard to fuch portions of pay, 
which the artillery men and lafcars may 
with to receive in Bengal — (the command- 
ing officer) has been inflru€ed to make 
deductions accoingly fiom the artillery 
abftracts, before they are prefented for pay- 
ment on the coaft, of the amount receiv. 
able in Bonzal, and to tranfmil a c. i tificate 
there: { in the folowing form:

The commandant of the brigade of ar- 
tillery, is to fign a monthly bill for the a- 
mount fpecified in the certificate, which is 
to be paid after audit, by the paymafter of 
atillery and garrifons ; the diftribution of 
which isto be made by the commandant of 
artillery, agreeable to lis now in his poflef. 
fion, er accarding to the occafional corree- 
tion of thofe lifts which he will 1ec.ive from: 
— (the commanding officer.) 

The collectors or refidents of the differ- 
ent diftriSts, throughout the Company’s and 
Vizier’s provinces, have been inftruQed to 
make it known throughout their dependen- 
cies, that the families of any of the men 
engaged on foreign fervice, who wifh to 
communicate with them occafionally, may 
forward their letters to the colleClors or re. 
fidents, who have been dirc&ed to tran{mit, 
once a month or oftener, all the Jetters in 
their pofleffion to the acjutant-general’s of- 
fice, whois required to convey them regu- 
latly to the commanding officer, and to tranf- 
mit any anfweis that may be received from 
the men, on the fervice to the feveral collec 
tors or refidents, who can with much facility 
diftribute them to their families. .

The 
military paymalter-general is under the im- 
mediate orders of the Board, and it is his 
duty to take care that all orders to the pay- 
mafters are punCtually obeyed. 

2, 2d,—(ibid.) He is to direét and in- 
flru& the paymaflers refpecting their ac- 
counts, and in the payment of the differ- 
ent corps paid by them, as the fervice may 
occafionally require. 

3. 3d.—(ibid.) Copies of all orders from 
the Board or Commander-in-chief to pay- 
mafters, are to be fent to the paymafter- 
general, and copies of all applications from 
them to the Board, on points which re- 
fpect the dutics of their offices, are to be 
laid before the Board, by the paymafler-ge- 
neral, excepting fuch as may relate to the 
commiffary - general’s office of centroul, 
which are to pafs through him. 

4. 4th.—(idid.) The paymafter-general 
is to furnifh the Commaander-in-chief with

of the principle laid down in the 6th para- 
graph of the {cction, entitled military pay- 
mafter-general, of the refolutions of Coun- 
cil in the fecret department of infpeétion, 
dated 22d September, 1785, which is as 
follows :

paymaiter-general, “and difcharged at his 
office.

16. a7th.—(ibid.} He is to fuperintend 
the duties of the military accomptant, and 
lay before the Board, copies of his books, 
to be tranfmitted annually to the Honorable 
the Court of DireQors. 

17. 28th.—(cbid.) No money is to be 
iffucd from the paymafter general’s office, 
but on Mondays, Wednefdays, and Fridays, 
the refl of the week being fet apart for the 
bufinefs of accounts, Sundays and Holydays 
excepted, 

18. 34th.— (zhid.) Balls not fixed in their 
nature and amount, are in the filt inftance 
to be referred to the Commander-in-chief, 
or to the commanding officers of brigades, 
detachments, or gairifons, to be counter- 
figned by them. They are to be delivered 
to paymalicrs of brigades or corps, to 
which the drawers of the bills are attached, 
together with every explanation that may 
be neceffary, for the information of the 
Board, for themftlves, or commanding 
officers, 

35th. — (ibid.) The paymafters are 
directed to forward, at the beginning of 
every month, to the paymafter of the extra~ 
ordinaries, all contingent bills and letters of 
explanation, received in the courfe of the 
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preceding month; which bills and letters 
of explanation, the paymafter of extraor- 
dinaries is to tranfmit to the commiflary 
general's office, for his remarks and obfer- 
vations, previous to their being laid before 
the Board. 

39th.—The Board referve to themfelves 
the option of authorizing the paymafter 
general to accept diafts, on account of ex« 
traordinary fervices, the amount of which 
is to1emain atthe officers debit, until the 
bills for fuch charges have been pafled ; at

Ordered, 
that the military paymafter general be for- 
bid peremptorily to fuffer any balance of 
cath whatever, to remain in the hands of 
any of the paymafters; but if circum- 
itances fhould render it unavoidably neceflary, 
to take care thaz {uch balancedo never ex- 
ceed the amount for which the paymafter 
has given fecurity to the Board.

Refolved, that 
the military-paymafter- general be appointed 
to the charge of the difourfements, made by 
the Company, on account of His Majefty’s 
troops ferving in Bennal. 

at. (ALC. 15th May, 1788.) That the 
dutics of accountant to the military-pay- 
mafter-general, be annexed to, and per- 
formed by, the deputy military-paymatter- 
general, who fliall, from the commencement 
of thefe regulations, be defigned deputy mi- 
litary-paymafter-general and accountant, 

That there thall be only two affiftants in 
the office of the paymafter-general, from the 
Company’s civil covenanted feivants, 

‘That the fenior of thefe two affiftants thall 
be alfo deputy paymafter of artillery and gar- 
rifons, with the fame pay and allowances as 
is citablifhed by the exifting regulations for 
that office ; and that he alfo receive fonaut 
rupees roo, as fenior affifant to the mili- 
tary - paymafler- general, exclufive of his 
eftablifhed civil allowance of a writer; and 
allowance for a moonfhy, if the latter fhall 
be granted to him. 

That the junior affiftant fhall be alfo de~ 
puty paymafler at the prefidency, with the 
fame pay and allowances as is eftablifhed by 
the exilling regulations for that office ; but 
that he fhall receive no falary as fecond or 
junior affiftant to the military - paymafter~ 
general, other than what he may be entitled 
to as his eflablifhed civil allowance of a 
writer; and a moonthy, if thelatter fhall be 
granted to him, 

That any extra native writers, whofe fer. 
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Vices may be occafionally required, are * to 
be drawn for when a&tually and unavoidably 
employed, by the military-paymafter-general, 
in his contingent bill; which will be audited 
by the Governor-general in Council before 
payment, together with his petty charges 
and contingencies, including candles, pref- 
fes, defks, leather, cloth, &c. 


22. 59th.—(M. C, 11th Ofober, 1785.) 
The Board have thought proper to confine 
all transfers to the office of the paymafter- 
general, 

23. (AL. CG. gth April, 1788.) The Go- 
vernor general-in-council, finding that the 
arrangement of the military accounts of this 
eflablighment, is unneceflarily voluminousand . 
complex; and being likewife of opinion, that 
the general controul upon the advances and 
expenditure in that department, is defective ; 
has been pleafed to refolve and order, that 
the following regulations do take place 
on and after the ft of May, 1788: 


1. That the military-paymafter-general

The paymafter-general is, in 
like manner, to ftate the balance remaining 
in his hands, upon his general eflimate; 
which will then exhibit the arrears that were 
due at the end of the laft month,—the funds 
in the hands of all the paymafters towards 
the difcharge thereof,—-the balance {till due 
from Government, and the amount of what 
is becoming due for the current month.

29.—-7th. All paymaflers fhull, on dr be- 
fore the 15th of every month, tranfinit to 
the military-auditor-gencral (and not to the 
accountant-general as at prefent) an abftract 
of thir receipts and dilburfements, made 
up to the laft day, inclufive, of the month 
immediately preceding ; and the paymafter- 
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general fhall tranfinit to the auditor-general 
the copy of his cafh account, which, agreea- 
ble to the regulations now in force, he fends 
to the accountant-general; and difcontinue 
to furnifh the accountant-general with a copy 
of his cafh account, as is required at pre- 
fent, 

30.-—8th, The Governor. general in 
Council, confidering that when a paymatter 
draws a bill of exchange upon the pay. 
mafler-general, it isa payment made to him 
in money. All paymafters are therefore or- 
dered to bring to account immediately, 
upon the abftra& cf their receipts and dif. 
burfements, as above mentioned, fuch bills 
of exchange, drafts, receipts, or other do. 
cuments, which they draw, grant, or pots ; 
and whereby they receive into their poflef 
fion a figned youcher, capable of being en- 
tered upon their accounts of difburfements, 
whether the perfon, in whofe favour fuch 
bills of exchange or other writing may 
have been granted, bas indorfed the fame 
in favour of the collector, or refident, ad- 
vancing the money therefore, ornot.

33-—11th. The neceflary materials hav- 
ing been furnifhed to the accountant-gene- 
ral, he fhall, on or before the r5th of every 
month, make up an account, for the month

_ing the certificates iffued by the paymafter- 
general; which account he is to tran{mit to 
the paymafter-general, who, after having 
examined it, is to counterfign and forward 
the fame to the auditor-general. 
34.—12th, The auditor-general is or~ 
dered to examine the abftracts of receipts 
and difburfements of the feveral paymatters, 
and to compare them with the account of 
aG@ual advances, made up by the accountant- 
enerals and if it fhall appear, from the 
gates of the bills of exchange, and the dates 
when the colle&tors advanced the money for 
them, or from any other circumftance, that 
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a paymafter has failed to debit himfelf, im« 
mediately upon drawing fuch bills of exe 
change, or other writing, for which the 
paymafter receives a figned voucher, capable 
of becoming a charge upon his account of 
difburfements, according to the true intent 
and meaning of the eighth article, of thefe 
1egulations,—every fuch negleét, the auditor.

35—-13th. And whenever it fhall happen, 
that the advances of any month, to the mili. 
tary department (the account cf which is 
to be made up as hereafter expreffed) exceed « 
the monthly ftatement of the probable 
monthly expenditure, the auditor - general 
fhall immediately report the fame to the Go» 
vernor-general in Council; he thall not be 
permitted to ufe his own difcretion, in any 
deviation from a {triG& obedience to this ore 
der; but it is required, however, to ac- 
company fuch report with a ftatement 6f the 
caufes which appear to have occafioned the 
excefs inthe advance; tothe end that Go.

The Governor - general in 
Council is pleafed to direct, that the mode 
now in ufe, of arranging the military ex- 
penditure under various heads, upon the 
books of the paymafter-general, be difcon- 
tinued; and that the amount admitted by 
the auditor-general, upon the firit audit of 
the feveral difburfements of the pay-mafter’s , 
or afterwards admitted upon re-audit, be 
carried to the debit of heads, entitled— 
“ Charges Military,” of the particular year 
to which the fums fo admitted may belong. 
38.—1z6th. The Governor - general in 
Council is pleafed to direct, that a concife 
fet of books fhall be kept by the auditor- 
general, to accord with the books of the 
paymartcr-general; and mutually to check 
each other, fo far as regards the general ex- 
penditure in the military department. 
39.—17th. The fet of books to be kept 
by the auditor-general, is to confift of a 
journal and a ledger; wherein is to be en- 
tered, firft, the particulars of the monthly 
account of advances to the military depart- 
ment, the amount of which is to be carried 
to thé debit of the paymafter-general; de- 
claring, however, at the fame time, that 
this entry {hall in no fhape be conftrued to

42.—2oth. It is ordered, that the pay- 
mafler-general carry no fum to the debit of 
charges military, and to the credit of a pay- 
mafter’s account, but the actual amount ad- 
mitted by the auditor-general, either upon 
the firft aud.t of his accounts of d‘fburfc- 
ments, or afterwards upon re-andit;—and 
as by thefe regulations, every charge muft 
be finally audited and paffd, b2fore it is 
brought upon the books, it is further or- 
dercd, that when the paymafter-gencral is 
direéted by the Governor-general in Coun-~ 
cil, to make advances upon account of any 
fervice,which is psiforming, or may have 
been contracted for upon eltimate or other- 
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wife, he is to take receipts for. thefe ad- 
vances; the amount of which are to be 
charged upon the books of his office, to 
the debit of the perfons who have contract- 
ed for, or undertaken fuch occafional fer- 
vices, until the fervice or work is perform- 
ed; after which, thofe accounts are to re- 
ceive credit by the paymafter of atiller 

and garrifons, to whom the amount of the 
advance for the particular fervice is to be 
charged; and the complete expence thereof 
be entered upon his difburfements, accom- 
panied with it’s proper voucher. 

Nothing, however, in this claufe is to be 
undeiftood to extend to the advances to be 
made to the officers command'ng detach- 
ments, employed upon forcign fervice. 

43.—~21ft. The additions acd calculations 
of batta, in the paymatfter’s difburfements, 
‘are to be checked by the auditor-general. 

44.——-22d. When the difburfements of a 
paymafter have been audited by the auditor- 
general, he fhall pafs the account for the 
juft amount adinitted thereon, and advife 
the paymafler-general thereof; acquainting 
him, that the fame has been casricd to his 
credit, and for which fum he will credit 
the paymafler accoid'ngly. The like co.n- 
munication to be made when firms are ad- 
initted upon re-audit. 

45.—23d. The auditor-gen-ral fhall alfo 
advife the paymacters, when the’r accounts 
of difbui feiments are audited, or when Cims 
are admitted upon re-audit; inf m.nzthen, 
that the paymalter-general has been d 1c&- 
ed to give them credit for the amounts ad- 
mitted. 

46.—24th. When retrenchments happen 
to be made, the amount thereof is to be 
prepared, in detail, as at piefent, and tan{-

But the re- 
trenchment accounts will not appear upon.

mafters, except when it may happen that 
{ums are retrenched upon re-audit; in 
which cafe the auditor-general fhall tranf- 
mit the account thereof to the paymafler- 
general, who fhall carry it to the debit of 
the pay-mafter, from whofe difbuifements 
it is made, and to the credit of chaiges mi- 
ditary; and the hike communication fhall be 
made to the paymajfter by the auditor-ge> 
neral, 

asth. The accounts of re-audit are to be 
made up in detail, by the auditor-general, 
and tranfinitted as at prefent. 

47.——26th. In confideration of thefe re- 
gulations, and in order to render the pay-~ 
mafter’s accounts of difburfements more 
plain and connected, the Governor-gene- 
ral in Council is pleafed to direét, that 
the prefent form in which thefe accounts 
“are made out, be altered, and that they 
be made to refemble, as nearly as may be, 
the book of military ftatements, prepared 
‘annually for Parliament: exhibiting in a 
plait detail, and under the fame head, the 
pay and allowances iffued to each corps, 
company, or eltablifhment. 
* 48.—a7th, For this purpofe the paymaf-

the a@tual firength, and fixed allowance, 
ifued to cach corps, company, sraslife 
ment, or individual; and that where accafi- 
onal extra expence is incurred, over and 
above the fixed allowances of the ftationhs, or 
from fupernumenaries to the efta:lifhments, 
fuch extra charge fhall appear detailed, 
after the fixed allowances, and eftablifh- 
ments of each corps; but not upon a. fepa- 
rate part of the difbwfement. 


49.—28th, Asby thefe regulations, a com- 
plete check is cftablifhed in the auditor-ge- 
neral, over all the military difbin fements of this

ad--—Refolved, that there be a paymafter 
of garrifons and artillery, and that he be 
allowed a deputy as a ne.effary affiflant, to 
attend to the duties of the office, in cafe of 
the paymafter’s ficknefs or abfence. 

53. (ibid. ) That it fhall be in the option 
of the paymafter in the firft inflance, to re- 
fide at which of the two ftations he {hall 
think fit, and that the duties of the other 
flation fhall be condu&ted under the im- 
mediate fuperintendance of the deputy, 
who of the two deputies may be the com- 
pany’s fenior fervant.

58. 6th.— Whenever an officer fhall have 
further grounds to produce in fupport. of 
the chaige which has been retrenched, he 
is to {tate them upon the extract of the re- 
trenchments with which he has been furnifh- 
ed, and return it to the commiffary general, 
through the channel of his paymafter, with- 
in one month, accompanied with copies of 
fuch orders, certificates, or other authouity, 
as he may have to urge. 

59. 7th.-The paymatters are directed to 
forward fuch reprefentations to the commif- 
fary-gereral, within one week after they

Frequent 
reprefentations having been made to the 
Board, by officers of the feveral corps of the 
army, concerning the rank which thofe of 
the one cafually obtain over thofe cf the 
other,—The Board now think it proper to 
publifh, for the information of the whole 
army, the fentiments which they have uni. 
formly declared, upon memorials of this 
fort, that the officers of the artillery, in- 
fantry, andengineers, fhal] rile in their own 
corps, independent of cach uther, and with.

Since 
writing our letter of the 3oth January, 
1778, refpecting the return of perfons from 
India, to folicit redrefs of real or fuppofed 
grievances; we have refolved, that every 
civil fervant or military officer, who thall 
hereafter return from India, on account of 
his private affairs, or on any other account, 
except the recovery of health, in cafes 
wherein it fhall have been duly certified, 
that the meafure is neceffary for the pre- 
fervation of life, or to enable the party to 
difcharge the duty of his flation: every 
civil fervant or military officer fo returning 
from India, fhall be confidered as totally 
out of the fervice; and we direct, that our 
faid refolution, be forthwith publifhed at 
Fort William, and at all our fubordinate 
faGtories, and likewife given out in general 
and brigade orders to the army.

g. (Ma C. 29th Fuly, 1789.) The 
Honorable the Court of DireGtors, having 

confidered 
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confidered, that the indulgence of half-pay 
granted by their orders of the 21ft of Sep- 
tember, 1785, to fupernumerary officers re- 
turning to Europe on furlough, has in fome 
inftances been conitrued in a different man- 
ner, from that which was originally intended, 
they haye determined to revoke the fame, 
and have direCted from the receipt of thefe

Having 
reconfidered our refolutions as communi- 
cated to you in our letter of the roth Sep- 
tember, 1783, refpecting the return from 
abroad of our civil and military fervants for 
the recovery of their health, or for the pur- 
pole of fettling their private affairs: we have 
agreed to difpenfe therewith, as far as may 
re{peét their temporary return to Europe, in 
confequence of any reduction made, or to be 
made, inthe feveral branches of our civil and 
‘nilitary eftablifhments ; and as it has been 
reprefented to us, that it would be in general, 
if not wholly impracticable, to attain the 
atteftation of three furgeons to the cafe of 
afingle individual, we fhall content our- 
felyes with the teftimony of only one medi- 
cal géntleman, as to the fat of his patient 
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being really in an ill ftate of health, and you 
are tomakeitas generally known as poflible, 
that upon a difcovery of any collufion here- 
in, the partics concerned in fuch collufion, 
will be moft affuredly difmiffed the Com- 
pany’s fervice; but we muft at the fame 
time obferve to you, the great facility with 
which the duilipated and indolent obtain 
leave of abfence from India, was the only 
motive which induced us to eftablith the 
mode, contained in our beforcmentioned 
letter of the roth September, 1783.

Every of- 
ficer who after refignation, thall obtain per- 
miffion to return to India, and even thofe 
who fhall return from lcave of abfence, 
fhall remain fupernumerary until vacancies 
fhall fall in their refpetive ranks, and every 
vacancy, however occafioned, fhall be fup- 
plied by actual promotion. 

(M. C. adth Fuly, 1786.)  Refolved, 
that officers who fhall fucceed to their full 
allowances, fhall not fuffer any future de- 
creafe of them, by officers returning to the 
fervice from Europe, who on their return 
are to be on the half-pay fituation, until 
vacancies occur, which they will have a 
claim to, by feniority of rank.

7. (ibid.) Te will give to each officer 
commanding a divifion or column, a copy 
of fuch orders as relate to him. 

8. (ibid.) He will march to the new en- 
campment, and diftribute the ground accord- 


ing to the inftruétions he has received from 
the general or commanding officer, and 
mark it out to be occupied by the army, de- 
livering it over to the refpedtive quarter- 
matters. 

g. (ibid.) He will vifit the avenues tc 
the camp, reconnoitre the ground anc 
country round about it, and get from the 
inhabitants an exat information; and on 
the report he makes to the general or com- 
manding officer, he receives his orders fos 
the march of the army, in the manner the 
general intends they fhould be executed. 

10. (ibid.) He will make himfelf tho- 
roughly acquainted with the roads leading to 
the enemy’s encampment, that he may be 
able to report the fame when called upon. 

11, (tbid.) The condition of the camp- 
equipage of the army, hall be regularly re- 
ported to him. 

12. (ibid.) The quartermafter - general 
will inform himfeif of the different {tations 
of the troops, that he may be enabled to 
make out and iffue theproper march-routesy 
to occafional detachments from one poft to 
another, 

13. (zbid.) When troops are out of the 
Company’s provinces, the quarterma(ter- 
general will make himfelf acquainted with

to the commanding ufficer, when called 
upon. 

Ifa (24d) Whenever temporary canton- 
ments arc to be conftruéted, the quarter- 
mafler-general, fhall have the infpection of 
tho, works. The buildings at Berhampore 
and Dinapore, being eftablifhed barracks, 
do not come under the controul of the quar- 
terinalter-general. 

rs, (dbid.) The provifion of elephants, 
camels, draft and carriage cattle, being 
contracted for, the quartermafter-general 
has therefore no further controul over thefe 
departments, than adjufting the neceffary 
proportions, on occafions of fervice, and 
judging of their fulliciency or otherwife ; of 
which he fhall xeport to the commanding 
officer. 

16. (M. C. 20th Fune, 1786.) Ordered, 


that the charge of the two pinnaces at Budge. 


Budge, do revert to the quartermatter- 
general, in confequence of the re-eflablifh- 
ment of his affice. 

17. (M. @. 27th Fune, 1788.) Ordered, 
that the care of the Budge Budge road, be 
made over to the quartermafter-general. 

18. (M4. C. 24th Fune, 1784.) Refolved, 
that it be made a ftanding regulation, that 
when any temporary buildings are required 
for military purpofes, the materials for eredt- 
ing thes are not to be furnifhed by thecom- 
miffaries of fupplies, but by the quarter- 
mafter-general, deputy quartermafter-genc- 
ral, or quartermafters of the corps, when 
neither of the two former, or: their agents, 
are prefent. 

19. (M. C. 16th Fuly, 1788.) The 
period for which Lieutcnant-colonel Allan 
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M‘Pherfon engaged to keep the canton- 
ments of Barrackpore in repair, being to 
expire on the laft day of the prefent month, 
this duty will then devolve on the quarter- 
mafter-general, 

20. (44. C. sth Augul, 1789.) The Go- 
vernor-general in Council, is clearly of opi- 
nion, from the nature of the duties of repair- 
ing the Barrackpore cantonments, embanke 
ing the river within the cantonment limits, 
and keeping in repair the road between thofe 
cantonments and Calcutt1, to which has 
alfo been annexed, the repair of the roads 
from Calcutta to theworks at Budge Budge, 
and tothe powder-worksat Mannacolly, that 
they will be better executed upon tuft by 
an officer, in whom confidence can be fo 
jultly placed, as it may in lieutenant-colonet -. 
Cockercll, and more advantageoufly to the 
Company than by contraék; it is therefore 
agreed, that thefe duties fhould devolve to 
the quartermafter-general, under the general 
regulations lately adopted, and that the 
eftablifhment of people propofed by him, 
fhould be fubRituted in lieu of the former 
mode, by annual allowance for the fervice 
of the Cantonments at Barrackpore. 

‘The rexfons which more particularly in- 
fluence the decifion of the Governor-gene- 
yal in Council on this occafion are, that a 
diftinét and feparate account may be kept of 
the repairs of the cantonments for the two 
firft years, and that the expenfe, when afcer- 
tained, may ferve as a flandard for the judg~ 
ment of the Board,. in deciding upon terms 
of contract for future repairs; and in re- 
fpect to the roads, particularly thofe towards 
Budge Budge and Mannacolly, as it is not 
intended to make them pucka,,or to edo 
more to them than to keep them paffable 

during 
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durtng the rains, the objeA would not only 
be too inconfiderable for a contract, but the 
condition muft be too indefinite, to make it 
clearly underftood what the contrafor fhould 
perform. 

Ordered, that in conformity to the princi- 
ples, upon which 1n alteration in the mode 
feitled for the repairs of the roads, in the de~ 
partment of the quartermafter-general, has 
been made, that it extend alfo to the road 
between Calcutta and Barraflett, under the 
controul of a {taf officer of artillery, who 
at prefent receives a fixed annual allowance 
for the repair. 

Lift of public fervants, lafcars, and ar- 
tificers, recommended to be allowed at e- 
ftablithed monthly pay, for the fervice of the 
Barrackpore cantonments :

Agreed, that the ft of September be 
the period ‘fixed for the commencement of 
the repair of the roads under charge of 
the quartermafter-general, and alfo that be- 
tween Calcutta and Barreflétt, under the di- 
rection of a ftaff officer of artillery. 

Bi. (GO. a5th Ofeber, 1787.) The 
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Commander-in-chief ifftes the following 
regulations, for the duties in the department 
of quaitermafters, where neither the quar~ 
termafter-general, nor deputy quartermafter~ 
general, fhall be prefent to officiate: 

22. (ibid.) The general duties of this 
department, cither at ftations, or with divi. 
fions, or detachments of the army, which 
occur in the courfe of the fervice, and have 
not been provided for by the quartermafter- 
general, or deputy quartermafter-general, 
are to be vefted in that quartermafter prefent, 
who fhall happen to be the fenior officer in 
the lift of the army. 

23. (ivid.) Internal duties of European 
battalions, or detachments of artillery, or 
of infantiy, or of biigades of native in- 
fantry, are vefted in the quartermafters of 
the 1efpective corps; but, fhould the nature 
of thefe duties be fubject to doubt, reference 
is to be made to the commanding-officer on 
the fpot, whofe decifion is to be final. 

24. (M4. C. 5th Auguft, 1779.) When 
ele-hants are employed in carrying the field 
equipage train, the contractor, or his a- 
gents, fhall have the fole direction in load- 
ing the elephants and bullocks; the quar- 
termatter and his people thall only give every 
poflible affiftance. The contractor to regu- 
late the number of tents to be carried by 
each elephant, provided the full quantity of 
camp equipage is tranfported by the number 
of elephants, or bullocks, contraGted for;

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1. (ML. GC. 26th June, £786.) A Board com- 
pofed of the fenior officer of artillery, (fuf- 
ciently near at hand for duty,) the fenior of- 
ficer of infantry in gairifon at Fort William, 
and one or more members of the Tofpital 
Board, and the fenior furgeon in garrifon, 
fhall affemble by order of the Governor-ge- 
neral, and examine the reciuits on their arri- 
val from Europe—a copy of their repost fhall 
be tranfmitted to the Court of Direétors. 

2, (ibid.) The Company has foibid- 
den that recruits be entertained for them in 
Europe, under 5 fect 4 inches high, or a- 
bove 35 years of age. 

(AZ. GC. 29th Fuly, 1789, C. of D. 11th 
March, 1789, Par. 2d.) © It being obfer- 
© ved in the reports from your committee of 
*¢ officers, that fome men who were before 
¢ private, were retuined as non-commifli- 
* oned-officers, we think it neceflary to 
*€ acquaint you, we have fome time fince 
« given directions, that not any non-com-~ 
“ miffioned-officer or private foldier, who 
« may come to England at the expiration 
“© of the time for which he enlifled, be 
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‘ permitted to return in a higher flation 
than that in which he a€ted when he ob- 
*¢ tained his difcharge, or to proceed to any 
*€ other prefidency than that to which he 
*¢ formeily belonged. 

“* od.—And that we might be fully in- 
«« formed on this fubjeét, we have fot con- 
«¢ fidered any petition, unlefs accompanied 
with the difcharge or other certificate of 
the perfon's rank and behaviour except 
infome few inflances, where the required 
documents have been by accident loft; in 
which cafe, we have permitted the peti-

when tliy fhall have been allottcd by the 
Commandei-in-cmef, the town-muajor is 
to tranfmit to the officers commanding 
the corps, anong wh'ch they fhall have been 
fodiltributed, rolls of thefe men, fpecifying 
their names, age, ftation, country, profef- 
fion, when and where enlifted, the fhip on 
which they came over, and the time of 
their arrival at Fort William; fiom which 
period their contracted fervice commences ; 
that of men who entertain in the country, 
js to commence from the date of enlift.ng. 

5. (:bid.) One month’s pay is to be drawn 
for recruits who aiive before the rsth of 
the month, and half a month’s pay for thofe 
who arrive on or after the 15th, to be audit- 
ed before payment. Their batta is to com- 
mence from the date of their landing at 
Fort William, and to be the fame as that of 
the Europeans in the garrifon.. 

6 (ibid.) When the recruits fhall be fent 
to join their battalions, the officer, under 
whofe immediate command they fhall have 
been at the prefidency, muft obtain from 
the paymafter of the gairifon, certificates 
how far they have been paid up. 

Thefe certificates are to be delivered to 
the peymafter from whom the next month’s 
pay is to be drawn for the recruits, and 
mutt accompany the accounts for audit. 

, (ibid.) ‘They are to be put upon the 
rolls of companies the day after they join 
their corps. : 

8, (idid.) European recruits who are oc~ 
cafionally enliftedin India, fhall firfl be ex- 
amined by the furgeon of the battalion, 
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whofe certificates of th ti fi.cefs for the for- 
vice, together with the approval of the 
commanding-oficer of the corps, fhall ac- 
company the bill for their bounty. 

Europeans when firft enteitained in the 
country, will be entitled to receiv: their 
filt clothing at the expence of the Compa- 
ny, conformably to the rules refpecting re- 
cruits arriving from Europe. 

Lut for the men whofe contraéted times 
of {trvice are expited, and who re-enlift in 
the fervice, the Company are not to be put 
to any other expence, than the cuftomary 
ftoppages for off-reckonings. 

9. (ibed.) Vhe bounty of Europeans who 
entertain or re-inlift in the Honorable Com~- 
pany’s fervice in India, fhall be fixed at 
forty 1upees for acontraéted fervice of three 
years, and fifty rupees for a contracted fer- 
vice of five years, 

10. (idid.) The European non-commif- 
fioned-officers, whofe times of contract are 
expired, and who declining to renew shall 
have becn flruck off the ftrength of the corps’ 
and transferred to the fupernumeraries, {hall 
not afterwards be re-enlifled for the Com- 
pany’s fervice with the rank they formerly 
held, but fhall be entertained as privates. 

11. (G. O. 8b February, 1787.) Earl 
Cornwallis having reafon to fuppofe, that 
the frequent defertions from the European 
corps of this army, areina great meafure 
owing to the indifcriminate admiffion of 
perfons of all nations into it; this practice 
is pofitively forbidden in future: and it is 
direéted, that none but Britifh fubjects be 
entertained as foldiers, and thefe only with 
the previous fanction of the Commander- 
in-chief, for which application is to be 
made through the adjutant-gencral or de~ 


puty- 
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puty-adjutant-general, accompanied with the 
ufual defcriptive form. 

12, (G. O, 5th April, 14788.) When drum- 
mers or fifers are wanted in any of the Eu- 
ropean or native corps of the army, appli- 
cation is to be made to the managers of the 
Orphan Society, who will furnith the num- 
ber required, from thofe who appear belt 
calculated for the profeffion, amongft the 
fons of the foldiers under their charge ; and 
no other children are to be received into the 
fervice, either from the barracks or from 
any of the claffes of the natives. 

As the admiffion of children into the fer- 
vice at an early age, is of itfelf an indul- 
gence, no bounty-money is to be given to 
boys thus entertained for drummers or fifers, 
nor at any future period for re-inlifting is 
any to be granted to the children of foldiers 
born of native women. Children of fol- 
diers, both parents being European, having 
ferved as drummers or fifers, and arrived 
at the age of 15, may be allowed to enter 
into contra, either as foldiers if fitto bear 
arms, or drummers or fifers, on the fame 
terms as Europeans re-inlifting. . 

SRPOY. 

13. (G. O, 29th Fune, 1790.) The Come 
mander-in-chief has obferved, that by far 
the greateft number of men who have de. 
ferted from Lieutenant-colonel Cockerell’s 
detachment, are natives of Oude and the 
countries beyond Benares; an experience fo 
unqueftionable muft fatisfy any perfon, ‘that 
whatever advantages fuch men may pollefs, 
in point of height and appearance, they are 

by no means fo fit for foldiers in the Com- 
pany’s fervice, as the natives of our own 
provinces ; it is therefore directed, that 
commanding-ofticers of battalions of fepoys, 
do receive as few men as pollible frem the 
gountries to the well of Benares; but fill 
up all vacancies in their battalions, as far as 
may be praQicable, with natives of the Com~ 
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pany’s provinces; and that battalion which 
is compofed of the greateft number of men 
of the latter defcription, will, in the cftima- 
tion of the Commander-in-chief, be the moft 
ufeful carps, and the mojl to be relied on, 

14. (MM. CG. 16th Fune, 1786.) Com- 
manding-oflicers of battalions, are to be re- 
fponfible, that good and {ufficient men only 
are to be entertained for recruits; and ng 
man that has ferved as a fepoy is to be en- 
lifted, but on producing a difcharge from 
the regiment or battalion he laft feived in. 

15. (tbid.) When fepoys defert froma batta- 
lion, a defcription of them, andan account of 
the periods of their defertion, arcto be fent to 
thecommanding-officers of the troops neareft 
the fpot, which fhall be conjectured as moft 
likely for the deferter to have 1eforted to. 

16. (‘bid.) No fepoy hall be entertained 
who is not 5 feet 63 inches high, or who is 
under 18, or above 30 years of age, unlels 
they fhould haye ferved hefore, 

17. Every fepoy recruit fhall be informed, 
that after having ferved 2 years, on his 
making application for his difcharge to the 
commanding-officer of the battalion he fery- 
ed in, it fhall be granted to him in two 
months from the date of his application, 
provided it would not caufe the vacancies in, 
the company he ferved in, to exceed ten; 
jn which cafe he muft remain ‘till that ob 
jection is removed; but.if actual fervice, or 
the expectation of fervice, makes it necef~ 
fary to retain the difciplined foldier, there 
is noclaim for difcharges, and every foldi- 
ermuft.do,his duty, “till the neceflity of re~ 
taining him in the fervice fhall ceafe, 

(G, 0..3¢ Auguft, 1790 ) No native ollicer 
or fepoy, is tobedifcharged the fervice on the 
fole authority of the commanding offiecr of 
the battalion.— Whenever a native commif. 
fioned-ollicer thall apply for his difcharge, 
his application together with the occafion of 
it, is to be Jaid before the commanding-offis . 
Gen r 
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eer of the brigade, and if his fandlion is 
obtained thereto, it is to be forwarded up to 
thecommanding officer of theftation on which 
the battalion is dependant, who will caufe 
the refignation to be publithed in orders. 

‘Whenever non-commiffioned officers or fe- 
poys apply for their difcharges, or whenever 
commanding officers of battalions fhall fee ac- 
cafion to difchargemen of thoferanks, aliftof 
them, {pecifying oppofite to each man'sname 
the caufe of application, or the commanding 
officer's reafon for defiring his difcharge, is 
to be fent to the commanding officer of the 
brigade, and when his approbation fhall be 
obtained, which is to be declaied by his fig- 
nature upon the lift, it is to be forwarded to 
the commanding officer of the ftation, on 
which the battalion is dependant; and if 
his confirmation is given, it is to be figni- 
fied in the fame manner, and the men are 
afterwards to receive their difcharges from 
the commanding-officer of the battalion. 

18. (Md. CG. 16th June, 1786.) The 
recruit fhall be enrolled on the ftrength of a 
company, the day after he joins the batta- 
lion or corps for which he was enlifted; an 
abftra& of the articles of war againft mu- 
tiny and defertion thal] then be read and ex~ 
plained to him, in Hindoflan language. 

1g. (ibid.) Anoath thallafterwardsbeadmi- 
niftered to him, in the front of the colours 
of the battalion or corps, according to the 
tenets of his belief, to the following effe: 

i, A— B— do fwear, that I never will 
forfake or abandon my colours; that I will 
march wherever [I am dircéted, whether 
within or beyond the Company’s territories ; 
that I will implicitly obey all the orders of 
my commanders, and in every thing behave 
myfelf as becomes a good foldier and faith- 
ful fervant of the Company ; and failing in 
any part of my duty as fuch, I will fubmit 
to the penalties -defcribed in the articles of 
war, which have been sead to me. 


APPENDIX TO THE CODE OF 


An exact tranflation of this oath, in the 
Hindoftan dialect, fhall be made, and de- 


pofited cither with the commanding-officer 


of the battalion, or in the adjutant’s office, 
according to the terms in which the recruit 
fhall be fworn. 

All officers entertaining recruits, are {triQ- 
ly enjoined to pay invariable attention to the 
forms here prefcribed on fuch occafions, 


20. (ibid.) The full pay and kalf batta 
of recruits are not to commence to be 
drawn for, but from the 1ft day of the 
month fucceeding that in which they are 
enlifted; and for the broken period of the 
month in which a recruit is entertained, he 
fhall be drawn for and receive at the rate of 
2 annas per day only. 

The iecruits are to be under a ftoppage 
of two rupees per month, for the three 
months immediately following that in 
which they are cnlifted; out of which the 
cominanding-officer of the battalion, is to 
furnifh the recruits with 1 turban, x cu- 
merbund and crofs, x linen jacket, £ pair 
of jingheers, 1 coxcomb or turrah, and 
filver device for ditto. 

The commanding officers of battalions 
are to be refponfible, that the faid articles are 
good of their kind, and made up according 
to the patterns approved of by the com- 
manding-officers of brigades. 

ax. (ibid.) The coats of the fepoys who have 
been difcharged, or of fepoys who deferting 
leave their coats, are to be given to recruits, 


And if there are not fuch coats, the com- 
manding-officer of the battalion is to firnith 
the recruits with a jacket made of red cur~ 
wah, lined with white linen, for which a 
further ftoppage of one rupee fhall be made 
for one month only.

manner they have been fupplied in pafling 
through the feveral diftri€ts, and the col- 
leQtors will report to the Boaid of Revenue, 
any complaint that may be made of the be- 
haviour of the troops. 

(G. O. 6th February, 1788.) Officers in 
command of detachments of troops, march+ 
ing within the Company’s provinces, are 
diregted to obferve the foregoing orders of 
the Board, and to tranfmit the prefcribed 
information to the adjutant-general, to be 
laid before the Commander-in-chief, 

5. (G. O. .20th-February, 1789.) The 
Commander-in-chief having been given to 
underftand, that in fome inflances, detach- 
ments of troops have marched through fo- 
reign fettlements, without any previous no- 
tice having been fent to the governor or 
chief, thinks it fit to apprife the army, that 
the obfervance of fuch a form is in point of 
military propriety abfolutely neceffary ; and 
therefore direCts, that whenever officers may 
have occafion to pafs through foreign fettle- 
ments at the head of troops, intimation of 
their intentian, if time will permit, be given 
to the governor or chief the night before, 
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but at all events two or three hours before 
the approach of the troops at the barrier gate, 

6. (MM. C. agrd Auguft, 1781.) Rea 
folved, that the commanding-officer fhall 
caufe official written notice to be made to 
the refpelive paymafters, of the date of if- 
fuing the orders of march, of any corps or 
detachments, and the period at which the 
troops may return to garrifon cr canton- 
ments; which written notification, mut 
accompany the paymalter’s accounts for au~ 
dit. 

4. (G. O. 29h September, 1788.) It is 
to be a ftanding regulation, that all officers 
commanding detachments of the army or 
fingle corps on a march, do keep an ac~ 
count of their daily movements, remarking 
their computed diftances, the towns, vil-~ 
lages, and rivers, in their routes, the nature 
of the roads, and, places of encampment, or 
any other obfervations which they may deem 
material ; copies of which are to be tranf. 
mitted tu the quarter-imafter-general, after 
the troops have arrived at their deftinations. 

8. (G. O. 22d Oétober, 1787.) Field 
officers of native corps will march with fuch 
detachments of their refpective brigades, as 
commanding-officers of {tations may deem 
expedient, if not expieffly ftationed by ge- 
neral orders. 

(G. O. 1ff December, 1789.) It is to be 
confidered as a ftanding order in future, 
that the field officers of native brigades {hall 
always, at the general relief of the troops, 
proceed by land with parts of their refpec- 
tive brigades that are to be ftationed at the 
head quarters, where they are to command 
orto refide when the relief is accomplifhed ;

The whole of the troops to 
move with one bundle of ball-ammunition 
and one flint per man, to be kept in bundle, 
unlefs occafion requires it to be opened. 

tx. (ibid.) Indents for camp equipage, 
are to be made out conformable to the 
ftrength of the corps to march, for officers 
as well as men, in the proportion of eight 
private Europeans to each tent, and two 
tents for the non-commiffioned-officers of 
each company, 

12. (M4. C. 6th Odfoler, 1788.) Refolv- 
ed, that the general orders, iffued on the 
24th November, 1787, and afterwards fut. 
pended ‘on the 2d of December, in that 
year, directing that the doolies in the fepoy 
battalions on a march, fhould be provided 
by the furgeon or afliftant-furgeon with the 
detachment, be revoked; and that in fu- 
ture the doolies be fupplied by the command- 
ing-officers of corps, as was the cuftom be- 
fore the order of the 27th of November 
was palfed. 

13. (G. O, 24th Ofober, 1788.) The 
Commander-in-chief thinks fit to declare, 
‘that no charge will be admitted for boat- 
hire for the tianfportation of the native fick, 
on the occafion of the general relief of the 
troops, the eltablithed monthly allowance 
granted for that purpofe being deemed quite 
fifficiesit. 

t4. (GO. 6th November, 1987.) The 
Commander-in-chief having obferved, that

fome doubts feem to have been entertained 
in refpect to the rule for keeping the bri- 
gade rofter for detaching battalions on coms 
mand, thinks it proper to direét, that it 
thall be confidered as a ftanding order in the 
army, that each regiment fhall continue to 
take it’s regular turn of command, without 
regard to the general relief of any occafion- 
al changes of ftation. 

(G. O. 3d OGfober, 1789.) Some doubts 
having arifen refpecting the particular def- 
tinations of the two battalions of the 3d 
brigade, which were dire&ted in the gene- 
ral orders of the 29th Auguft to march on 
the 1{t of November next, from Dinapore, 
to relieve the poft of Benares and Jaunpore, 
the Commander-in-chief determines that 
the battalion ftanding firft on the rofter 
for detachment, {hall proceed to the ftation

lowance for two camels. 


19. (G. O. 17% March, 1790.) It is

(G. O. 14th December, 1780.) Monthly 
returns of brigades, detachments, and inde- 
pendent corps, together with copies of all 
orders iffued to the troops, by their feveral 
commanding-officers, are directed to be fent 
to the Commander-in-chief, as foon as pof- 
fible, after the expiration of every manth ; 
alfo returns of all elephants, camels, draft, 
andcarriage cattle, that are attached to them 
or at the feveral ftations of the army ; like- 
wife returns of budgerows and boats, f{peci- 
fying the fervice they are employed upon. 


That no delay may be made-to their be- 
ing tranfmitted, further than the fervice re- 
quires, all returns of detachments from 
corps, are to be fent off to their refpective 
corps precifely on the xft of every month, 
immediately after the monthly mutter. 
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When from any caufe they are prevented 
from being difpatched in due time, the com- 
manders of brigades, and the commanding~ 
officers of corps, are to report it by letter ; 
they are likewife to report by letter all ma- 
terial occurrences that may have happened 
in the courfe of the month, relative to their 
corps, not fpecified in their returns.

2. (G. O. 8th Fuly, 1788.) The want of 
accuracy which appears in many of the 
monthly returns received at the adjutant ve. 
neral's office, obliges the Commander-in- 
chief to call upon the commanding officers 
of corps, for a more ftriét attention to this 
necellary pait of their duty ; every cozpe, 
has its adjutant, whofe immediate bufinefs it 
is to fuperintend the preparing of the rjurns, 
and carefully toexaminethem before they are 
prefented to the commanding-officer for his 
fignature, and in proof of having done fo, 
his name fhould be affixed at the bottom, 
but the commanding-officer being refponfible 
for the accuracy of the returns which he 
tranfmits, it is alfo particularly incumbent 
on him minutely to infpect them, before he 
gives them the fanction of his name, 

The form at prefent in ufe is approved, and 
the following particulars are to be obferved, 

That the returns correfpond with the 
mufter rolls, by including in figures ail, the

ed from non effective. 

That fupernurnararies be feparate from 
the fixed cftablifhment. 

‘That alterations and cafualties be careful- 
ly noted in columns under that head, and 
that the caufes, whether of increafe or de- 
creafe, be explained in remaiks at the foot 
of the return. 

That wanting to compleat in every rank, 
be fpecified in the columns under that deno- 
miration, and that the period to which the 
corps is paid be inferted at the bottom of 
the return. 

After this injun@ion, the Commander-in- 
chief expects that the returns will be fice 
from errors, and has pofitively dire&ted the 
adjutant general to notice to him any inac- 
curacies that may appear in returns tranf- 
mitted to his office, in order that the officers 
by whom they are figned may receive fome 
mark of difapprobation. 

(G. O. 26th March, 1790.) Owing to 
the neglect of officers whofe duty it is to 
render monthly returns, frequent retrench-

3. (ibid.) That although fpecific fums have 
been allotted by the orders of the Court of 
Directors, to be paid to the field-officers be- 
longing to each prefidency, a necedlity will 
fill exift for extending or diminifhing the 
number of fhares, in all cafes where the 
King’s officers aie concerned, in proportion 
to the rmmbers prefent at each prefidency; 
thus, a colonel, lieutenant-colonel, or a ma~ 
jor of a regiment, ftationed at Madras, or 
Bombay, if they fhall be employed on duty 
in Bengal, fhall receive the fhare of their 
refpective ranks, as paid in Bengal, for the 
period of fuch fervice ; but without parti- 
cipating in, or diminithing, the fhares of 
other officers ferving there. The fhares paid 
to them, in fuch cafes, muft be extra; to 
pfovide for which, thofe they would have 
been entitled to receive at Madras, or Bom.

Tn the abfence of the colonel], lieutenant- 
colonel, and major, the fenior captain, ac.

1. (M. ©. sth fpril, 1786.) Refolved, 
that the majors of infantry, on major’s 
pay, and now commanding fepoy regi- 
ments or battalions, be placed on the lift of 
fupernumeraries, unle{s they fhould pieferre- 
maining in their prefent commands on the 
pay, batta, and allowance of captain, 

(Ad. C. 22d May, 1786.) In conformity 
to the refolutions paffed on the roth inflant, 
an officer of the rank of major on captain’s 
pay is confidered eligible to the command 
of > battalion of fepoys on the nevw founda- 
tion.

Publijd- 
ed 29th Fanuary, 1786.) We have thought 
proper to direct, that in future the fenior co- 
jonel commanding a brigade, fhall be confi- 
dered as the officer next in rank in Bengal, to 
the Commander in chief in India, and asfuch, 
we confent to his receiving an addition to 
the ufual allowances, of fonaut rupees 8000, 
per annum: it being our intention, that 
after the departure of General Stibbert, 
the fecond in command fhall not be promo- 
ted to a higher rank than that of colonel.

The Commander -in- chief expeéts 
that the commanding-officers of brigades 
and battalions, will be very attentive to 
preferve the ftriéteft uniformity of drefs in 
their refpective corps, as well in the par- 
ticulars above defcribed, as in any other 
*minutiz which may conduce to the hand- 
avme and military appearance of the troops. 

(G. O. 11th Fuly, 1787.) Lord Cornwallis 
as of opinion, thatan officer of any rank can 
feldom be dreffed with more propriety and 

‘convenience than in his military uniform; 
he therefure expeéls that no officer, even 
when on leave of abfence from his duty, 
thall appear in public in any other drefs ; 
and he pofitively orders that the officers, 
while at their proper ftations, do not ap- 
pear in public in any other drefs but their 
unifom, upon any pretext whatever. 

The commanding officers of ftations, 
brigades, and regiments, to be refponfible 
that this order is ftriQly complied with. 

(G. O. 27th April, 1790.) In order 
hat officers in the Britifh fervice may not 
be expofed to the rifk of difrefpeQful or 
uncivil treatment, in any of the foreign fet- 
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tlements, from ignorat.ce of their fituation 
and character, the Commander-in-chief di- 
reéts, that whenever Britifh officers vifit 
the fettlements of forcign nations, they do 
couftantly appear in the uniform drefs of 
their profeifion.

The fuzils now 
in ufe with: the ferjeants of the battalion 
companies of European corps, ae to be 
delivered into ftore, and fwords jadented 
for in their room, as directed for the fer- 
jeants of the grenadier companies, in the 
general orders of the 26th June. 
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1.(G. O. ad November, 1490.) Thecom- 
mander-in-chief confiders it of much im- 
portance to the public, that every poffible 
encouragement fhould be given to the Nor- 
thern horfe-merchants, to bring horfes for 
fale into the provinces of the Company or 
the nabob Vizier; and as the officers com- 
manding the regiments of cavalry mult have 
the moft immediate and frequent commu- 
nications with the merchants, they are pofi~ 
tively enjoined to ufe every reafonable 
means, to conciliate their confidence, and 
toinduce them to maintain an intimate in- 
tercourfe; and thefe officers will be held 
ftriétly anfwerable from any improper con~ 
dud towards the merchants, in their tran- 
factions with them. 

The officers commanding at Cawnpore 
and Futty-ghur, will take care that the 
merchants meet with no oppreffion, or im- 
proper and uncivil treatment, within the 
extent of their refpective authorities ; and 
no duties are to be levied by any perfon 
whatever, on herfes brought for fale at 
any ftations or market immediately under 
the authority of Government.

‘Chis duty in that capacity for cighteen 
« months, fhall be confidered as eligihle to 
* proced to any other medical charge his 
“rank may entitle him to hold; but that 
“the order of his future progreffion fhall 
“be from the duty of an hofpital-mate 
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“ to that of a regimental affilant,—to that 
“of a fepsy battalion, or civil flation, who 
‘has not ferved the pesiod preferibed ina 
‘© general hofpital ; and becomes thereby en- 
‘¢ titled to fucceed to a fituation which is 
“‘ generally confidered of more eafe and 
“* emolument than the duties of the mili'ary 
‘¢ department ;” his Lordfhip has been 
pleafed to refolve, that every hofpital-mate 
who fhall have difcharged his duty in that 
capacity foreighteen months, fhalJl be con- 
fidered as eligible to proceed to any other 
medical charge his rank may entitle him to 
hold, without making it neceffary that his 
future progreffion, from the duty of an hof- 
pital, fhall be that of a regimental afliftant ; 
fo that an hofpital-mate, who fhall have 
difcharged his duty for the period above 
mentioned, fhall be eligible at once to be 
appointed to a fepoy battalion, or civil fta. 
tion.
